The Business of America 

Solutions to the made-up immigration 'problem' would be an expansive and burdensome assault 
on companies and individuals 


While not exactly a given, there seems to 
be a widespread assumption on the part of 
much of the citizenry that the United States 
government is broken/has gone off the tracks/ 
has been corrupted. This core belief, that the 
watch has sprung its springs, is widely held 
across the political spectrum - from one 
extreme ideological position, throughout all 
mainstream beliefs, to the furthest opposing 
extreme position. 

Spread across this palette is a general accep- 
tance of the main idea, but regarding how it 
is broken, who or what broke it, and how to 
fix it, there is not only a lack of general agree- 
ment, but in addition there exists almost every 
possible variation on those questions/issues. 
The problem, I think, has much more to do 
with a rose-colored view of the past - through 
which personal beliefs and nostalgia trump 
history - than with any systemic breakdown. 

(As always, I exempt the current adminis- 
tration from this discussion because there is 
nothing you can say about it that is so bad that 
I won’t agree with you - but rather than inter- 
preting it as symptomatic of whatever one’s 
beliefs are about federal failures, I still view it 
as an extreme, diseased aberration that, as with 
cancer, has its origins in many different political 
trends but is solely owned by none of them.) 

If the government is functioning as best 
as can be expected, then why the wide- 
spread belief that it isn’t? Unfortunately, the 
problem is We the People. Currently, the 
Goldwater dictum dominates political discus- 
sion: Moderation is not a virtue; extremism 
is not a disease (this is not to exclude this 
moment from its historical past, but it’s an 
area I don’t know much about). Worse, in 
dealing with current elected officials of all 
ideologies, on all levels, political compromise 
is regarded as the most heinous of crimes, 
while standing rigidly by one’s principles is 
the greatest virtue. The Constitution views 
compromise as, if not the very purpose of our 
democratic, constitutional republic, at least 
the most reasonable and shared working area 
by which it operates. 


In the same way overly promiscuous people 
sometimes regard themselves as serial monog- 
amists (love the one you are with), in many 
ways it seems the electorate across the board 
comprises single-issue fanatics. Objecting to 
others’ imposing their arbitrary morality on 
the populace, most of us are just as willing to 
demand legislation that matches our “organ- 
ic” and “universal” morality. The People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals picketed A1 
Gore because he’s not a vegetarian; activists 
throw blood on fur; staunch opponents of 
the government legislating personal morality 
are also staunch opponents of gay marriage 
and abortion; sincere believers in the separa- 
tion of church and state, based on the Bill of 
Rights, are willing to argue conceptual minu- 
tiae over the Second Amendment in pursuit 
of abolishing gun ownership. 

Over the next few months, this column 
will try to consider the above propositions in 
any number of ways. There are any number 
of areas of obvious controversy, from inter- 
preting the Constitution to ideas as to the 
purpose of government to the many issues of 
the good of the community vs. the rights of 
the individual. 

Our role as citizens is a crucial area of con- 
tention. Many insist that compromise on ide- 
als is inherently corrupting and voting one’s 
conscience is both noble and a democratic 
expectation. While some argue quite the 
opposite - that a core component of citizen- 
ship is accepting responsibility for the actions 
of our elected government whether you agree 
with it or not - in that case one’s vote should 
be based on practicality: possible and long- 
term consequences. Voting your conscience, 
by these terms, is a privileged, irresponsible 
indulgence. Clearly, I lean toward the latter 
view, but that just opens up discussion and 
consideration rather than ending it. 

This time, once again, the focus of this 
column is illegal immigrants. In a way this 
sets the tone for ongoing discussions: Here 
is a problem framed by the most outspoken 
advocates, who will accept no compromise 


but consequently have no possible workable 
solution to the problem as they frame it. 
Hardcore right-wingers love to label leftists 
and liberals as utopian idealists who are so 
out of touch with reality that they don’t face 
up to the often brutal truths of modem lives. 

Unfortunately, there is no greater group of 
idealists than these dogmatic right-wingers, 
who believe their beliefs and perceptions are 
the hardcore, realistic truth - standing apart 
from history and modem functioning soci- 
ety. They are earnestly convinced that their 
idealism and the way they think/wish things 
are and should be rock-solid, steel-hard, set- 
in-stone truths decreed by God. More than 
anything, their beliefs represent the most 
irresponsible, utopian fantasies; thus, despite 
an absolutely abysmal track record in terms 
of real-world achievements, they question 
neither themselves nor their view of reality. 

Choosing to initiate a range of consider- 
ations by again looking at illegal immigration 
does not evidence any personal obsession with 
the topic but rather the view that, regardless 
of one’s beliefs, the problem represents a near 
“perfect storm” in which forces dictate the 
impossibility of solutions and instead offer the 
model of a Mobius strip. If, as I do, you think 
the whole issue is hysterically exaggerated, the 
situation just emphasizes the absurdity. 

Illegal immigration is a hot-button issue 
that motivates large numbers of political 
activists, politicians, and voters. Introducing 
the issue into politics has the same sub- 
stantial electoral impact as such basically 
meaningless positions as being against gay 
marriage or flag-burning. Listening to all 
the GOP candidates - grown men in suits 
vying for the most important office in our 
country - on the topic, one hears shameless 
demagoguery much more concerned with 
pandering to voters than addressing the issue. 
In one debate, John McCain, one of the few 
candidates of either party to actually think 
about the topic, offered the most backpedal- 
ing, mealymouthed solution. Fred Thompson 
and Mitt Romney quickly shot down the 


ideas, insisting that there was no compromise 
or moderation to the position of no amnesty, 
closed borders, and driving out all illegal 
immigrants by attrition. Some thoughts: 

1) Okay, now how serious of a crisis is 
it? Some would argue that it is one of the 
most important issues facing the country. My 
position is that the problem is ridiculously 
exaggerated and represents a fictitiously con- 
structed “crisis” that cherry-picks some stud- 
ies and economic analyses while ignoring any 
that suggest another point of view. 

2) Even if you find this the greatest of 
problems, can the country really stand to lose 
at least 10 million people from its economy 
especially when they constitute such a large 
part of the manual-labor workforce? If even 
half that number left the country, what would 
the real-world consequences be? 

3) Never trust anyone who tells you he 
or she is not a racist or that someone else 
is. (I usually fall closer to the latter cat- 
egory.) Despite emphatic insistence that the 
immigration issue is legality and not rac- 
ism, to a significant extent it is racist. Some 
obsessed with illegal immigration claim that 
they would feel the same way if those in 
question were Scandinavians or Canadians 
rather than Latinos. Yet a serious part of the 
argument against massive illegal immigration 
asserts that this is an assault on our culture, 
language, and country, essentially being an 
invasion with long-term goals of assuming 
political leadership. 

4) Often in the making of arguments 
against illegal immigrants, history is dis- 
torted, made up, raped, and abandoned. 
Suddenly, all previous waves of immigrants 
came here full of gumption and determined 
to be Americans and assimilate. This ignores 
the prevalence of many urban neighborhoods 
that were ethnically defined - where German, 
Italian, Russian, Yiddish, Polish, etc., was the 
dominant language. There were films made in 
Ukrainian, Yiddish, and Polish for audiences 
still uncomfortable with English, as well as 
newspapers in many different languages. 

5) The most recently proposed immigra- 
tion reform congressional proposal was shot 
down as being nothing more than disguised 
amnesty. The legislation was ludicrous: Illegal 
immigrants had to leave the country return 
to their home countries, and wait. It was 
impractical, but evidently not impractical 
enough. This legislation that offered a bizarre, 
torturous process was shot down because,

take this issue the most seriously, any related 
legislation cannot offer even a hint of amnesty 
or any other relatively lenient or convenient 
route to citizenship. Illegal immigrants are, by 
definition, “criminals.” 

6) One argument is that a permanent legal 
solution is needed. Toward this end: 

a) The accepted first step has to be a seal- 
ing and controlling of this country’s borders. 

b) The most consistent popular response 
to the question of how to deport this coun- 
try’s entire undocumented immigrant popu- 
lation is “by attrition.” Any proposal short of 
that is regarded as “amnesty.” The argument 
is that enormous legal, financial, and eco- 
nomic pressure is put on those who employ 
illegal immigrants, the jobs for them will 
disappear. Without jobs, there is not only no 
reason for illegals to come to this country; 
they won’t be able to afford to stay. 

Core to this consideration is that the 
problems as posed do not have realistic, but 
rather fanciful, solutions. Let’s consider this 
attrition model. During the current admin- 
istration, the Republican ideologues have 
favored business. Consistently, environmen- 
tal restrictions have been watered down 
or ignored, with the same happening to 
even basic government regulations address- 
ing safety, health, labor, fiscal responsibility, 
operational integrity, and health issues, as 
well favoring business over government regu- 
lation. A free market and limited government

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are key conservative positions. In one of his primary 
victory speeches, McCain stated: “I will leave it to 
my opponent to claim that they can keep companies 
and jobs from going overseas by making it harder for 
them to do business here at home. We will campaign 
to strengthen job growth in America by helping busi- 
nesses become more competitive with lower taxes 
and less regulation.” 

In order to get millions of illegal immigrants to 
leave the country, almost all the pressure will be 
applied to business management. People are call- 
ing for jail terms or at least heavy fines for employ- 
ers who hire illegals. Now, some employers may 
well be blatant, consciously corrupt offenders in 
terms of hiring illegals, but this won’t be true of all 
employers and maybe not even most of them. The 
attrition plan will require more severe monitoring 
of millions of employers. All employers, regardless 
of their track records, will be required to maintain 
extraordinary and expensive amounts of paperwork 
on every employee. The government will have to hire 
thousands to monitor and enforce the laws. They will 
indict employers who knowingly hire illegals. But 
they will also indict employers who made mistakes, 
as well as make mistaken indictments of employers 
who have done nothing wrong. 

An aside: Any conception of this scenario that sees 
it as effortless, requiring neither excessive paperwork 
nor frustrating and unnecessary litigation, accompa- 
nied by a new government bureaucracy to enforce 
and maintain, might just as well suggest that the 
Justice League of America and Casper the Friendly 
Ghost enforce these laws. There are not just con- 
stitutionally mandated presumptions of innocence 
and individual citizens’ rights to consider, but the

inherent difficulties of monitoring and enforcement 
within those confines, as well. Stepping back to the 
national argument over whether or not this country 
should respect the rights of terrorists finds the very 
wording is misleading. The federal government does 
not absolutely know who is a terrorist and who 
isn’t. The issue comes to be about the rights of “sus- 
pected” terrorists, some undoubtedly guilty while 
others just as undoubtedly innocent. The idea of our 
basic rights is not to protect terrorists but to protect 
us, specifically from the government - especially as 
a prosecuting entity by which not only are mistakes 
made, but often an enormous number of them, 
whether intentional or not. 

The solution to the (made-up) problems of illegal 
immigration on the part of significant numbers of 
Americans would be the most expansive, expensive, 
and burdensome assault on American business in the 
history of this country. 

The consequences of that are likely to be 
unimaginably cataclysmic. The bureaucracy to 
handle this will make kudzu look like tame growth 
in a home garden. The costs will make the most 
outlandish, one-sided estimate of the cost of illegal 
immigration seem a bargain. Not to mention the 
social devastation and overall cost to consumers. 
Finally, let’s be realistic: The first serious step 
toward dealing with this “problem,” given its scale, 
would have to be universal ID cards for all U.S. 
citizens. In other words, you would always have 
your papers on you. 

Even if you really believe illegal immigration is a 
serious crisis, I can’t help but believe realistic solu- 
tions are almost inherently going to create much 
broader and far worse problems than now exist. ■

How Realistic Are Villa 
Muse's Projections? 

Dear Editor, 

I’ve been reluctant to weigh in on 
Villa Muse because my company fer- 
vently supports all new media ventures 
in the area. But VM has been releas- 
ing information that is not support- 
able by facts. My company has been 
engaged twice in the last few years 
to perform feasibility studies on the 
potential of large-scale music record- 
ing and film production and postpro- 
duction facilities. We looked at every 
conceivable iteration of such a venture 
and analyzed potential start-up costs 
against potential income and profit. 
Getting to the point: There is no way a 
media complex as press-released and 
described by VM would work. Let’s be 
honest, folks: Austin, and even the 
entire state of Texas, is not going to 
become a major media market rivaling 
New York or Los Angeles - ever. It’s 
not to say we don’t support realistic 
ventures, and, when properly planned 
and sized to reality, such ventures can 
certainly be successful. Austin actu- 
ally does need, and could support, 


a well-implemented, state-of-the-art 
postproduction facility. 

What worries me, as a designer of 
media facilities, is that the next time a 
well-planned and realistic media venture 
comes before City Council or a respon- 
sible bank for approvals or funding, the 
“VM legacy” will impact those decision- 
makers because of its absurdity. 

VM says the complex will gener- 
ate a $6.5 billion benefit annually 
to the area. Billion with a “B”? Forty 
thousand new jobs? I would very 
much like to see the Perryman Group 
and Angelou Economics studies they 
cite - and compare to the research 
we’ve done. We interviewed film and 
music industry executives compara- 
ble to the many names dropped by 
VM ... everyone agrees Austin is a 
very viable place to shoot films, a 
well-known music town, and a great 
place to develop video games ... and 
don’t you guys have that Festival? ... 
but the kind of new studio complex 
investment VM talks about isn’t being 
contemplated even in Hollywood in 
today's economic climate.

There are no projects taking advantage 
of the ordinance. If there were, they would 
have to comply with Save Our Springs water- 
quality goals - nondegradation - which at 
this stage of Southwest Austin development 
would only serve to improve water quality. Still, 
Leffingwell’s attempt to promote redevelop- 
ment adding water-quality ponds falls short. 
Neither the city nor the market offers any 
developer an incentive worth losing existing 
revenue streams just to redevelop SOS non- 
compliant property. 

Today, many (but not all) developers are more 
sensitive to the environment. But the city is not 
responding to current scientific studies or facts 
on the ground. The persistent focus on impervi- 
ous cover prevents a more informed discussion 
from taking place on watershed-based strategies 
to protect Barton Springs. 

One analysis by Andres Duany tells us subur- 
ban sprawl creates three times more impervious 
cover per living unit than New Urbanist develop- 
ment. Research provided by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
Barton Springs Salamander Recovery Plan, and 
the Regional Water Quality Protection Plan all 
state sprawl is the cause of water quality prob- 
lems, not development per se. 

Population growth is a reality Austin cannot 
ignore. Austin does not have a viable strategy to 
protect Barton Springs from that growth. The city 
must preserve open space, not mandate low- 
density suburban development. New Urbanism 
offers more realistic strategies to protect Barton 
Springs than either Mr. Bunch or the city. But 
without linking development to preserving open 
space, even that policy would fail. Time is short. 
Change is needed.

Dispersal of Wastewater 
a Major Problem 

Dear Chronicle, 

Your article “Curious Development Afoot 
Over Aquifer" [News, March 28] is indeed 
curious, in that it reviews the grave concerns 
being expressed about the spray dispersal of 
wastewater in the Barton Springs contributing 
zone, yet that is exactly what is being done in 
every new development out there right now, 
and no one seems to be saying a thing about 
it. I have recently written about this matter, 
suggesting there is a better course of action 
for the residents of these developments, for 
their neighbors, and for the environment. 
New homes in this watershed are almost 
universally served by aerobic treatment unit 
systems, permitted by the county, with the 
effluent being sprayed over the lawns. The very 
interests that are decrying the idea that 1,377 
homes would have their wastewater treated 


in a managed collective system, subjected to 
frequent testing, and the effluent sprayed over 
the landscape would sit silently by as that 
same number of homes had their wastewater 
treated to a much lower quality in treatment 
units of highly questionable reliability that are 
subjected to next-to-nonexistent management 
and no testing, with the effluent also sprayed - 
after highly questionable “disinfection" - over 
essentially the same landscape. This is the 
sort of “regulation” that the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality - and the public - 
allows the counties to apply, as long as the 
damage is done “only" one lot at a time. Then 
people run to TCEQ yelling about a proposal 
for doing this, only with better equipment and 
better management, on a collective basis. You 
suppose they will ever wake up and understand 
that the same thing - only without any real 
management or any pretense of assuring any 
level of water quality - has been going on all 
around them all along? 


We can do a much better job of managing 
our water resources in these sorts of develop- 
ments (assuming the public agrees they should 
even be there - a whole ’nother issue). Using 
more “fail-safe" treatment methods and routing 
effluent to true beneficial reuse in subsurface 
drip-irrigation fields is a model that should be 
emulated in every development in this region. 
This scheme can be scaled up to served collec- 
tive systems as well. Belterra is an example of 
a situation where applying such a scheme could 
not only obviate the ongoing fight over stream 
discharge of the effluent but also contribute 
very positively to the local and regional water 
economy. We need to stop treating “waste" 
water like it’s a nuisance to be gotten rid of and 
start addressing it like the resource that it is. 
Not just the water quality in Barton Springs but 
the very sustainability of economic development 
in this region depends on doing just that.

It was “last stop, end of the line” for Capital Metro 
board Chairman Lee Walker, who announced Monday 
that he'll retire in May. Walker led the agency through a 
decade of turbulence and was the man behind some of 
its most ambitious projects, including the controversial 
commuter-rail line, which is set to make its first trip this 
fall. When Walker first came to the board in 1997, he 
inherited an agency in the throes of a crisis that threat- 
ened its very existence. At the time, Cap Metro was rid- 
dled with corruption 
and facing federal 
indictments. There 
was talk of dissolv- 
ing it altogether. The 
state Legislature 
passed a bill kicking 
out the old board, 
and Walker, as the 
newly Installed volun- 
teer chairman, faced 
a tough task. But 
Walker helped piece 
the agency back 
together into what is 
widely regarded as 
the best transporta- 
tion system in the 
state, though in 
Texas, that’s not say- 
ing much. He said 
he’s retiring because 
he wants to focus 
more on his family 
and his job as a business professor at UT. When asked 
why he didn’t stay until Red Line, his pet project, was 
completed, he said he is leaving now to give Cap Metro 
enough time to find a successor. “I would love nothing 
more than to stay until the day I take my first train ride. 
But that wouldn’t be fair to the agency.” - Justin Ward

The next D.A. must meet 
a high standard

Lawyers like to say that a smart prosecutor 
can persuade a grand jury to indict a ham sand- 
wich. Yet it seems next to impossible for a Travis 
County prosecutor to indict an Austin Police 
officer for excessive use of force, and even when 
that occasionally happens, even less likely for a 
Travis Co. jury to hold police officers account- 
able for their unlawful actions. That’s the 
immediate conclusion to be drawn, once again, 
from the refusal last week of a federal jury to 
find three Austin Police Department officers 
guilty of violating the civil rights of a man they 
subdued, handcuffed, and then beat on the 
ground in retaliation for attempting to escape. 

The verdict isn’t really surprising, as it reit- 
erated a 2006 criminal acquittal of the three 
men (one still an officer, one dismissed from 
the force, and one resigned - to attend law 
school) for the same September 2005 inci- 
dent. As I wrote at the time (April 7, 2006), 
the criminal jury decided that while the vid- 
eotaped beating of Ramon Hernandez “looked 
bad,” they were persuaded that the evidence 
of their own eyes was insufficient to override 
their culturally ingrained belief that cops - 
and, not incidentally, white cops subduing a 
nonwhite suspect - should have a free hand 
to do whatever they believe is necessary. This 
time, an all-white federal jury was asked to 
determine (to reprise the earlier summation) 
“if it’s right and lawful for police to merci- 
lessly beat already subdued and handcuffed 
suspects, helpless on the ground, in apparent 
retaliation for what may have happened before 
the suspect was subdued.” Once again a jury 
decided, yup, that’s OK. 

Officer Christopher Gray, who was video- 
taped delivering 14 full-force kidney punches 
to a prone, handcuffed, and helpless 
Hernandez, told the Statesman last week, “I 
am going to do my job Monday morning the 
same way I’ve always done it, and that is 
with the safety of Austin’s citizens in mind.” 
(Gray served a 70-day suspension and 
returned to the force.) Gray and his enablers 
on the jury have convinced themselves that 
they are righteously saving Austinites from 
the likes of the distraught and apparently 
delusional Hernandez. 

If you indeed feel safer after that outcome, 
Hernandez is not the only Austinite suffering 
from delusions. 

Change Happens 

Again, the verdicts themselves were unsur- 
prising. Instead, the two results confirm that 
the APD administration - which suspended 
Gray and fired his junior fellow officer - has 
now become more responsive, and simply

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more rational, on excessive force than the 
average local jury. (Official testimony by 
current police trainers, which found the 
officers’ conduct outrageous, was also 
instructive.) The Hernandez case is one of 
the very few excessive-force cases actually 
to arrive before a jury, yet predictably, the 
criminal charges were described (by 
defense attorney Terry Keel) as “political.” 
After the acquittal, District Attorney Ronnie 
Earle said simply, “Anybody who saw that 
video knew this case had to be presented 
to the jury for a decision.” That’s worth 
recalling now for a couple of reasons: 1) 
Had there been no in-car video, the chanc- 
es of even administrative APD action were 
effectively nil, and 2) Earle recognized his 
responsibility to indict the officers and put 
the matter to a jury, despite the likelihood 
of an acquittal by local jurors who persis- 
tently refuse to hold cops to a requisite 
standard of behavior. 

This issue is much on 
my mind this week, 
because of the April 8 
run-off between Rose- 
mary Lehmberg and 
Mindy Montford. Need- 
less to say, police use-of- 
force is not a central 
issue in either of their 
campaigns, which have 
tended to focus rhetori- 
cally instead on which 
candidate is more likely 
to institute amorphous “change” at the D.A.’s 
office. (Not all of the effects of the Obama 
campaign have been salutary.) The younger 
Montford has implied that Lehmberg 
(Earle’s longtime first assistant, whom he 
endorsed) is essentially a fuddy-duddy who 
hasn’t yet mastered computers, while 
Lehmberg has countered, more substan- 
tively, that Montford’s high-powered politi- 
cal and financial connections at the Capitol 
could well threaten the independence of 
the Public Integrity Unit. 

Doing Justice 

Earle and the PIU have earned much- 
deserved credit for enforcing ethics laws 
over the years and most recently for bring- 
ing to heel the infamous Tom DeLay. But 
it’s also worth making a much more local 


argument for less change in this particular 
election. Like any longtime official, Earle 
(or his staff) has made prosecutorial mis- 
takes, some of them devastating (Lacresha 
Murray, Richard Danziger, Christopher 
Ochoa). Nevertheless, Earle has spent 30 
years establishing a distinctive record as a 
very different kind of Texas prosecutor - 
de-emphasizing the drug war, diminishing 
the death penalty, building community 
justice programs, and promoting institu- 
tional crime prevention, believing, as he 
likes to say, that “the primary duty of 
every prosecutor is not to convict but to 
see that justice is done.” In a state rightly 
notorious for hang-’em-high prosecutors, 
Travis County has enjoyed a forward-look- 
ing D.A. who believes the true foundation 
of public safety is not more law enforce- 
ment but stronger community institutions 
- as a consequence of which we also enjoy 
one of the lowest crime rates among com- 
parable U.S. cities. 

It’s pointless to 
expect D.A. campaigns 
to emphasize social ser- 
vices over law and 
order, but I find no par- 
ticular cause for cele- 
bration that both 
Montford (melodramat- 
ically) and Lehmberg 
(less so) are promising 
earnestly to crack down 
on “Internet crime.” 
Attorney General Greg Abbott appears to 
have cornered that particular headline mar- 
ket, so unless our new D.A. plans to arrest 
that crew of overzealous, entrapping Capitol 
suits sitting at keyboards pretending (in 
order to arrest idiots) to be 14-year-old girls 
in search of love, I’m not terribly interested. 

I’m hoping that our new D.A., whoever 
she is, will follow and build upon the Earle 
legacy of fighting crime and establishing pub- 
lic safety by looking for new ways to keep 
young people out of prison, create commu- 
nity justice, and strengthen community insti- 
tutions. Earle says the candidate most likely 
to do that, in his experienced judgment, is 
Rosemary Lehmberg. 

If Lehmberg’s good enough for Earle, she’ll 
be good enough for Travis County. ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

And Not a Drop to Drink

Banging this column out a couple of 
hours before the Chronicle’s initial round of 
City Council endorsement meetings, BTP is 
struck by the springtime doldrums on the 
dais. With the May council race sucking up 
all the scant attention the public can mus- 
ter, the current council isn’t going to be 
pulling out all the stops. And with a fresh 
round of public-safety contract-bargaining 
in the wings, not to mention the annual 
budget process looming sooner than we'd 
care to think - and both shadowed by a 
sales-tax shortfall (let’s politely call it an 
“underestimated increase") that’s left the 
city one step away from a hiring freeze - it 
can be assumed council members’ minds 
are elsewhere. 

Although that’s not to say they’ve aban- 
doned their council duties. And what does 
council do, really, when we get down to it, 
other than convene task forces and 
spend money? 

The sole item of note from last week's 
session was the creation of the Waterfront 
Overlay Task Force - the Warren 
Commission for local enviros. If you may 
recall, there was no small consternation 
when it was revealed that a supposedly 
nonsubstantive, “plain English” rewrite of 
the overlay code in 1999 (and therefore not 
requiring council approval) was found to 
have canned prescribed height limits for 
waterfront development. (Triggerwoman on 
the rewrite? Then-Assistant City Manager 
Toby Futrell.) Approved during her city-man- 
ager tenure, in November 2007, the task 
force only came before council last week, 
after Neighborhood Planning tweaked the 
membership. The 15-member force will draw 
from a plethora of city boards - Parks and 
Recreation, Planning, Design, Downtown, 
and Environmental - as well as lake boost- 
ers, real estate mavens, and neighborhood 
reps. Meeting through August, they’ll issue 
findings by September, with council action 
not anticipated until January 2009. 

So that squares the appointments end. 
What about the money? 

For that we return to the waterfront and 
$1.4 million for engineering and oversight 
of the long-bandied boardwalk over Lady 


Bird Lake, 
destined to 
close the hike- 
and-bike trail sys- 
tem’s Riverside gap. 

Good start, but, uh - 
where’s the rest of 
the money coming 
from? “This was potentially a 
$15 million project,” said 
Mike Martinez on the dais. 

Noting that the $1.4 mil- 
lion only covers the 
design phase, he reiter- 
ated, “This is a step 
in a wonderful direc- 
tion to close the 
gap in our trail 
system,” and said 
that planners 
Jacobs Carter 
Burgess will work 
with the citizens 
raising concerns 
near the project. 

Definitely to be 
continued. 

Also continuing - 
all the way to the bank - 
was the latest down payment on Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4, as council approved 
$27 million for continued engineering costs and 
an additional $4.6 million for the so-called 
WTP4 "backup site.” Trying to close the door, 
Mayor Will Wynn said the city’s had “a lot of 
analysis, debate, dialogue about the need for 
that facility. Frankly, that debate is over.” 
Inevitably, Save Our Springs Alliance impresa- 
rio Bill Bunch disagreed, inveighing, “You are 
here moving forward another $27 million on the 
biggest boondoggle in the recent history of our 
community.” Expect this faucet to keep drip, 
drip, dripping through the municipal race, as 
Jason Meeker tries to bludgeon Lee Leffingwell 
with the same rap on WTP4. 

Talk about water torture.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


A six-woman federal jury on March 27 concluded that one current and two for- 
mer Austin Police officers did not violate the civil rights of Ramon 
Hernandez by using excessive force when arresting him in September 2005. 
An in-car video camera revealed Officer Christopher Gray punching a hand- 
cuffed Hernandez repeatedly, while former Officer William Heilman stood 
with a foot on Hernandez's shoulder. Hernandez, who was facedown in a fire- 
ant mound, was struggling to turn over and catch his breath, he testified in 
U.S. Magistrate Judge Robert Pitman’s court last week. Hernandez had been 
in a minor car accident and testified that after police arrived at the scene of 
the accident, he began to suffer symptoms of an anxiety attack (he also told 
jurors that he has schizophrenia, the Austin American-Statesman reports, and 
that he was feeling symptoms of the disorder that day); in order to clear his 
mind, he ran off with his Bible searching for a quiet spot to clear his mind 
and pray. (For more on the story, see “Hernandez Beating,” March 28.)

Rep. Michael McCaul, whose District 10 stretches from West Lake Hills to 
suburban Houston, told the Houston Chronicle recently that he's giving up the 
earmarks habit. "The system is broken, and it needs to be fixed," McCaul 
told the Houston daily. “A majority of these earmarks wouldn't get through 
Congress if they were given the best test of sunlight. Until they put more 
transparency into the system, I am not going to play the game." Of course, 
McCaul's newfound piety comes after that paper pointed out that he spon- 
sored or co-sponsored some $20 million in earmarks in the current budget 
year. Among them: $245,000 to set up a closed-circuit television system at 
the Houston Zoo, allowing hospitalized children to interact with the animals. 
That's one earmark for which McCaul wouldn’t apologize, and he played the 
biggest card in the deck to defend it: “You are talking about children with 
cancer.” Smack! Back off, you heartless penny-pincher! McCaul, whose 55% 
support in the 2006 race was the lowest of any Texas incumbent winning re- 
election, faces a challenge this November from Austin/Brenham lawyer Larry 
Joe Doherty, who is easily the best-financed Democrat McCaul has faced dur- 
ing in his six-year political career. - Lee Nichols 


An out-of-state bank has given UT-Austin $2 million to espouse the work of 
Ayn Rand. BB&T Corp., which has branches in 11 states (but not Texas), 
made the gift to establish a chair in the Department of Philosophy for the 
study of objectivism, the philosophical movement Rand established. The gift 

came after the department 
and UT philosophy professor 
Tara Smith approached the 
bank and its CEO, Rand advo- 
cate John Allison. Smith will 
be the first holder of the 
chair. The novelist, who died 
in 1982, has become a lead- 
ing light for libertarians and 
neoconservatives, attracted by 
her support of laissez-faire 
economics. While this is its 
first major donation to a phi- 
losophy department, BB&T 
spokesman Bob Denham 
called it part of the bank's 
policy of "supporting universi- 
ties in espousing the philoso- 
phy and virtues of Ayn Rand.” 

A 1991 Book of the Month 
Club ad claimed that her 
novel Atlas Shrugged is the second most influential book after the Bible, but 
her longtime collaborator Nathaniel Branden called her work “intellectually 
restrictive." In 1964, Rand told Playboy that Hitler and Stalin’s shared prob- 
lem was that they “lacked self-esteem” and that people who place family and 
friends above work are immoral. - Richard Whittaker 


Greens sounded a solar SOS last week, seeking to halt state rule-making that 
they say could devastate solar-power development in Texas. At issue was a 
rule proposed by the Public Utility Commission of Texas addressing “net meter- 
ing” or the measurement of excess electricity generated and fed back to the 
electric grid by on-site renewable energy sources. Cyrus Reed, conservation 
director at the Lone Star Sierra Club, said the rules give individuals no guaran- 
tee they’ll be paid a fair price for surplus energy and may force them to buy 
costly, redundant meters. The rules protect utility companies, saddling custom- 
ers with all the costs and none of the benefits of solar power, Reed said. The 
rule applies to deregulated utilities, not municipally owned providers like Austin 
Energy. The rules were set to become official last Wednesday, but after being 
bombarded by nearly 2,000 angry e-mails, Public Utility Commissioners post- 
poned finalizing the rule until April 9, to allow stakeholders to weigh in. Sen. 
Eddie Lucio authored the amendment calling for net metering rules in last ses- 
sion's omnibus energy-efficiency bill, House Bill 3693. In a letter sent to the 
PUC, he said the proposed rules “do not capture the spirit or intent of HB 
3693 ... to allow customers to manage energy use and control costs through 
net metering." He added that they could “limit statewide investment and job 
creation in this rapidly growing global market.” - Dan Mottola 


Jorge Bustamante - the United Nations official denied access to U.S. Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement's T. Don Hutto Residential Center in Taylor 
- doesn’t mince words in his indictment of U.S. immigration detention and depor- 
tation practices. Presented March 5 to the U.N. General Assembly, Bustamante's 
“Report of the Special Rapporteur on the Human Rights of Migrants" concludes 
the U.S. “has failed to adhere to its international obligations to make the human 
rights of the 37.5 million migrants living in the country a national priority.” During 
his tour of the border, Bustamante identified underlying “racism and xenophobia," 
widespread denial of due process, and abuses of migrant laborers, says the 
report. In biting expose of ICE policies that destroy families, Bustamante 
describes “early morning" ICE raids carried out in “forceful fashion”: "ICE enters 
a home with a warrant to arrest one or several immigrants and then proceeds to 
sweep the entire building, knocking on other doors and demanding to see immi- 
gration papers from all the inhabitants. In one case three young boys ... were 
awakened at six in the morning to find that their parents were being taken away 
by immigration officers." Bustamante recommends the U.S. form a federal institu- 
tion “solely devoted to the human rights of migrants.” He writes he was “disap- 
pointed” the Hutto facility barred his visit. See www.texascivilrightsreview.org/ 
phpnuke/modules.php?name=News&file=article&sid=1178.

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Dem Convention Turning Texas blue 



As many elections as we’ve covered, we’re a 
bit embarrassed to admit this past weekend 
was our first county convention. But it’s fair to 
say the same was true of hundreds if not 
thousands of attendees at Saturday’s Travis 
County Democratic Party Convention, 
since this was the first competitive presiden- 
tial primary Texas has seen in quite awhile. 

Under the sickly fluorescent lights of the 
Travis County Expo Center, photographers 
and camera crews from the local media tried to 
accommodate the greenish hue that embalmed 
the 8,500 delegates, alternates, campaign 
operatives, and assorted camp followers that 
turned out. Lighting aside, the convention was 
a sight to behold: The Expo Center, not a small 
venue, was very nearly full for an event that felt 
like a mixture of both a pep rally and an athlet- 
ic event. If the Clintonites and Obamanians 
had been sitting on opposite sides, one might 
have expected a chant of “We’ve got spirit! Yes 
we do!” to break out. (In fact, as delegates 
began to grow weary and needed entertain- 
ment while backroom committee meetings 
dragged on, a semisuccessful version of the 
wave made its way around the arena.) 

In the big picture, at least at first, the 
place looked like Clinton’s home turf. Her 
massive campaign banners dwarfed the 
smaller and sometimes handmade Obama 
signs. She’d even grabbed the prime spots, 
flanking the American and Texas flags above 
the dais. But on the floor, it was mostly the 
Obama boosters wearing and selling the vital 
fundraising T-shirts. And when Rep. Lloyd 
Doggett mentioned his support for Obama, 
a thunderous half-minute ovation revealed 
the floor majority; when he mentioned that 
“some of my best friends” support Clinton, 
he was met with enthusiastic but noticeably 
lower-decibel cheers and even a few boos. 
That unofficial voice-vote was eventually rati- 
fied, as Obama won 313 of Senate District 
14’s 457 delegates to the state convention 


and 70 of the 110 delegates from the Travis 
Co. portion of SD 25. 

“It’s going relatively well, i haven’t seen any 
fistfights,” said Rich Bailey, Austin Mayor Will 
Wynn’s chief of staff and TCDP committee mem- 
ber. In fact, speakers were working hard to stifle 
animosity and pleading for Democrats to keep 
their eyes on the prize. “I’m a little concerned 
about our being together today,” Doggett told the 
crowd in his keynote address. “I’ve received 
more than a few overheated e-mails. I’m going to 
read a couple of them to you - they’re typical. 
This is from an Obama supporter: ‘If Clinton is 
allowed to take this election with superdele- 
gates, my husband and I will both vote for John 
McCain.’ [A chorus of "No!” went up from the 
crowd.] And a Clinton supporter wrote, ‘I can’t 
vote for Obama, and everybody I know says the 
same. I’m going to vote Republican for the first 
time in 30 years.’ [Boos went up.] That’s the kind 
of shortsightedness that is a formula for failure. 

“We will either get to the White House togeth- 
er, or we'll not get there at all,” Doggett contin- 
ued. “After all their failures, these Republicans 
can’t win this election in November; but I’ll tell 
you, if we’re not together, we can lose this fast- 
er than you can say, ‘Karl Rove’s dream come 
true.’ Just keep in mind that the person who’s 
holding up a sign next to you for the other can- 
didate is the person without whom we cannot 
secure victory in November.” 

Wynn’s aide wasn't the only visitor from City 
Hall. Council member and Obama supporter 
Mike Martinez was working the floor. District 
attorney candidate Mindy Montford raised her 
profile by shaking every hand and occasionally 
having two placard-bearers flank her through 
the afternoon. (She needed the exposure - 
much like the Obama/Clinton volume disparity, 
the applause she received before speaking was 
pretty tepid compared to the raucous cheer 
that greeted opponent Rosemary Lehmberg 
minutes later - while that April 8 run-off may be 
a toss-up, it was not a good sign for Montford.) 


The Austin state House delegation was in 
full force, mostly clustered near the stage, 
waiting for their opportunity to rally the faithful 
and issue their own calls for party unity. 

There were even pointed examples of prima- 
ry feuds being set aside. Tax Assessor- 
Collector Nelda Wells Spears swore in pre- 
cinct captains, while her failed challenger, 
Glen Maxey, instructed them on caucusing. 
While Congressional District 10 hopeful Larry 
Joe Doherty gave his speech before heading 
off to Houston to give it again, his erstwhile 
rival, Dan Grant, stirred the faithful in the 
food queue. “You’re hearing the ‘Kumbaya’s 
right now,” said Rep. Donna Howard. 

Clintonite Howard said she had “mixed 
emotions” about the event, but Sen. Kirk 
Watson was far more upbeat. “I have been to 
state conventions that didn’t have as many 
people as this," he said. "I ain’t running, but i 
get to be part of this, and anyone who has 
run has to be excited by this base.” While 


there were reports of shoving in Houston and 
Fort Worth, the only excitement in Travis Co. 
was when a GOP precinct chair, who had man- 
aged to get himself registered as Democratic 
precinct delegate, was ejected from the dele- 
gation (although not from the building). 

It was, after all, an open meeting. On the 
upper level, election, re-election, and lobbying 
campaigns from the Democrat-friendly (like the 
Better Austin Today Political Action Committee) 
to the unaffiliated (like Stop Domain Subsidies) 
to the surprising (the fiat-sales-tax advocates 
of Fair Tax) had their booths. Okay, add “carni- 
val” to the previous sporting-event analogy. 

The atmosphere was just wild enough to 
have Democrats thinking big: “We’re going to 
turn the Lone Star State as blue as the blue- 
bonnets on our highways today,” said Doggett. 
Given that the Texas House is only five seats 
from a Democratic majority, such a sentiment 
can no longer be written off as a delusion.

At midnight on Sunday, before the sec- 
ond boot of the Texas two-step had really 
hit the floor, Texans for Obama were call- 
ing it: Sen. Barack Obama had taken 
Texas. The numbers will not be confirmed 
until the state convention in Austin in 
June, but projecting from early county cau- 
cus results, the Obama campaign was 
estimating an eventual 38 national con- 
vention delegates to Hillary Clinton’s 29 
(other sources have estimated 37-30). If 
these results hold and there’s no shifting 
among delegates (still possible), Obama’s 
nine-delegate caucus lead more than 
overcomes Clinton’s 65-61 primary-vote 
win, giving him a narrow overall Texas 
lead of 99-94.

Of the big cities, only El Paso went for 
Clinton: In a near-blowout, she took 164 of 
the county’s 182 delegates. She also domi- 
nated in Senate District 20, covering the 
majority-Hispanic counties of Brooks, Jim 
Wells, Nueces, and much of Hidalgo. But 
the major urban centers were Obama 
strongholds. While there were no clean 
sweeps, his delegate count outstripped 
Clinton’s in numerically vital counties like 
Williamson, Tarrant, and Dallas. Even in 
these areas, Obama didn’t have it all his 
own way: In the section of Harris in SD 6, 
Clinton won 81-65. But in neighboring SD 
13, covering part of Harris and Fort Bend, 
Obama swept 313 of the 399 delegates up 
for grabs. - R.W. 


DISTRICT 52 GOP CROSSFIRE 

The fight to replace outgoing Rep. Mike Krusee 
as the Republican candidate for Williamson County 
(state House District 52) has gone negative - over 
who is more gun-friendly. County Attorney Dee 
Hobbs accused insurance agent Bryan Daniel of 
“maliciously misrepresenting" his rating from the 
Texas State Rifle Association, after Daniel sent 
out a mailer saying the TSRA ranked Hobbs “hos- 
tile to Second Amendment rights.” Hobbs says this 
is based on inaccurate information because he 
had not returned the TSRA’s candidate question- 


naire before the March 4 primary. “We have a hard 
and fast rule: If they don’t return, they get a question 
mark, which means possibly hostile to the Second 
Amendment,” said TSRA Executive Director James 
Dark. When Hobbs returned the form on March 19, 
his rating was amended to “A,” the highest score 
available to a nonincumbent. But Daniel sent out a 
second mailer on March 31, repeating the claim 
about Hobbs’ rating. In a press release, Hobbs 
called this “a bold faced lie, and even though 
[Daniel] has been corrected, he is still using the 
TSRA organization’s name to slander me.” - R.W.

A Bloodcurdling Day 
in the Neighborhood 

Candidates woo ANC 


Last week’s Austin Neighborhoods Council City 
Council candidate forum may already be old news on the 
campaign trail. But it provided a substantive window into 
candidates’ policy positions - if not all the concerns of 
the voting homeownerati this election. 

Every candidate was allowed a two-minute introduction 
before the allotted 13-minute barrage of detailed ANC 
questions. Place 4 hopeful Cid Galindo spoke first, 
displaying a good working knowledge of the mainly 
zoning- and neighborhood-related issues, but he 
didn’t necessarily deliver the “correct" answers for this 
ANC crowd. For instance, there was his willingness to re- 
address Lady Bird Lake setbacks for developers in 
order to complete the Hike and Bike Trail loop. 

(Galindo called for “reasonable compromises” - like 
a 150-foot setback, at the very most.) Robin Cravey 
was drilled for his answer on an ANC questionnaire that 
compatibility standards might be relaxed for afford- 
able housing. Cravey told the crowd that Austin need- 
ed to “admit now” that in order to accommodate 
future growth, we’ll have to “build taller and closer together.” 
One question posed to former ANC Chair Laura Morrison 
dealt with the city’s contentious move of the Town Lake Animal 
Center to the Eastside. In court, the city had taken the (suc- 
cessful) position that neighborhood plans are merely advisory, 
not legally binding. “Zoning cases come out of neighborhood 
plans, [and] those are not advisory," Morrison said, although 
she conceded that the aspirational nature of neighborhood 
plans sometimes requires council review and approval. 

The evening’s rigid format effectively prevented the Place 1 
Lee Leffingwell/Jason Meeker/Allen Demling throwdown 
from becoming a bloodbath. Leffingwell, queried why the Big 
Box Ordinance took so long to get passed while changes to 
measuring impervious cover were quickly approved, answered, 
“Some things go quickly; some things don’t.” The Wal-Mart 
warriors in the crowd chuckled, as if this simple truism were 
a hard-earned confession. Later, a question to Meeker began, 
“It's clear from your answers to the ANC questionnaire you 
need to become more familiar [with zoning regulations].” (For 
instance, Meeker didn’t know what compatibility requirements 
are.) With many such questions likely on council, would 
Meeker rely on city staff for answers - the same team he’s 
railed against for the Wal-Mart site plan? Again, laughter 
ensued. (He would, but he also proposed outside help from 
the University of Texas.) 

In Place 3, Ken Weiss spoke standing instead of sitting - 
thereby ensuring that Randi Shade and Jennifer Kim also 
got off their duffs. Asked to defend her campaign assertions 
that Kim is an ineffective council member, Shade cited Kim's 
support of expanding the panhandling ordinance, her 11th- 


hour protest against the city manager hiring, and her toll 
road votes. However, one question asked whether business- 
woman Shade could shake “the mindset of the Chamber [of 
Commerce].” For her own part, Kim said, “I realize I’ve made 
mistakes,” citing “things I would have done differently. But I 
learned from those mistakes.” Americans love a redemption 
story, but will a Drew Barrymore tale be enough to save Kim? 

It proved enough, for the moment, for the ANC. Kim 
received the group’s nod, as did former ANC leader 
Morrison. Neither Leffingwell nor Meeker, however, cleared 
the two-thirds margin needed to endorse. - We//s Dunbar

REEFER MADNESS 
Patient Acquitted in 
Medi-Pot Case

Amarillo resident Tim Stevens knew he was going to get sick. 

Diagnosed with HIV in 1986, for eight years now Stevens has 
also suffered from an associated illness known as cyclical 
vomiting syndrome, which is marked by prolonged periods of 
extreme nausea and vomiting - Stevens once had an attack that 
lasted two weeks. “It’s even worse than it sounds,” said 
Stevens’ attorney Jeff Blackburn, best known for his work in 
the infamous 1999 Tulia drug case. CVS has landed Stevens in 
the hospital twice, where he was treated, in part, with blood 
transfusions. Over the years, however, Stevens has developed an 
uncanny ability to predict when an attack of CVS is looming - 
similar in nature to sensations some epileptics experience 
before a seizure. Stevens had developed a prodromal reaction 
that helped him to accurately predict an attack. So when he 
woke up one day last October feeling those symptoms, he knew 
the vomiting would soon return. What he’d also learned over the 
years was that smoking marijuana helped to ease the suffering 
associated with CVS. With that in mind, Stevens went out with 
$10 in his pocket to buy some pot; back at home, he sat on the 
porch smoking a bit, with the remainder of the roughly 3 grams 
he’d purchased in his pocket. Little did Stevens know, the CVS 
would be the least of his problems that morning. According to 
Blackburn, Stevens was soon confronted by Amarillo Police offi- 
cers, who’d received a confidential “tip” that Stevens was smok- 3 
ing pot on the porch. Stevens explained his situation, Blackburn £ 
said, but the cops weren’t buying and instead arrested Stevens 3 
for pot possession, a class B misdemeanor punishable by up to 
180 days in jail and/or a $2,000 fine. “Had this guy been in his 
home using it, it is reasonable to say this issue wouldn’t have 
come up,” Potter County Attorney Scott Brumley told the Amarillo 
Globe-News. “This guy isn’t the first one who has come to court 
with a sad story to supposedly excuse criminal conduct." 

For sure, pot possession is still considered “criminal” under 
the state penal code - but, thanks to a state law passed last 
year, it isn't necessarily a jailable offense. In an effort to ease jail 
overcrowding, lawmakers in 2007 passed House Bill 2391, which 
downgraded a host of minor crimes to ticket-only offenses. This 
list includes minor marijuana possession - that is, possession of 
less than 4 ounces, meaning Stevens, with less than 3 grams on 
him, was eligible for citation only, which would’ve given the county 
some cash instead of opting for incarceration and prosecution, 
which, clearly, would rack up a not-insignificant cost to the county. 
But apparently cost-benefit analysis is foreign to the folks in 
Amarillo - ironic considering HB 2391 was championed in the 
Senate by Amarillo Republican Kel Seliger - and Stevens was 
carted off to jail. “They could’ve given him a ticket,” says 
Blackburn, “but the position in Amarillo is, ‘We don’t do that.’” 

On March 25, however, Stevens - and, in another way, the 
rule of law - was vindicated when it took jurors just 11 minutes 


to find Stevens not guilty of criminal possession. It wasn’t a 
case of jury nullification - where jurors refuse to apply a law 
they feel is just plain wrong; rather, Stevens prevailed because 
the jurors followed the law, considered the penal code, and 
instead chose to vote in Stevens’ favor based on the doctrine 
of “medical necessity.” In essence, Blackburn argued to the 
jurors that Stevens’ breaking the law was necessary to prevent 
a harm worse than the one the pot law was meant to prevent. 

It worked; after doing some research, Blackburn says he 
believes it’s the first time the medical-necessity doctrine was 
successful in a Texas medi-pot case. “It was the old samurai 
strategy,” he said, “using something dead and old to bring 
something else to life - here we used a really old law that 
nobody thought would apply and made it apply.” Blackburn said 
that he found at least two similar cases where the defense 
had been raised unsuccessfully; on review, the Court of 
Criminal Appeals upheld the convictions. Key to the success of 
his case, Blackburn said, was the testimony of expert witness 
Dr. Steve Jenison, medical director for the New Mexico 
Department of Health’s Infectious Disease Bureau, who testi- 
fied about the efficacy of marijuana in treating nausea and 
how, for many patients, medi-mari is superior to the prescrip- 


tion alternatives - like pharmaceutical pot-derived Marinol, for 
example, which, notably, must be taken orally and thus can be 
difficult for someone suffering from CVS to keep down. 

In ail, Blackburn says that the Stevens case will serve as an 
example of the successful application of the med-necessity 
defense in a medi-pot case. More important, however, Blackburn 
says the Stevens case highlights the chasm between people 
and their government when it comes to pot. Indeed, while public 
opinion polling consistently reveals strong support (more than 
70%) for legalized medi-mari, government officials - including 
many elected district attorneys, not to mention the federal nar- 
cos - insist pot is bad and that the people agree with their 
assertion. “We all know that there is a big gap between what 
ordinary people think about marijuana and what the government 
says ordinary people think about marijuana," Blackburn said. 
“This case shows just how big that gap is.” 

Meanwhile, Stevens says he’ll try Marinol, even though he 
doesn’t have much faith it’ll help him. If it doesn’t, he said, 
he’ll probably pack it up and move to New Mexico, where 
medi-pot is legal. “I will abide by Texas law,” he told the Globe- 
News, “or [will] relocate to New Mexico where [medi-pot] is 
available to people like me.” ■

Panetti Sane Enough to Die 


Texas death row inmate Scott Panetti 
is “seriously mentally ill" and has been 
for some time - in fact, as U.S. District 
Judge Sam Sparks ruled on March 26, 
he was “under the influence of this 
severe mental illness” when, in 1992, he 
murdered his in-laws, Joe and Amanda 
Alvarado, in Fredericksburg and remained 
ill “when he insisted on representing him- 
self at trial.” Yet Panetti is sane enough 
to be executed, Sparks ruled. His “delu- 
sions do not prevent his rational under- 
standing of the causal connection 
between those murders and his death 
sentence, and he in fact has such an 
understanding,” Sparks wrote. Indeed, 
Panetti’s understanding “is most clearly 
demonstrated by his rationally articulated 
position that the punishment is unjusti- 
fied: He believes the state should not 
execute him because he was mentally ill 
when he committed the murders." 

Sparks ruled similarly in 2004, finding 
Panetti sane enough to die, but the U.S. 


Supreme Court remanded the case, 
opining that the previous handling of 
Panetti's case was “flawed” and “too 
restrictive" to satisfy the Eighth 
Amendment ban on cruel and unusual 
punishments. In deeming Panetti sane 
enough for execution, the courts had 
only considered whether Panetti was 
“aware” that he faced execution and 
that the state said he would be execut- 
ed because he murdered the Alvarados. 
The problem, Justice Anthony Kennedy 
wrote for the court majority, is that 
Panetti doesn’t actually believe that to 
be the case. Rather, Panetti has long 
said that the real reason the state 
wants him dead is to prevent him from 
preaching the “gospel of the Lord King.” 
The question, in part, Kennedy wrote, 
was whether the effects of mental ill- 
ness can “so impair” a prisoner’s con- 
cept of reality so that he “cannot reach 
a rational understanding of the reasons 
for the execution.” 


The Supremes punted the Panetti case 
back to Sparks, tasking him with wading 
through the legal morass and taking a 
first crack at defining a standard against 
which to measure mental eligibility for 
execution - a standard that might ulti- 
mately be applied to other similarly situ- 
ated inmates. In his ruling, however, 
Sparks raises additional questions about 
how to define and apply a broader stan- 
dard - including wondering about the lim- 
its of making sanity determinations for 
an inmate like Panetti, whose impairment 
is “cyclical.” In such a case, does a “peri- 
od of improved lucidity” mark “him for 
death, or has he not ‘regained’ his sanity 
in a lucid period in the same way as a 
person who has made some stable 
improvement or recovery in mental condi- 
tion can be said to have ‘regained sani- 
ty’?” Sparks asks. “The court is con- 
cerned by these questions for the future, 
but they are not the work of the day.” 
Panetti’s case will now be forwarded to 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court for Appeals 
for review.

Tuesday’s Homeland Security acronym-camp-cum-counterter- 
rorism-awareness-workshop for the public sector brought those in 
attendance at UT’s J.J. Pickle Research Campus into the world of 
DHS’ OBP and its current campaign to improve preparedness 
against IED, WBIED, and VBIED attacks. Though DHS has an NIPP 
and is backed by HSPD-7 and HSPD-19, officials at the workshop 
said that Austin cannot depend upon the department to quell the 
carnage the terrorists are apparently causing here. Got it? 

Okay, before we lose you: 

DHS = Department of Homeland Security 
OBP = Office of Bombing Prevention 
IED = improvised explosive device 
WBIED = waterborne improvised explosive device 
VBIED = vehicle-borne improvised explosive device 
NIPP = National Infrastructure Protection Plan, a document 
that says a lot but does very little 
HSPD-7 = Homeland Security Presidential Directive 7 (a docu- 
ment that told DHS to draft the NIPP) 

HSPD-19 = Homeland Security Presidential Directive 19 (a doc- 
ument that says terrorists really like to use lEDs) 

Now plug the acronym definitions back into the first para- 
graph, and it’ll almost be like you attended the workshop! 

Sessions taught participants about national DHS efforts 
pushing for steady state planning - basically beefing up your 
business’ security during periods of relative calm so that when 
the terrorists do come for your barbershop or pet-food store, 
you’ll be prepared. Presenters also explained how to identify

homemade bombs and how to make a soft target hard. (That 
part was slightly less exciting than you’re thinking.) 

“If you’re putting all your security eggs in the [federal] government 
basket, you’re probably preparing for failure,” said Austin Police 
Chief Art Acevedo. “I’d rather take ownership of our safety than 
leave it in someone else’s hands.” (Again, was that hard or soft?) 

Mike Fisher - one of the presenters from A-T Solutions Inc., 
the company contracted by the department to stage these work- 
shops around the country - added that the federal government 
has grown less fond of raising the official threat level, because 
doing so makes state and local agencies want to build up their 
staffs, which in turn causes those agencies to call upon the 
government for more funding. 

Why does every local comic-book store need a bomb expert 
on hand, anyway? “As soon as we take away the target over- 
seas," said Tom Hogdahl, another presenter, “the target is com- 
ing back home.” - Matt Martinez

Topless Tax Terminated 

The “titty tax” - a $5 surcharge for everyone attending a sexual- 
ly oriented business in Texas - has been declared unconstitutional 
and so will not be collected. On Friday, March 28, Judge Scott 
Jenkins of the 53rd District Court in Travis Co. said that by singling 
out nude performance, the tax, imposed by the 2007 Legislature, 
violated the First Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. Jenkins had 
previously rejected a request for a temporary injunction on Dec. 17, 
from the Texas Entertainment Association Inc. and Amarillo-based 
management firm Karpod Inc. (see “Does Flarry Potter Cause Sexual 
Violence? Only in Texas,” Dec. 28, 2007). At the time, Jenkins said 
the plaintiffs could not show immediate harm before the tax came 
into effect on Jan. 1. But with the April 20 collection deadline loom- 
ing, he permanently enjoined the state comptroller’s office from col- 
lecting the tax and ordered the state to pay the plaintiffs’ fees. On 
Monday, the attorney general’s office put out a statement saying it 
will “vigorously appeal” the judgment. 

Flouse Bill 1751, which established the surcharge, describes it as 
a “fee,” but Jenkins said it is effectively a tax on content and there- 
fore unconstitutional. He also rejected claims by the AG, that legisla- 
tors may have considered a secondary effect, of a link between alco- 
hol and nude performance causing sexual violence, but that’s some- 
thing that bill author Rep. Ellen Cohen, D-Houston, repeatedly said 
the bill did not attempt to do. Jenkins said there is no evidence to 
suggest this was ever considered by legislators or that, even if there 


were a secondary effect, there 
was a correlation between the tax 
raised and the secondary effect’s 
impact. In a press release, Cohen 
said she would work next session 
to “refine HB 1751." 

Jenkins’ judgment suspends the 
still-unresolved question of pre- 
cisely who, in what sort of ven- 
ues, would have had to pay the 
tax. The bill extended the defini- 
tion of sexually oriented business 
from explicitly topless clubs to 
any event with full or partial nudi- 
ty, or even insufficiently opaque 
clothing, where alcohol is con- 
sumed. If this interpretation were 
applied, it would have included theatrical performances featuring nudi- 
ty or fashion shows with translucent materials. The tax would have 
funded the new statewide sexual-assault program fund and the 
Texas Health Opportunity Pool Trust Fund. “These are programs 
that desperately need funding, but we never agreed with their method 
for funding,” said Stewart Whitehead, attorney for the Texas 
Entertainment Association. The state, he added, should find a better 
way of paying for them rather than attacking one business, “particu- 
larly one that enjoys First Amendment protection.”

POLICE CONSOLIDATION NOT RECOMMENDED 


A public-safety-service audit presented 
last week to the City Council Audit and 
Finance Committee recommends against 
consolidating the city's auxiliary police ser- 
vices - Park Police, Airport Police, and city 
marshals - into Austin Police Department 
operations. Merging the three police servic- 
es, currently housed under the city’s Public 
Safety and Emergency Management 
Department, into APD would not only be 
costly, reads the audit, but also suggests 
“high likelihood” of a specialized “skill loss” 
within the three targeted-mission agencies 
and an overall “mission creep” toward the 
more generalized focus of APD operations. 

Council requested the audit in August 
2006, but it took nearly a year to complete 
the work, undertaken by the city auditor with 
help from consultants at MGT of America 


Inc., which specializes in public-safety opera- 
tions; MGT was paid $315,000 for their work. 

The audit contains a raft of recommenda- 
tions to improve operations within PSEM, APD, 
and the Office of the Police Monitor - indeed, 
many of the audit recommendations have 
already been implemented or are in planning 
stages. Notably, council has already signaled 
it would move forward with plans to consoli- 
date PSEM with APD by passing in December 
a resolution that directs city staff to work out 
the details of a merger during meet-and-confer 
employment negotiations with the police 
union, slated to begin today (April 3). 

Among the audit highlights: a recommenda- 
tion Park Police officers use resources for 
their “core responsibility” of patrolling lakes 
and parks and pull back from other activities 
“entirely unrelated” to their core mission - 


notably, patrolling at the Austin Resource 
Center for the Homeless (PSEM administra- 
tion concurs with this suggestion); a recom- 
mendation to strengthen the police monitor's 
“oversight powers” by granting “limited sub- 
poena power” to ensure that the office has 
access to all documents relevant to investi- 
gating formal complaints of officer misconduct 
(the OPM concurs); a recommendation that 
the APD consider eliminating its community 
policing district representative positions (APD 
does not agree with this); and a recommenda- 
tion to reduce from nine to just five the so- 
called “area commands,” which divide the city 
into a series of specifically defined patrol 
areas (APD does not agree with this, either).

WORLD COURT RULING NOT ENFORCEABLE 


State courts are not required to adhere to rulings by the United 
Nations’ International Court of Justice (the so-called world court) 
in considering criminal appeals - nor are they required to obey a 
president’s admonishment that they heed such rulings where they 
would usurp state law, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled on March 25. 

The ruling came in the case of Texas death row inmate and 
Mexican national Jose Medellin, who challenged his conviction 
on grounds that he had not been informed of his right under the 
1963 Vienna Convention on Consular Relations that foreign 
nationals should be afforded access to home-country authorities 
when traveling abroad, particularly when faced with arrest on crimi- 
nal charges. Medellin's was one of 52 cases named in a lawsuit 
against the U.S. by Mexico, decided in 2004 by the ICJ in the 
Hague. Mexico argued that the U.S. had violated international 
treaty by denying the men access to country representatives - 
important in part because Mexico does not have the death penal- 
ty. (Ironically, the provision in question was included in the treaty 
at the insistence of the U.S., concerned about how its citizens 
would be treated abroad.) The world court ruled in Mexico's favor, 
and although President George W. Bush didn’t exactly agree with 
the ICJ ruling - in fact, he withdrew the U.S. from the portion of 
the treaty that makes ICJ rulings binding - he nonetheless penned 
a memo in 2005 telling the states to “give effect” to the ruling in 
considering individual criminal appeals. 


In the Tuesday ruling penned by Chief Justice John Roberts, a 
6-3 majority of the court agreed that Bush had overstepped his 
authority and that neither the Bush memo nor the ICJ ruling “con- 
stitutes directly enforceable federal law” that pre-empts state 
rules regarding criminal appeals. Indeed, the majority found that 
although a treaty may be considered an "international commit- 
ment," it is not “binding domestic law” unless Congress gives it 
that effect through enacting relevant statutes or the treaty is con- 
sidered “self-executing” and is ratified as such. 

The three-justice minority, however, led by Justice Stephen 
Breyer, is concerned that the Medellfn decision would put in jeop- 
ardy 70 additional treaties the U.S. has agreed to and from which 
disputes are to be submitted for consideration by the ICJ. The 
court sidestepped the Constitution’s Supremacy Clause - which 
says, in part, that all signed treaties “shall be the supreme Law of 
the Land” - by opining that the Supremacy Clause applies in U.S. 
dealings abroad but not domestically. 

Roberts writes that the minority’s concern isn’t justified. Moreover, 
the majority opinion does not “call into question the ordinary enforce- 
ment of foreign judgements or international arbitral agreements,” he 
wrote. “Indeed, we agree with Medellin that, as a general matter, ‘an 
agreement to abide by the result’ of an international adjudication ... 
can be a treaty obligation like any other,” he continued, “so long as 
the agreement is consistent with the Constitution.” - J.S. 


CHANGING BEHAVIOR 
ONE BAG AT A TIME 


Can you reduce or eliminate your use of dis- 
posable bags? That’s what a coalition of local 
organizations is asking folks to do as part of the 
Austin’s Got a Brand New Bag campaign. And 
if you show up to their funky kickoff event this 
Saturday, April 5, 12:30-2:30pm, at Waterloo 
Park, they’ll get you started with a free reusable 
bag in exchange for surrendering five plastic 
shopping sacks to be recycled. The bag reform- 
ers are led by nonprofit Keep Austin Beautiful 
and include the city's Solid Waste Services 
department; the Texas Retailers Association, 
along with retailers HEB, Randalls, Target, Wal- 
Mart, Walgreens, and Whole Foods; and Trex, 
which manufactures decking products from recy- 
cled plastic bags and sawdust. 

“We’re hoping to provide the resources, educa- 
tion, and inspiration for a shift in Austin from the 
use of mainly disposable bags to mainly reusable 
bags,” said Keep Austin Beautiful Executive 
Director Brian Block. KAB estimates that each 
reusable bag eliminates the need for 1,000 plastic 
bags and 500 paper 


bags over its lifetime. 

An estimated 91 bil- 
lion plastic bags are 
used in the U.S. each 
year, and only 3% are 
recycled. The rest end 
up in landfills, or 
worse, blighting 
nature, choking wild- 
life, and inciting floods 
by clogging sewers. 

The city of Austin 
doesn’t currently 
accept plastic bags 
with curbside recy- 
cling, but by mid-April, 
they plan to launch a 
5,000-home pilot recy- 
cling program. 

The bag initiative 
got started last 
October when the

aforementioned stake- 
holders agreed to pursue a public awareness 
campaign in lieu of a council-enacted plastic-bag 
ban. The campaign hopes to cut bag use by 50% 
in one year. “I am pleased we have crafted a plan 
with meaningful environmental goals without 
needing an ordinance,” said City Council Member 
Lee Leffingwell, who co-sponsored a council res- 
olution last April calling for ways to limit plastic 
bags and has since politically championed the 
cause. “We will spend the next year evaluating 
the program's success, and if we find we haven’t 
made adequate progress toward our goal, we’ll 
have to re-evaluate our approach.” 

Among retailers, Whole Foods Market has 
made strides. Last October they gave away 
1,000 reusable, 80%-recycled “better bags” and 
nixed plastic bags locally. By Earth Day, April 22, 
they expect to go plastic-bag-free nationwide. 

They and Wheatsville Co-op offer customers a 
cash credit for bringing a reusable bag. All of the 
campaign’s participating retailers agreed to dis- 
play reusable bags for sale near checkouts and 
provide accessible recycling bins where any clean 
plastic film - such as bags, shrink-wrap, or dry- 
cleaning sleeves - can be deposited.

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Rolling Rebellion at Capital Metro 


The Capital Metro boardroom became the 
site of a peculiar rebellion Monday. Some of 
the insurgents rolled in on wheelchairs. 

Others were led in by dogs. Instead of pitch- 
forks and torches, they were brandishing 
canes and walkers. 

Filing out of Special Transit Service buses 
and taxicabs, they packed into Cap Metro’s 
lobby, where they waited to be escorted in 
groups of four, via the agency’s only elevator, 
to its second-floor boardroom. Some folks in 
wheelchairs had trouble making it through the 
front door after the button that opens it mal- 
functioned at a most inopportune time. Those 
who arrived early had the good fortune of 
picking up one of the few agendas printed in 
braille. Those who didn’t had to borrow one. 
Despite the logistical challenges of getting to 
the meeting (both to the building and the 
room itself), the boardroom was soon filled 
wall to wall with wheelchairs - underneath 
every other chair was a Seeing Eye dog curl- 
ing up inconspicuously. 

The motivation behind the uprising? Many 
with disabilities are outraged over Cap 
Metro’s planned cuts to STS, also known as 
paratransit services. Under the Americans 
With Disabilities Act, Cap Metro must pro- 
vide service to riders with disabilities that is 
“parallel’’ to regular service. This means that 
Cap Metro must supplement its fleet with 
special cars and vans, which provide curb-to- 
curb service to those who cannot ride a fixed- 
route bus because of their disabilities. 

Cap Metro contends that changes are nec- 
essary to rein in STS spending, which has 
risen by more than 80% in six years. During 
the 2006-2007 fiscal year, Cap Metro spent 
$26.9 million - about 19% of the operating 
budget - on paratransit, which serves 2% of 
its ridership. To reduce costs, Cap Metro 
argues that it must streamline paratransit - 
by cutting regular taxi vouchers, increasing 
penalties for no-shows, minimizing the num- 
ber of riders who are eligible, and cutting the 
hours when live operators will be in the STS 
call center. 

Opponents at the meeting say the cuts will 
make a system already fraught with problems 
even worse. They most fiercely opposed the 
proposed elimination of subscription taxi 
vouchers. Currently, those who qualify can 
receive daily vouchers for regular taxi rides to 
work, doctors’ appointments, or dialysis treat- 
ment. Under the proposed changes, taxi 


vouchers will only be used to handle overflow 
from standard STS vehicles. 

Cap Metro officials say the vouchers are 
wasteful, unnecessary, and vulnerable to 
fraud, citing past instances where more than 
$100,000 was reportedly paid to a single 
cabbie in one year. Hannah Riddering, a 
Yellow Cab operator who often carries pas- 
sengers with disabilities, said fraud in the 
program is exaggerated by Cap Metro and the 
media. “Capital Metro staff uses ‘cabdriver 
fraud’ as a bludgeon,” she said. Voucher 
fraud was limited to a few bad apples, who 
were fired more than two years ago, Riddering 
said, and she blames Cap Metro’s lax over- 
sight. Yellow Cab, not Cap Metro, first discov- 
ered the abuse, she said. 

Pat Bartel, who is blind and frequently uses 
vouchers, told the board that despite what 
Cap Metro is claiming, vouchers are actually 
cheaper than rides in STS vehicles. According 
to the 2006-2007 budget, taxi vouchers 
accounted for $3.2 million, or 11.8% of the 
total paratransit budget. The maximum taxi 
voucher allowed per ride is $14, while the 
average cost-per-ride for all STS services, 
including taxis and STS vehicles, is $46.50, 
the bulk of which goes to maintaining its fleet 
and paying drivers. Others noted that STS 
buses often waste resources because Cap 
Metro will sometimes use an entire bus to 
transport one person. 

Cap Metro originally planned to eliminate 
vouchers in March and did so, briefly, until a 
successful lawsuit brought by the Texas Civil 
Rights Project forced the agency to reinstate 
them. When Cap Metro abruptly stopped issu- 
ing vouchers without warning, it severely 
impacted those who had depended on them, 
including Cheryl Fszol, who says she lost her 
job as a result. Fszol suffers from seizures 
brought on by stress and also paralyzing 
migraines from a brain tumor. The STS vans 
dropped her off an hour before work each day. 
Tier boss wouldn’t allow her to go into the 
building until someone else showed up, so 
she would sit outside in the dark, often hav- 
ing seizures in the parking lot from the 
stress. She was fired from her job, she said, 
because the company did not want to be lia- 
ble if she were injured from her seizures. 

Cap Metro originally planned to implement 
the changes without a public hearing, despite 
Federal Transit Administration regulations 
that require public participation whenever

there are changes to paratransit policy. The 
changes were billed as “procedural" rather 
than changes in policy, so it was deemed 
unnecessary to hold a hearing. Cap Metro 
Access Advisory Committee members took 
turns blasting STS Director Inez Evans for fail- 
ing to consult directly with the committee or 
with the disabled community at-large. “All of 
these changes were just rammed through,’’ 
said Malcolm Graham, who is blind and a 
member of the access committee. “They pre- 
sented [them] as if it were a done deal.” 

Evans opted to bypass the access commit- 
tee altogether and hired a consulting firm 
called Texas Citizen Fund. The firm was paid 
$27,000 to conduct six focus groups, which 
had a total of 174 participants. The firm 
apparently told Cap Metro exactly what it 
wanted to hear: that everyone approved, with 
the exception of a few minor complaints that 
required tinkering. 

Many opponents say Evans is the driving 
force behind the proposed changes, though 
she insists that these events were set into 
motion long before she took the position. She 
cited a report from two years ago, which 
made many of the same recommendations. 
Bartel said that what Evans is doing in Austin 
is consistent with her history in the transit 
industry. Evans worked for a company called 
MV Transportation, which is the paratransit 
equivalent of an efficiency expert, Bartel said, 
with a pattern of reducing services to the min- 
imum required by ADA. 

When MV took over paratransit service in 
Washington, D.C., Evans was put in charge. 


The Washington Post reported in 2006: “In the 
first three weeks under the new contractor 
[MV], Metro received record numbers of com- 
plaints from riders, thousands of whom said 
they were stranded, picked up late or mistreat- 
ed by drivers or reservationists. MV executives 
have blamed poor data from [the former con- 
tractor], the learning curve of new drivers and 
reservationists, and telephone problems.” 

Evans resigned from MV after six months on 
the job. She insists that it was purely a person- 
al decision to take a better job in California. 

Evans plans to bring in an outside contrac- 
tor to do what is called a “functional assess- 
ment” of STS riders, to determine if they are 
physically capable of riding a fixed-route bus, 
with the intent of bumping riders from STS 
rolls. But wheelchair-bound riders are con- 
cerned that an influx of wheelchairs on buses 
will be problematic, since all buses only have 
two wheelchair spots. If both spots are taken, 
then riders will have to wait as long as an 
hour for the next bus. Also, the examinations 
would require riders to turn over personal 
medical information to Cap Metro, which they 
consider an invasion of privacy. 

Some at the meeting urged Cap Metro to get 
its priorities straight. Several speakers said it 
is appalling that the agency can cough up $100 
million to build a commuter train, yet it has to 
cut services for the disabled in the name of 
saving money. “Many of the comments in the 
media make it seem like we were riding in lim- 
ousines,” said Richard Villa, who is blind. “I 
think most of us - if we had a choice - 
wouldn’t use the system, at all.” - Justin Ward

FEMA STILL AT IT 

“Brownie, you’re doing a heck of a job,” 
George W. cluelessly said in 2005 to Michael 
Brown, head of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, when it was in the 
midst of its disastrous performance after 
Flurricane Katrina. 

Brownie, an incompetent Bush political 
hack, is now long gone, but FEMA continues 
in his spirit to do “a heck of a job.” First, it 
fumbled and bumbled for months before final- 
ly providing house trailers along the Gulf 
Coast for thousands of devastated families 
who'd lost their homes. 

Then, it turns out that FEMA's trailers reek 
with formaldehyde, a colorless gas that can 
cause sever allergies, asthma, chronic skin 
rashes, bleeding, and cancer.

more concerned about the agency than the 
families’ health. Finally, after Congress inter- 
vened, tests were run on about 500 trailers; 
the formaldehyde levels averaged five times 
higher than normal. 

So now FEMA says it will test other trailers 
but only if the families request it! Officials plan 
to test about 200 units per week. Two hundred? 
There are 38,000 of these trailers. Two hundred 
a week will take more than three years! 

Fleck of a job. Brownie would be proud. 
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A LIBRARY FOR BUSH GROUPIES 

“Think tank” is not a concept you would 
associate with George W. - and sure enough, 
there won’t be much thinking done in the 
Bush Library and think tank to be built at 
Southern Methodist University. 

The Bushites have cut a deal with SMU 
executives to locate his presidential library 
on this private campus in one of Dallas’ 
wealthiest neighborhoods. They’ve targeted 
some Arab oil kingdoms, corporate chief- 
tains, and wealthy heiresses to be the 
“megadonors” they need to raise a half-bil- 
lion bucks to establish George’s ex-presiden- 
tial palace. 

This one is to be markedly different from 
the usual complex of library, museum, and 
policy institute that other presidents have 
built.

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Listening to the Bones 

Texas State opens the world's largest 
forensic anthropology research facility

How many Texas vultures does it take to 
turn a dead pig into a skeleton? “About as 
many as can be crowded around,” says Michelle 
Hamilton. “It could happen in 24 hours or 
less. This is the kind of information we need to 
get in the hands of law enforcement and other 
anthropologists, to say things are different in 
different areas.” 

When human remains are found under sus- 
picious circumstances, forensic anthropolo- 
gists like professor Jerry Melbye and assistant 
professor Hamilton help determine how vic- 
tims met their deaths. Over the years, these 
forensic anthropologists at Texas State 
University-San Marcos have helped law- 
enforcement officers across North America 
solve dozens of cases. By examining bones and 
other forensic evidence, they unearth clues into 
how a person has lived and how he or she died. 
Committed to following the evidence, they 
have helped set free innocent persons, and 
they’ve helped imprison the guilty. They give 
the dead a final chance to be heard. 

On Feb. 12, Texas State announced it will 
open a forensic anthropology research facility 

- more commonly known as a “body farm” 

- on 7 acres of the 3,500-acre Freeman 
Ranch, off Ranch Road 12, west of San 
Marcos, where it will become only the third 
such facility in the United States and the larg- 
est in the world. As an open-air laboratory, it 
will help Melbye, Hamilton, and their gradu- 
ate students learn crucial information about 
the decomposition of human bodies. The 
facility will also be a boon to nationwide law- 
enforcement agencies, whose personnel cur- 
rently have a three-year wait to be trained at 
a smaller facility at the University of 
Tennessee-Knoxville . 


The Southwestern Landscape 

“What [our facility] is going to do is allow us 
to open up a whole new kind of window into 
the postmortem interval,” said Hamilton. “The 
existing facilities in Knoxville and Western 
Carolina University are both located in the 
southeastern United States, and what we know 
right now about the postmortem interval is 
based on that climate and geography. Let’s say 
we find a skeleton here. According to the 
Tennessee model, maybe that person has been 
dead a year and a half. Texas is very, very differ- 
ent. Our facility is going to be relevant for 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arizona, and climates like 
ours.” Texas State expects the facility will be up 
and running by late spring or early summer, 
and the plan is to have up to five to six bodies 
under study at any given time. 

Hamilton said 5 acres will have different 
simulated ecosystems and burial circumstanc- 
es, and 2 additional, separately fenced acres 
will be used to hold training workshops for law 
enforcement. “We will build a pond, have 
some open land, and plant some trees.” She 
said the possible decomposition scenarios are 
infinite, “but there are some that are more 
common than others. We can work on the 
more common ones such as experiments on 
bodies that are found in cars, for example.” 
With an eye toward possible project donors, 
she added, “We’re trying to get a donation of a 
car and a van or search-and-rescue vehicle.” 

According to Melbye, several people have 
already indicated they’re willing to donate 
their bodies to the project. “People have been 
very generous. We’ve gotten a number of 
inquiries, and we’re very grateful for them 
wanting to donate their bodies to science and 
for future education. Not only do we use their 
bodies to answer questions about decomposi- 


tion, but afterwards we will clean off the bones, 
and they will become part of our study collec- 
tion for future generations of students.” (Melbye 
noted that the facility cannot accept bodies 
with communicable diseases or those of chil- 
dren or veterans.) 

Finding a Home 

In the wake of the current wave of fictional 
forensic TV shows like Bones, the various forms 
of CSI, and the even more numerous versions 
of Law & Order, many people might think that 
forensic scientists already have all the decom- 
position data needed to analyze crime scenes 
and find perpetrators on file. But screenwriter 
fantasies and ordinary forensic realities are 
never quite the same. Using the cadavers of 
60-pound pigs, grad student Nicole Reeves has 
already made a discovery that radically revises 
previous presumptions about how long it takes 
for a body to turn into a skeleton. 

“We know animals are attracted to dead 
bodies,” says Hamilton. “For most animals, we 
know what they do, what kind of damage that 
they inflict on people’s bodies. We know how 
they eat in the decomposition process. But 
very little is known about vultures. . . . Nicole 
set up a project where she put some pigs out 
- we use pigs as stand-in models for humans. 
With motion-sensing photography, she was 
able to capture the damage vultures do to pigs. 
She found that vultures were able to skeleton- 
ize 60-pound pigs in three hours of feeding.” 

So how many Texas vultures does it take to 
turn a dead pig into a skeleton? “Nicole took a 
picture of the sky,” said Hamilton, “and was 
able to isolate 92 vultures in the area. You look 
at a skeleton and think it has been there for six 
months or a year, but you could be totally 
wrong. It could happen in 24 hours or less.” 

Would most medical examiners recognize 
beak marks on bones? “No, and neither can we, 
but we can help,” said Hamilton. “For example, 
vultures would leave feathers, scratch marks, 
and poop spots. Sometimes you find bodies 
with splatters of bird poop. You think, ‘What the 
heck is that?’ Then you realize it was a vulture or 
group of vultures. Peck marks on the bones from 
vultures can be mistaken for cut marks. Law 
enforcement might look at the bones and think 
the marks were caused by a knife.” 


As ubiquitous as they are in the Texas land- 
scape, it was in fact the vultures that almost 
blocked the establishment of the Texas State 
facility in the first place. The proposed research 
facility was hardly embraced by local residents 
and county officials, who raised a resounding 
chorus, “Not in our back yard!” 

Texas State first raised the idea in November 
2006, proposing to use an old horticultural cen- 
ter, but its location near existing developments 
drew protests. Another location, off Highway 2 1 
near the San Marcos Municipal Airport, was 
nixed by the Federal Aviation Administration 
because of fears that vultures would interfere 
with aviation. University officials finally selected 
the Freeman Ranch, including considerable buf- 
fers of land away from research locations, and 
scaled back the proposed number of corpses at 
any given time from nine to five or six. The near- 
est property will be more than a mile away (any 
odors shouldn’t extend beyond 50 feet from the 
facility itself). 

Building a Program 

Melbye said the facility will be not only the 
largest but the safest of its kind. “We’ll have 
very tight security, health, and safety rules,” he 
said. “We’re going way beyond what anyone 
has done before, as far as this research facility 
is concerned.” 

“Without the support of the provost, Dr. 
Perry Moore, and the president, Dr. Denise 
Trauth, [Texas State] wouldn’t have this facility,” 
said Vicky Melbye, Jerry’s wife, who will be 
coordinating workshops for law enforcement. 
“They really have been behind us from day 
one,” Hamilton agreed. “I’ve never seen such 
support. It’s difficult to open a facility like this. 
People try almost every year to get facilities 
opened and running. But you can’t do it with- 
out the support of your institution, and most 
institutions are not willing to back you up.” 

Law-enforcement agencies have also been 
supportive. Texas Ranger Capt. H.D. Henderson 
said that the facility will be of tremendous 
importance for his agency. “The Texas Rangers 
currently train two to four Rangers per year in 
a 10-week Advanced Crime Scene course spon- 
sored by the University of Tennessee’s National 
Forensic Academy,” he said. “Having this level 
of forensic training within Texas means it’s

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more readily available and more specific to 
actual conditions and climate in Texas. This 
will provide invaluable information and assis- 
tance in homicide investigations involving the 
recovery of buried bodies and research related 
to the specific stages of decomposition found 
in various crime scenes. With the opening of 
the forensic research facility at Texas State 
University, training and continued research 
costs should be more affordable and more eas- 
ily attained than having to send investigators 
out of state for this training.” 

Melbye and Hamilton are pleased because 
the facility will not only help train law enforce- 
ment, but it will also encourage and educate a 
new generation of forensic anthropologists. 
“Right now, we’re going through a spreadsheet 
of 40 qualified students, and we are only going 
to accept nine,” said Melbye. “There were 
more, but these are the most appropriate. They 
come from places as far away as the University 
of Illinois, University of Pittsburgh, Central 
Florida, Ohio State, and even the University of 
Tennessee-Knoxville . ” 

Bones Tell a Story 

When Melbye was a student, he said, the 
term “forensic anthropology” hadn’t yet been 
coined. Originally from Fargo, N.D., Melbye 
had a long career in anthropology and osteol- 
ogy in Canada. “After many years at the 
University of Toronto, I took my retirement, 
and Vicky and I moved to the Coachella 
Valley in California. After a year, I got a little 


restless; this job became open [in the 
Department of Anthropology], and Texas 
State accepted me. When I arrived here, I was 
the only forensic anthropologist on staff. 1 
missed teaching. It was supposed to be a 
temporary, one-year job.” 

Having studied ancient populations for 
many years, he had turned to forensic anthro- 
pology in the 1980s because of his interest in 
helping to solve crimes. “I had to adapt 
because there was no training,” he said. “So I 
had to go through a period of learning and 
understanding, working on cases. Then I incor- 
porated my experiences into my teaching. 
That’s why I still take cases today, as does Dr. 
Hamilton, because we can use them in our 
classroom experiences.” 

Both scientists remember their first murder 
investigations as though they happened yester- 
day. “My first case involved a 9-year-old girl, 
Christine Jessop,” said Melbye, recalling a 
notorious 1984 Ontario, Canada, crime. “She 
had been missing for a couple of months. 
There had been an autopsy, and she was bur- 
ied. It looked like it was clearly a rape and a 
homicide. And that was the end of the situa- 
tion until a young man was arrested.” 

Melbye said the defense had been to the 
place where Jessop’s remains were found and 
discovered more bones, making the site look 
like it could be some sort of burial ground for 
a serial killer. “The defense said their client was 
not responsible for the other bones, so we had 
to go back and check it out. We also had to go

back to the grave, get a warrant to open her cof- 
fin. It was very hard - 1 had an 8-year-old daugh- 
ter at the time. There were other questions that 
had to be answered.” 

The defense discovered another pair of shoes 
at the scene, and they appeared to be the wrong 
size for Jessop. “I measured my daughter’s foot 
to demonstrate. I looked at the bones and found 
a lot more trauma there that the pathologist had 
missed. She had been beaten, and the murderer 
made a terrible mess in cut- 
ting off her head. 

“In the process, I discov- 
ered that I had a talent I 
could use to help solve 
crimes. I had looked in 
ancient populations, and 
they had murder, mutila- 
tions, cannibalism, and all 
kinds of things. Now I could 
apply this knowledge to 
something practical, some- 
thing people appreciated. I 
decided then I would keep 
working at this. The Christine 
Jessop case was tragic in 
many different ways. This 
young man was convicted 
but later found to be inno- 
cent.” In fact, the case of 
Christine Jessop and the 
wrongful conviction of her neighbor, Guy Paul 
Morin (who was eventually exonerated by DNA 
evidence), led the province of Ontario to con- 
duct an unprecedented top-to-bottom exami- 
nation of its criminal justice system. 

Hamilton’s first case had the opposite sort of 
outcome. “My first case was similar to Jerry’s,” 
she said. “It had been another little girl who had 
been kidnapped from her back yard. She had 


disappeared and was missing for a number of 
months. Some hunters had been off in the 
woods and ran across a skull.” 

Hamilton said law enforcement called for 
assistance, and she went to the crime scene. “We 
spent a lot of time picking through leaves and 
recovered this little child’s skeleton. The story 
given by the perpetrator was that he had acci- 
dentally run over her with his vehicle [and that] 
he got scared, took her, and tossed her in the 
woods. But we were able to 
show that not one of the 
bones had a fracture indica- 
tive of a motor vehicle acci- 
dent with a pedestrian. ... 
There was no trauma on that 
skeleton. That lack of trauma 
told a story.” 

The forensic facility is 
expected to foster teamwork 
between scientists and law 
enforcement never before 
possible in Texas. “The one 
common theme in the TV 
shows is there is a hero,” 
said Melbye. “I guess it’s 
part of our cultural milieu 
that we have to have a hero. 
Our hero generally does 
everything, whether it’s hair 
and fibers, ballistics, blood, 
DNA, etc. Whereas in the real world, we have 
a lot of specialists who are talking to each 
other and working together - it’s a team 
approach. We have to be aware of what other 
people are doing as far as their specialties are 
concerned, but we have to put all these spe- 
cialties together. That’s the fun part, I guess. 
That’s the big difference as far as Hollywood 
versus reality.” ■

WHAT IS FORENSIC ANTHROPOLOGY? 


The examination of human skeletal or decomposing remains in a legal setting to estab- 
lish the identity of unknown individuals and to help determine the cause of death. 

What does a forensic 
anthropologist do? 

• Collect human remains at crime scenes 

• Prepare bones so they may be examined 

• Analyze bones to determine the victim’s 
biological profile 

• Identify trauma involved in the cause 
and manner of death 

• Work with forensic odontologists to 
match dental records 

• Testify in court about the victim’s identity 
and/or injuries that might be present 

What doesn't a forensic 
anthropologist do? 

• Analyze evidence such as blood spatter, 
hair and fibers, or ballistics 

• Run DNA tests 

• Conduct autopsies 

When does a forensic anthropologist become involved? 

“Forensic anthropologists usually work in three broad categories,” said Texas State professor Jerry 
Melbye. “The first is working on mass disasters where many people are killed in a very short period 
of time, such as an airplane wreck, riots, or floods. The second broad category is political atrocities, 
which are those situations in which a government eliminates a segment of its civilian population. 

The third area is suspicious death, which is where we suspect homicide.” 

You've just found some bones. Now what? 

“One of the first things we are interested in is if the skeleton is human,” said Melbye. “Once we 
establish that, we ask if the collection of bones represents one individual or more. Then we work on 
the identification of the biological profile. What sex was the person? What was their age at death? 
Then we determine their height by measuring long bones and applying statistical formula. Then we 
ask the race of the victim. That is very complicated, but we generally get an idea within a race or two. 
Another category is antemortem [before death] pathology. If the person had a disease that left marks 
on a bone or they had a fracture during their life, these can be used to help identify them.” 

After that comes establishing the positive identification. “The most common is dental records, 
because almost all of us have been to a dentist and have had X-rays of our mouths. But also DNA 
is important. Occasionally we get hospital X-rays. With the positive identification, the simple rule is 
something before death has to match something after death. 

“After that area we top it off with perimortem [time of death] pathology. That, of course, is of pri- 
mary interest to law enforcement, because they use that to determine if a murder has occurred. We 
look at the fine details of bones; little tiny nicks or scratches can be knife cuts or nicks from a bul- 
let. Basically we deal with blunt-force trauma, sharp-force trauma - saw, axe, knife - and ballistics. 
Regarding ballistics, with all the types of guns and rifles out there, ammunition that is high power 
or low power, we have a wide variety.” 

Do you have a cool lab with lots of high tech gizmos like on TV? 

“In the past, the equipment was rather basic,” said Melbye. “We have several different kinds of 
calipers to take measurements. We have big tables. We look at cellular structures of bones with 
microscopes, because that helps in age determination.” 

But technology is starting to take over. “We have 3-D digitizers that allow us to touch a bone in one 
place, then touch it in another; then we have the measurement. It takes out the human error. We have 
3-D scanners, so we scan skulls and have a permanent record that can be shown in a court of law, and 
we can look at it three-dimensionally and spin it around to look at all sides. We have high tech color 
meters to look at decomposition changes or teeth and bones. Right now, we are working with the 
Engineering Department at Texas State to scan and make solid prototypes, or copies, of skulls. We are 
also getting into the area of electron microscopy with help from the Physics Department, which will 
allow us to look at details like whether certain cut marks may be related to one knife or another.” 

What about facial reconstructions on skulls? 

Melbye says clay modeling on a skull is a popular way to provide facial reconstruction to get 
the word out to law enforcement or newspapers and television. “It’s still one of the better meth- 
ods, although we are on the edge of technology. There are several scientists, including those in 
our Engineering Department, who are working on new methods by scanning a skull and letting the 
computer build the face. This sounds like something that should be pretty straightforward, but as 
it turns out, it’s quite complex. We have been toying with the idea of using computers for this 
task, but we are still on the edge. There is always going to be an element of art in facial repro- 
duction. Bones don’t tell us what an ear looks like. Most of the nose, we cannot tell. We cannot 
tell facial hair or hairdo, because they’re not preserved in bone, and there are no bony clues as to 
what they may have looked like.”

Art bringing neighbors together 


“The Wall of Welcome celebrates those who 
created the Brentwood and Crestview neigh- 
borhood and those who continue to create it 
now. This neighborhood has roots and wings. 
Our feet are in the cotton and our heads are 
in the violet crown. May the spirit live on!" 

- Jean Graham, engraved on the Wall 
of Welcome 

At first glance, the dedication ceremony 
seemed more like a block party or a 7-year- 
old’s birthday celebration. Jugglers tossed 
neon bowling pins into the gray spring sky. A 
10-foot puppet of a galloping pig loomed in 
the corner. And in front of a 120-foot mosaic, 
a dozen people, all sporting homemade violet 
crowns of feathers, glitter, and Mardi Gras 
beads, held a purple ribbon. 

But the anticipation among the couple hun- 
dred Brentwood and Crestview neighbors 


packed around the Crestview Shopping Center 
was a reminder of the momentous occasion: 
the dedication of the Wall of Welcome, a com- 
munity mosaic five years in the making, inspired 
by the vision of local artist Jean Graham. 

“Wow! We did it!” Graham cheered at the 
podium to thunderous applause. In 2003, she 
received a cultural contract from the city of 
Austin to create a community art project that 
would bring together the older and younger res- 
idents of her neighborhood. Using photographs 
from longtime residents, the open fields in the 
mosaic reflect how the neighborhood first 
looked in the 1950s. “When I moved here, in 
1952, this was all sunflowers and Johnson 
grass,” says Bill Williamson, Crestview resident 
and the metalsmith who made the star at the 
top of the Texas Capitol rotunda. 

Excited by Graham’s vision, Brentwood and 
Crestview residents joined together to form the 



nonprofit Violet Crown Community Works. It 
sponsored an annual fundraiser in Brentwood 
Park, where residents could sign up to design 
their own tiles for the wall. Graham held tile- 
making classes in the local Lions Club facility. 

After five years of working nearly every week- 
end out by the wall, measuring, grouting, sweat- 
ing, freezing, meeting neighbors new and old, 
this past Saturday, the Wall of Welcome project 
came to a close for Jean Graham and hundreds 
in her community. But although the ribbon was 
cut, to the cheers of the elderly in folding chairs 


beside bands of kids playing Pokemon, it 
appears unlikely that the community will cease 
their work on another project begun with the 
wall: the art of getting to know your neighbors. 

“This wall has brought so many people 
together," says resident Barbra King. “When 
I first saw the display tiles at the tent at 
the Violet Crown Festival, I thought I could 
never do that. I’m a spaz! But Jean said, 
’Yes, you can.’ Jean brought us together and 
brought the art out of us. What can I say? 
It’s just amazing.” - Kendle Wade

Charles Umlauf 

One last sale for 
the city's sculptor 

Charles Umlauf wasn’t just an artist who 
lived in Austin: he was an artist who was 
Austin. The eclecticism of his work - includ- 
ing both the natural and the abstract, in 
media ranging from bronze to limestone to 
marble to wood - and its embrace of the 
earthly and the spiritual in equal measure 
was right in tune with the character of the 
city. And his sculptures have been so promi- 
nently displayed in and around buildings 
across the city (especially at the University 
of Texas, where he spent 40 years teaching 
art), he might be the city’s artist of choice. 
The Michigan native, who moved to Austin 
with his wife, Angeline, in 1941, felt so 
blessed by Austin that in 1985 he and 
Angeline donated his studio and their home 
to the city in hopes that it could be made 
into a center for visual art. And just down 
the hill from that spot, the nonprofit Umlauf 
Sculpture Garden and Museum, in its 18th 
year, has given the city a permanent place to 
enjoy the artist’s work. 

Now, 14 years after the passing of this 
sculptor so closely identified with Austin, 
Austinites have a new opportunity to obtain 
his work for their own. Between 100 and 
200 of the artworks remaining from the 
Charles Umlauf estate - many that have 
lived in the Umlauf home for decades - are 
being offered for sale by the artist’s family 
through the Russell Collection. (Note: None 
of this art is from the Sculpture Garden and 
Museum collection.) The works, which range 
from small drawings to large sculptures, 
may be seen at the Russell Collection’s gal- 



lery on West Sixth, where a reception will be 
held this weekend. At least two of Charles 
and Angeline’s six children will be on hand 
to answer questions about the works (and 
perhaps about growing up in South Austin 
when it was still largely rural). The gallery 
will also arrange private tours of the estate 
for serious collectors.

Executive Director Cliff Redd made it clear 
from the stage of Dell Hall: He and all the 
locals who had poured so much blood, sweat, 
and cash into making the Long Center happen 
had only one chance to open it, and “we had 
to do it right.” By “right,” of course, he meant 
Lone Star-large, splashy, and swank - and 
manage that they did. This was an evening 
worthy of a center 16 years in the making. 

The sense of occasion was clear the second 
you set foot on the premises. At the arrival 
plaza, gala attendees were greeted by actors 
garbed as figures from theatre and opera - 
Hamlet, the Phantom of the Opera, Cabaret’s 
Sally Bowles - and what felt like a dozen pho- 
tographers with shutters on rapid fire. (Whether 
or not there was film in any of those cameras, 
the effect was red-carpet electric.) Enhancing 
the theatrical air on the City Terrace were roam- 
ing stilt walkers in elongated formal wear (was 
that a 60-inch inseam on those tuxedo trou- 
sers?) and three dancers in scarlet dresses 
rolling a giant transparent ball with rose petals 
inside. In the building, beaming townies in their 
nattiest fashions jostled to congratulate and 
offer their thanks to driving forces Joe and 
Teresa Long, who could hardly have looked 
prouder. The current of elation and astonish- 
ment running through the crowd was such that 
it took some time to get the celebrants into 
their seats in Dell Hall. But eventually, Redd 
made his welcome, which included bringing 
onstage the Longs, who in turn introduced gala 
Chair Bobbi Topfer, all of whom were received 
rapturously by the hundreds in the house. The 
foursome left the stage to Tommy Tune, who 
handled his ceremonial duties with characteris- 
tic grace and warmth. (Choicest moment: 
Recalling his days at the University of Texas, 
he told of seeing Imogene Coca in a touring 
production of Once Upon a Mattress at cavern- 


ous old Palmer Auditorium and being unable to 
make out a word anyone said.) 

The concert program made it abundantly 
clear that that would not be an issue in 
Palmer’s successor. As Peter Bay led the Austin 
Symphony on a nimble caper through 
Bernstein’s “Overture to Candide,” the violins’ 
silky smoothness caressed the ear, and the 
percussion sounded noticeably brighter than 
usual. And as Ballet Austin and Austin Lyric 
Opera served appetizers for their first produc- 
tions in the Long Center {Don Quixote and 
Carmen, respectively), the intimacy of Dell Hall 
was striking: the performers feeling so near, 
every syllable and footfall sharp. That was even 
more apparent when ALO conductor Richard 
Buckley and tenor Roger Honeywell fired up 
“Nessun dorma” one more time, wringing every 
ounce of emotion from the familiar aria, and 
when pianist Anton Nel gave a stunning rendi- 
tion of Granados' “Allegro de Concierto,” the 
notes seeming to crystallize and hang in the air 
before melting away. The hall’s ambience added 
punch to Graham Reynolds' propulsive 
“Treasure Hunt,” played under a video history of 
Palmer and the Long Center, and when the pro- 
gram reached the finale - an awesome assem- 
blage of the Conspirare Symphonic Choir, ALO 
chorus, and Wesley United Methodist Choir - it 
drenched the hall in vocal power and feeling. 
The moving sound of those hundreds of voices 
joined on Bernstein's “Make Our Garden Grow” 
- a tender, beautifully apt choice for this long- 
fought-for and treasured community venture - 
will echo within me for many years. 

And it sent those hundreds of people pres- 
ent on to the lavishly catered dinners around 
the facility and into the night with a sense of 
accomplishment, gratitude, and anticipation. 
We did it. It’s ours. It’s open. And we marked 
the occasion in grand style. - R.F.

Trenton Doyle Hancock's curious creatures 
rise from the canvas, with help from 
Stephen Mills and Graham Reynolds

The Vegans are dancing! 

Not just any vegans, mind you. These are 
the capital-“V” Vegans who inhabit the artwork 
of Trenton Doyle Hancock - the bony, white 
mutants with oddly shaped heads and bulging, 
bloodshot eyes who have been at the heart of 
a sprawling, mythic tale recounted in dozens 
of drawings, paintings, and sculptures over the 
past decade. In all the time that this East Texas 
native has been building their narrative, they 
have existed only in stillness and silence. 

But for the first two weeks of April, the 
Vegans - Sesom, Paul, Bow-Headed Lou, Baby 
Curt, Shy Jerry, Anthony, TB, F-Shine, and 
Betto Watchow - along with other key ele- 
ments in Hancock’s surreal saga - the Mounds, 
the Darkness Babies, and the goddess Painter 
- will rise off the painter’s canvases to become 
moving, breathing characters in a new ballet. 

This original dance is the brainchild of 
Ballet Austin Artistic Director Stephen Mills, 
who approached Hancock about bringing his 
work to the stage and engaged compositional 
wunderkind Graham Reynolds to provide its 
score and sounds. Together, the three set out 
to translate the dense, fantastic chronicle of 
the black-and-white Vegans, their discovery of 


color through the priest Sesom, and the fateful 
repercussions of that act from still life in two 
dimensions to motion and sound in three. 

The result, Cult of Color: Call to Color, 
premiering this week, is the culmination of 
a three-year collaboration. Much of the work 
of that time is documented in the Arthouse 
exhibition “Cult of Color: Call to Color: Notes 
on a Collaboration,” showing through April 27 
at the Jones Center for Contemporary Art, 700 
Congress. But the three principals also dis- 
cussed the project in a program at the Arthouse 
headquarters on Saturday, March 22. Excerpts 
from the talk, moderated by this writer, follow. 

Austin Chronicle: Trenton, you first started 
drawing this epic of good and evil as a kid. What 
were some of the influences on it? 

Trenton Doyle Hancock: The first character 
that I came up with was Torpedoboy, and that 
was around the fourth grade. I was looking at 
a lot of comic books - Spider-Man, Superman. 
That stuff was really important to me, as it is 
to most little boys at that age. For me, it was a 
way to escape, not being very sports-oriented. 
AC: At what point did the mythology start ? 
Hancock: The idea of building characters 
that I could call my own, masses of them that 
related to each other, started in high school, 


because at that point, I started to think about 
my future, and what am I gonna do when 
school is over? And I thought I’d draw comic 
books. I didn’t think anything about painting 
the mythology, but then someone said, “Why 
don’t you try it?” 

AC: Stephen, Arthouse Executive Director Sue 
Graze calls you the catalyst for this collaboration. 
Do you have an interest in contemporary art? 
Stephen Mills: From the time I was young, 
I was interested in art. I became interested in 
contemporary art after having become friends 
with Sue and visited this huge art community 
here in Austin, which wasn’t so large way back 
when. I’ve been here 20 years, and I’ve seen 
the art community grow tremendously over that 
period of time. I became aware of Trent’s work 
from a show in 1998, so 
I’ve known about him for 
quite a long time. 

AC: What in his work spoke 
to you? 

Mills: With Trent’s work, 
it was impossible to just 
walk by and say, “Oh, 
that’s a painting.” You had 
to stop, and you had to 
look at it, and you had to 
get into it, and you had to 
question it. It’s not often 
that a person who’s not 
a visual artist spends 30 
minutes with a painting, 
and that’s what I found 
myself doing. I knew that 
there were more layers to 
the work than what I was 
seeing, and I wanted to 
know more. That’s what 
makes art good. 

AC: When you began to con- 
sider the idea of a collabora- 
tion between dance and visual 
art, was Trenton’s work one of 
the first you thought of? 

Mills: Actually, it was 
the only one I thought of. 

There’s a history of cho- 
reographers having artists 
create costumes and back- 
drops and things like that, 
but I wasn’t interested in 
doing that. I really wanted 
to be able to make a dance 
that embodied what it was 
the visual artist was talking 
about. And that was going to 
require something with nar- 
rative. And the complexity of 
the narrative in Trent’s work 
was what drew me to it. I 
came [to Arthouse] to talk to 
Sue about artists, but I really 
only wanted to talk to her 
about Trent, and when she 
brought it up, the conversation stopped. It wasn’t 
much of a dialogue. “Can you call him . . . now?” 
AC: Trenton , what was your reaction when you 
heard there was this guy who wants to make a 
ballet out of your paintings? 

Hancock: I thought, “Cool.” I had no idea 
what that meant or how much interaction I 
would actually have, but I knew I had tons of 
material that could be translated. 

Sue Graze: You might not remember, but you 
said, “I’ve been waiting for something like this.” 
Hancock: At the time, I had been thinking 
about how I could move my paintings from a 


gallery space on to something else. I was look- 
ing for a new format. I had just embarked on a 
book project that was going to be pretty large, 
but I was looking for other landscapes. 

AC: Had you considered animation as a way to 
get this mythology in motion? 

Hancock: Early on, I’d been influenced greatly 
by animation and paid attention to animation. 
Part of my mission statement as a painter was 
to figure out a way that I could separate what 
I do from moving pictures. How do you take 
a static medium and fuse it with movement? I 
was very careful not to have my paintings look 
like cartoon cels. There had to be more to it 
than that. I put the idea of animating my work 
on the back burner for a long time. It’s only 
been in the three years that I’ve been working 
with Stephen and Graham 
and seen how the ballet 
was put together that I’m 
beginning to think, “Now 
it’s time.” Recently, I’ve 
met some interesting 
young animators, and I’m 
going to get them to teach 
me everything they know. 
AC: Stephen, is it fair to say 
that you perceived motion in 
Trent’s work? Did it seem 
difficult to take those works 
of art and translate them 
into your medium? 

Mills: Truthfully, it didn’t 
seem as though it was going 
to be a challenge at all. And 
then it proved to be a huge 
challenge. In the paintings, 
there’s so much movement. 
Each one has a story, and 
some of those stories are 
epic. But once we decided 
what the story was going to 
be and who the characters 
were, I started to investi- 
gate how these characters 
might stand, how do they 
walk, how do they interact 
with each other, what sort 
of communications do they 
have between one another? 
Do they have their own 
special language, and what 
is that? And what I found 
was that the work is based 
on this one particular char- 
acter, Sesom, and his dis- 
ciples. And they’re Vegans, 
so they’re white, and they’re 
a little bony . . . [laughter 
from the audience] . His 
words, not mine. Anyway, 
as I went to the paintings 
to gather that information, 
I found that usually there 
were not drawings of com- 
plete Vegans. There would be a hand or a foot 
or a back or a face but never one completed one. 
So I could never come to any conclusion about 
those questions. Which was frustrating but also 
liberating, in the sense that since there isn’t a 
background for it, I can decide for myself how 
they might do that. 

AC: You’re talking about a mythology that’s been 
developed over 1 0 years. How do you condense all 
that into a ballet the length of an hour? 

Mills: Normally what happens in my process 
of making a narrative work is I decide what the

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scenario is, I decide what to keep and what to 
get rid of, and I decide how linear the story 
is going to be. In painting, it doesn’t have to 
be linear. Trent could work on this story for a 
while, drop it, move on, and pick up the story 
from the middle, if he wants, and work back- 
ward. But it can’t happen that way in dance. 
You don’t have words. You can’t stop and say, 
“What he’s saying here is ... .” It has to make 
sense gesturally. So I was really dazed and con- 
fused and didn’t know what I was going to do. 
I went back to Trent and said, “What part do 
you want to tell?” So really Trent decided what 
it was going to be. And after deciding that, we 
brought in a dramaturge, John Lee, whose job 
was to make a theatrical, linear story out of 
[the material] , which he did very successfully, 
dividing it into two acts and 11 scenes. And 
that’s when Graham became involved. 

Graham Reynolds: As we’ve been talking about, 
Trenton’s world is an ongoing one, and he’s been 
working on it for however long and will continue 
working on it, but our piece is going to start and 
end, and you can’t assume that the audience is 
aware of the previous existence of these charac- 
ters and is going to be around for the next chap- 
ter. So it’s got to function as a chapter for Trenton 
but a whole story for us. That was the trick when 
we worked out Trenton’s first scenario. It was so 


that’s a collaborative process. Growing up sing- 
ing in choirs and playing drums in incarnations 
of bands, I understood what it meant to com- 
promise and collaborate. But the painter goes 
into the studio alone and comes out alone. 
Mills: It s true that when I go into work, I have 
to be collaborative with the 20 people standing 
in front of me, or work would not get done. 
But as our process went on, the success of it 
came from the fact that we were all so intrigued 
with each other’s worlds. I studied musical 
composition, but I’m not a composer, and I so 
enjoyed going to Graham’s house and listening 
to the music and his ideas about layering the 
sound design on top of the music. It’s really 
a brilliant score. And I’m not a visual artist 
either, but it’s really cool to go to Trent’s studio 
and watch his work in progress. I think we had 
that mutual respect for each other, and that’s 
what is needed for any collaboration. 

AC: Did any of you fed like you were out of your 
comfort zone, and how did you deal with that? 
Reynolds: Actually, I felt more comfortable 
in this collaboration than I’ve felt in almost 
any other. Dance is a little easier than theatre 
or film, in that there’s no dialogue, so there’s 
no competition in the sound environment. So 
we’re able to collaborate, but at the same time, 
our territories are so clearly defined. In theatre 


for me to go about doing that in a way that is 
respectful to the body of work but also raises it 
to the level of being a theatrical experience? 
AC: "What are some of the challenges you faced in 
this project, and how did you overcome than? 
Reynolds: One of the first challenges was the 
playful nature of the characters and the colors, 
and how playful and brightly colored to make 
the music. I chose not to go down the bright, 
playful road so much. They may be bright and 
playful, but they’re substantive characters with 
a lot of dark qualities. I wanted it to feel like 
a fully realized world, so I took the characters 
very seriously with the music. So the battle 
scenes sound like people are getting hurt and 
not like a cartoon battle. 

Hancock: For me, it was learning my place in 
the meetings. I supplied the story; 1 have the 
visual information from the paintings. But not 
knowing how Stephen worked, not knowing 
what it takes to put the music together, I didn’t 
know how hands-on I should be. So things 
were abstract to me for a little while, and I felt 
like I was there to say yes and no and answer 
these guys’ questions. 

Reynolds: When these guys came in every 
few weeks to listen to what I’d come up with, 
it was the opposite of most film and theatre 
experiences, as far as getting notes. With film 


about. I didn’t know what Stephen was going 
to suggest, and I wasn’t familiar with Trenton’s 
work at that point. So that was the moment 
of: Is this going to work? Then he pulled out 
Trenton’s book of art, and I was, “This is going 
to work.” I was pretty much fine from there. 
Mills: I had two. The first was when I heard 
Graham’s first theme, the opening of the bal- 
let. When you’re making something new with 
someone you don’t know, you’re throwing it 
out there and hoping for the best. I had always 
wanted to work with Graham and never had 
the opportunity. Because of the epic nature of 
this, I just felt like he was the right composer. 
And when I heard that section, I felt that he 
was exactly the right choice, that Graham 
understood the nature of what this work was 
going to be. It was sinister, it was dramatic, it 
was hopeful, it was funny, and it was sinister. 
Graham got it, and I was so pleased. 

The other one was the day I saw all nine 
costumes for the Vegans standing in the cos- 
tume shop together. It was a laugh riot, and I 
just knew that these characters were going to 
be right and the audience was going to have a 
positive reaction to it. 

Hancock: For me, it was coming over to 
Graham’s that first time and actually getting to 
talk with you in your environment about the dif-

open that it felt episodic, and I think that was 
part of the going back and forth, part of the col- 
laborative process. Part of what John helped us 
do was make it serve as a complete work on its 
own, outside of the context of seeing Trenton’s 
other work, but also not close the book on the 
story, so its world would continue in Trenton’s 
work after the ballet. 

Hancock: I was very pleased. It definitely feels 
like my universe. There wasn’t a lot of compro- 
mise, just a few things changed here and there 
to make it feel like it’s at the end but still have 
the feeling that it could go on, too. 

Reynolds: It was tricky messing with this 
world that had existed for so long, intruding 
in it and adapting certain things. Trenton was 
generous with letting us change details of the 
mythology here and there. 

Hancock: There was only one moment where I 
felt, “Okay, this is feeling too Disney-esque.” I 
said, “Nope. Can’t go there. Too happy.” 

AC: Graham and Stephen are both used to col- 
laboration, as that’s the nature of the perfonning 
arts, whereas we think of the visual artist as work- 
ing alone. Did you have much experience with 
collaboration before this? 

Hancock: Not in terms of my professional art 
career. Definitely working on book projects, 


or film, as soon as those territories start over- 
lapping, one starts pulling against the other. 
Hancock: Since I was in charge of a lot of the 
visual content for the piece, I was on the phone 
with maybe three or four different institutions 
all the time and having to travel to different cit- 
ies and work with crews of people that were in 
charge of putting these props together. It was 
sort of weird and daunting having to manage all 
of that. I had lots of help, but it was paramount 
for me to be on the spot, dictating what color 
goes here and what goes there, working with 
literally hundreds of people to get all this stuff 
done. So that was different from being alone in 
the studio. But I think it was a real good thing 
for me to leant, how to manage projects. 

Mills: In my work, I don’t have to ask 
Tchaikovsky’s permission for anything, you 
know what I mean? I don’t have to ask 
Stravinsky’s permission. But working with an 
artist who’s [living] , it was like I was co-opting 
the intellectual property of another artist, and 
that’s a very tricky situation and one that has 
to be dealt with very sensitively. And Trent has 
been fantastic about it, but that was my chal- 
lenge. How would Trent want these characters 
portrayed? This is his world. How would he 
want it portrayed, and what is the best way 


and theatre, you get seven people in the room, 
and one’s a producer and one’s a director and 
one’s this person, and this person says, “I 
think it should be faster,” and this person says, 
“I think it should be slower,” and this person 
says, “I think it should be a little funnier,” and 
this person says, “It needs a little weight to the 
scene,” and they send you home, and you’re 
supposed to make it faster, slower, funnier, and 
heavier at the same time. And these guys were 
all, “That sounds cool.” 

Hancock: Yeah, I would come over and go, 
“That’s awesome.” And then I’d leave. 

Mills: My assistant would set up two-hour 
meetings for me with Graham, and I would go 
and after the first 15 minutes, “That’s great,” 
and we’re gone.

I always trusted Stephen and his vision 
after seeing his piece Light, so I’ve been 
excited about the project throughout, and 
each time something new was revealed to 
me, like pictures of the costumes or the final 
versions of the set-pieces, I’d get excited 
again.

JHUMPA LAHIRI 


UNACCUSTOMED EARTH 

by Jhumpa Lahiri 
Knopf, 352 pp., $25 

With her second collection of short stories, Jhumpa Lahiri fur- 
ther establishes herself as a master of quiet despair. The tales 
in Unaccustomed Earth, the title of which comes from Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s “The Custom-House," seep into the psyche quietly, unas- 
sumingly stealthy in their power to affect deeply. Each of the first five 
stories follows a family in some sort of crisis, even though they may 
not be conscious of it. The title story follows a quiet week shared 
between a stay-at-home mother, her 3-year-old son, and her widowed 
father, who takes a break from globe-trotting to visit his daughter in 
Seattle. During his stay, he establishes a garden for the family, falls 
in love with his grandson, and knowingly, quietly, breaks his daughter’s 
heart. “Hell-Heaven” tells the story of a mother’s forbidden, unrequited 
love affair through the eyes of her only child, a daughter whose knowl- 
edge grants her insight into the adult world of love and heartbreak 
and the unexpected solidarity between women. In “Only Goodness,” a 


well-meaning older sister watches helplessly as her brother spirals into 
alcohol addiction, and the stakes prove to be higher than she’d bargained 
for. But it is the final triptych of stories, “Hema and Kaushik,” that is the 
most devastating of the lot. Functioning as snapshots of two people’s 
lives at various points in their emotional development, the stories depict 
a long, slow-growing love affair that is haunted by death. While it's not 
Romeo and Juliet , exactly, the relationship is doomed on so many levels 
that Lahiri seems almost sadistic in her efforts to keep the lovers apart. 
While some might assume that since Lahiri is a Bengali-American, as are 
many of her characters, this collection would be concerned with issues 
of Indian-American identity, this is not the case. Instead, Lahiri concerns 
herself with the vagaries of family, the damage done by love, and the 
little ways in which humans can redeem themselves among their famil- 
iars, although one is left wondering if redemption is ever possible within 
Lahiri’s universe. While the writing here is masterful, as those who follow 
her have come to expect, this is not a joyful collection of stories. Rather, 
the tone is gray-hued, like the Seattle skies that open the book and the 
post-tsunami Indian Ocean that closes it. - Melanie Haupt 


THE SECOND PLANE: SEPTEMBER 11: 
TERROR AND BOREDOM 

by Martin Amis 
Knopf, 224 pp., $24 

The second plane, Martin Amis writes, car- 
ried with it the bad news that America was not 
witness to an accident but an attack. “The 
apotheosis of the postmodern era," Amis calls 
it. “For us, its glint was the worldflash of the 
coming future.” 

Through two short stories, seven essays, 
and five reviews, Amis tries breathlessly both 
to evoke this change in the Zeitgeist and to 
find a moral ground from which to respond. 

It’s a noble task and one fit for an author 
of his reputation. Amis has never been one 
to avert his eyes from an unpleasant truth 
or incuriously parrot the sentiments of his 
peers. Unfortunately, his enterprise here too 
often goes the way of Bush and Blair’s War 
on Terror - that is to say, it mires itself in a 
clumsy attempt to bend 
a fifth of the world’s 
population (Muslims) to 
its own purposes. 

In his novels, Amis 
excels at conveying the 
pathologies of an age 
in a single protagonist. 

He accomplishes exactly 
this in a short story 
titled “The Last Days of 
Muhammad Atta.” Amis 
writes: “He had allied himself with the militants 
because jihad was, by many magnitudes, the 
most charismatic idea of his generation. ... If 
you took away all the rubbish about faith, then 
fundamentalism suited his character, and with 
an almost sinister precision.” The description of 
Atta is fascinating, operating under the author- 
ity of a fiction writer. When Amis the essayist 
tries to ascribe similar psychologies to the 
entire Islamic world, or at least to the practicing 
religious segment of it, he gets into trouble. 

Amis recently caused a stir in the United 
Kingdom with his suggestion that people of 
Middle Eastern descent ought to be profiled 
and discriminated against until “they start 
getting tough with their children.” These com- 
ments are not merely insensitive. They betray 
a fundamental lack of nuance in cross-cultural 
thinking. When, in the essay “Terrorism and 
Boredom,” he concedes in brazen understate- 
ment, “Even Westernism, so impeccably bland, 
has violence glinting within it,” one wants to 
urge him to follow that plane, the one raining 
death from above on Iraqi civilians these past 
five years. - Michael Agresta 


THE KINGDOM OF 
ORDINARY TIME: 

POEMS 

by Marie Howe 
W.W. Norton, 96 pp., 

$23.95 

Whether you love 
poetry or don’t know 
what to make of it, 
we’re fortunate to have 
an esteemed poet like Marie Howe living in our 
midst, even if her stay here in Austin is only tem- 
porary - she’s currently a visiting professor at the 
University of Texas’ Michener Center for Writers. 
It's also a stroke of good timing that Howe has 
just published a new book of poems, The Kingdom 
of Ordinary Time, a lovely, clearheaded collection 
of work that should serve, for first-time readers, 
as a fine introduction to a poet who has only 
published three books of poems in a span of 20 


years. This temperance on the publishing front is 
not for lack of talent: Her first collection, The Good 
Thief (1987), was selected by Margaret Atwood 
for the National Poetry Series. And Publishers 
Weekly named her second book, What the Living 
Do (1997), one of the five best books of poetry 
published that year. Clearly, there is something 
refreshing about a successful, contemporary poet 
who doesn’t have a new book on the shelves 
every time you turn around. After all, isn’t good 
poetry supposed to leave us hungering for more? 

That’s certainly the case with many of the 
poems in Howe’s latest collection. Howe’s 
genius lies in her ability to describe mundane 
errands, such as a quick trip to the store, 
through the pained eyes of someone who’s 
having an off year. As such, “The Star Market" 
offers a striking study in discomfort among the 
vulnerable: “The feeble, the lame, I could hardly 
look at therm/shuffling through the aisles, they 


smelled of decay, as if The Star Market/had 
declared a day off for the able-bodied, and I had 
wandered in/with the rest of them: sour milk, 
bad meat/looking for cereal and spring water.” 
By contrast, Howe can recount bitter memories 
in a voice as soothing as a warm bath. In “Non- 
violence," she paints a portrait of a household 
being rattled awake by a drunken father, com- 
manding the children to clean the kitchen: “We’d 
stumble down to the/counters and the dishwash- 
er, blinking in our pajamas, dimwitted from/sleep 
and embarrassed to look at each other.” 

Lest you think all of Howe’s work borders on 
melancholy, a good number of her poems are 
simple celebrations of the everyday. Reading this 
collection, one senses that Howe, more than 
many poets of today, truly respects her reader. 
That’s something worth celebrating. - Amy Smith 
Marie Howe will read at Hook People on Friday, April 4 , 
at 7pm. 


THE RAIN BEFORE IT FALLS 

by Jonathan Coe 
Knopf, 256 pp., $23.95 

While British author Jonathon Coe is best known 
for his comic novels, his latest is a somber work 
that unravels, in not-quite flashback, four genera- 
tions of women, each daughter curdled at an early s 
age by the mother. Their respective stories are 
revealed in the posthumous airing of audio tapes 
made by the elderly Rosamond; nearing her end, 
she decides to recount her family’s troubled back- 
story, using 12 photographs as a jumping-off point. 

Her intended audience is Imogen, granddaughter 
to Rosamond’s cousin and childhood best friend, Beatrix, who was ill-loved 
as a child and grew increasingly monstrous as an adult and, especially, as a 
mother to Thea, who begot Imogen. But Imogen is out of the picture (for rea- 
sons later explained), and the job of listening to Rosamond’s tapes - a final 
testament - falls to her great-niece Gill and Gill’s two daughters. A flowchart, 
frankly, would’ve helped keep track of all these mothers and daughters (the 
men are, at best, an afterthought) or perhaps more vigorously drawn charac- 
terizations. While Beatrix is forcefully portrayed, the successive generations 
read somewhat blankly, and as the tapes track later decades, the emotional 
connection to the family thins, rendering certain turns late in the novel 
emotionally inert. Coe - who has a masterful ear for cadence - seems most 
interested in lavishing attention to detail (“the sun was setting and sending 
splinters of sad, low orange-red light across the treetops and hedgerows”), 
but after so many minute renderings of what was worn, what car was driven, 
how the light looked, etc., that lavishing does a real job on the narrative 
thrust. (On the cusp of describing a fiery quarrel with her lover, Rebecca, 
Rosamond stops herself - “Perhaps I should describe the flat to you, first of 
all” - and it’s all the reader can do to keep from groaning.) The most moving 
passages involve Rosamond’s account of the time she and Rebecca cre- 
ated a makeshift family with the abandoned child Thea. Just as Rosamond 
considers that time in her life the definitive one - and everything after the 
wrong path - so goes Coe’s novel: The Rain Before It Falls and tired, regret- 
ful Rosamond, petering out in concert. - Kimberley Jones 


KIRBY: KING OF COMICS 

by Mark Evanier 
Harry N. Abrams, 224 pp., $40 

From the age of 17 to his death in 1994, at 
the age of 76, artist Jack Kirby devoted his life 
to creating an influential popculture iconography 
for the 20th century. His many accomplishments 
included creating or co-creating Captain America, the 
Fantastic Four, the X-Men, the Hulk, and the romance 
comic. His concepts fuel the backgrounds for both 
the Marvel and DC comic-book universes. Kirby’s 
works permeate nearly every fantastical creation of 
the last 40 years, from prose novels to the biggest Hollywood blockbuster. 

Unlike other contemporary visionaries such as Will Eisner, who in 
Evanier’s heartfelt biography-homage credits Kirby with saving the comics 
industry many times over - “He was like the cavalry with a pencil" - Kirby 
failed to comprehend the legal and promotional facets of the business. 
He rarely owned his own work and spent a good portion of his career in 
what was often self-perceived as financially desperate straits. Publishers 
took advantage of his naivete time and time again. This situation pro- 
pelled Kirby to prodigious artistic feats. Famous for taking on seemingly 
impossible assignments, Kirby routinely produced amazing 12-page sto- 
ries in one day. (Most artists draw just one page a day.) Regardless of 
the time limitations, he always produced powerful, emotionally evocative 
work, often the finest comic-book accomplishments of his era. 

As aptly demonstrated in this visually intense book, Kirby's fame was 
based on far more than speed or output. He introduced dynamism into visual 
storytelling, literally creating a new storytelling language using larger than life, 
yet anatomically realistic, characters, who leapt off the pages at the reader. 
Whether you love or hate the visuals, Kirby’s work was never boring. 

By telling a linear story lavishly infused with Kirby’s art, Evanier suc- 
cessfully evokes the proper mystique and respect for this creative giant 
while revealing his human side. Since his death, a handful of books has 
attempted to showcase or grant insight into Jack Kirby, but none has 
succeeded quite like Kirby: King of Comics, the perfect tribute to both the 
artist and the man. - Rick Klaw

For those who have 
yet to discover the 
classiest cocktail bar 
in East Austin, here’s 
a cool opportunity to 
gather some friends 
and visit the Peacock 
to try something new. 

Owner Michael 
Capochiano, who is 
also one of the part- 
ners at Uchi, took his 
inspiration from res- 
taurants that created 
tasting menus with 
wine pairings. 

Capochiano thought a 
cocktail menu with 
food pairings would be 
a perfect fit for the 
Peacock, so he recruit- 
ed Executive Chef 
Deegan McClung of 
Cissi’s Market (former 
chef de cuisine at 
Uchi) to develop food 
menus. Given full free- 
dom to make whatev- 
er dishes he likes without the constraints of Cissi's catering menu, McClung’s talent 
and creativity shine. The Peacock’s head bartender and mixologist extraordinaire 
Slim Neumann is in charge of the cocktail pairings, teaming up with McClung to 
develop cocktails that best match the food. 

With its retro “grandma’s living room if she were a Hollywood star” ambience, the 
Peacock is the perfect establishment for such an experiment. Presenting classic 
cocktails with a modern twist paired with top-notch, fresh, seasonal cuisine expertly 
served by Cissi’s catering staff, the whole affair is delightfully different - a true 
foodie event. The February menu included amazing pairings such as a citrus crab 
salad with chives and green apple, wrapped in thin slices of avocado, paired with an 
almond oil martini with a grapefruit twist. The Gulf oysters grilled on the half-shell 
topped with fresh watercress chowder paired with the Peacock’s wasabi Bloody 
Mary, made with s oju or Korean rice vodka, was my favorite course. 

Cuisine de Cocktail takes place the second Tuesday of every month, with a five- 
course dinner and cocktail pairings for $60 per person. See website for details, 
menus, and reservations for the event coming up Tuesday, April 8. - Claudia Alarcon 


WINE OIL THE WEEK: 

ALBARINO 

Michael and Isabel Mondavi 
started Folio Fine Wine 
Partners four years ago, with 
the goal of building a portfolio 
of small, artisanal wineries 
from wine regions all over the 
world. After years of serving 
as the CEO of the huge 
Robert Mondavi Corp., 

Michael was ready to focus 
on quality over quantity. Folio 
has turned into a family busi- 
ness with daughter Dina join- 
ing in marketing and son Rob 
as the winemaker. 

Last week, Rob was in 
Austin doing a trade tasting 
for local wine buyers. I snuck 
in and had the chance to 
taste a good number of their 
wines. I was impressed, espe- 
cially with their wines imported 
from Spain. The winery that 
really grabbed my attention was Bodegas Fillaboa 
(FEE-ya-BOW-ah). 

They work with only one grape, Albarino (all-bah- 
REEN-yo). Their growing area is in the province of 
Pontevedra in the thin area of Spain between Portugal 
and the Cantabrian Sea. The average temperature 
there is about 12 degrees cooler than here, and it's 
perfect to get the bright acidity you always hope for in 
an Albarino. Marry that with the delicate aromas of 
peaches and pears, and you have a wonderful wine 
for lightly spiced Asian food. 

Fillaboa makes only two wines. The Fillaboa 
Albarino ($19) is my favorite. It's lighter and has a 
crisp acidity that leaves a yummy pear aftertaste. 
Seleccion Finca Monte Alto ($24) is the only sin- 
gle-vineyard estate wine produced in their area. It is 
more powerful but still perfectly balanced. 

If you’re curious about the grape but want a less 
expensive version, try the Martin Codax Albarino 
($12), which is a little more citrusy than Fillaboa’s 
and would go well with grilled Gulf shrimp. 

All three wines are available at Grape Vine Market. 
The Fillaboa Albarino and Martin Codax Albarino are 
available at the Austin Wine Merchant. Central Market 
Westgate carries the Fillaboa Albarino.

Members of the James Beard 
Foundation have recognized Great Bar Food at 
Home (Wiley & Sons) by Wimberley resident Kate 
Heyhoe and Rosa’s New Mexican Table (Artisan) 
by former Austin chef Roberto Santibanez with 
nominations for their cookbook awards due to be 
announced in early May. In addition to a duplicate 
nomination for chef Santibahez's book, the Inter- 
national Association of Culinary Profes- 
sionals has also nominated The Pastry Queen 
Christmas (Ten Speed Press) by former Austin 
pastry chef and current Fredericksburg restaura- 
teur Rebecca Rather, Crescent City Cooking 
(Knopf) by New Orleans chef Susan Spicer and 
Austin cowgirl food writer Paula Disbrowe. and 
Sweet Myrtle & Bitter Honey (Rizzoli) by Houston 
and Dallas chef/restaurateur Efisio Farris. The 
IACP book award winners will be announced at 
their April convention in New Orleans. We wish all 
the Texas authors the very best of luck!... 
Although he was not able to vanquish his idol 
Masaharu Morimoto in the recently televised 
Iron Chef battle, Austin chef/restaurateur Tyson 
Cole had plenty of support from loyal local fans. 

If you would like to experience chef Cole’s five- 
course Iron Chef omakase tasting menu from the 
“Battle Ginger” dinner, it will be offered at Uchi 
(801 S. Lamar, 916-4808, www.uchiaustin.com) on 
the next three Sunday evenings (April 6, 13, & 
20) for $65 per person or $96 per person with 
wine/sake pairings for each course... And 
speaking of Iron Chef contests, judging the 
Alamo Drafthouse Battle Celluloid series last 
week was great fun. The Preston Sturges come- 
dy The Lady Eve inspired such dishes as Lady 
Apples Stuffed With Rattlesnake Confit, "Split 
Personality” Pea Soup, Kobe Beef Tataki, tiny indi- 
vidual wedding cakes, and lemon tarts with rose- 
petal ice cream. Chronicle contributing writer 
Claudia Alarcon and I served as judges along 
with Yelp.com critic/blogger Jaye J. and radio/ 
television/Web restaurant critic Rob Balon. The 
battle was hard-fought and the voting very close, 
but in the end, the Alamo team of John 
Bullington, Trish Eichelberger, and Elijah 
Horgan was narrowly defeated by Lawrence 
Kocurek, chef/partner at the local Roy’s restau- 
rant (340 E. Second, 391-1500) outlet. The real 
winner, of course, was the Capital Area Food 
Bank, regular charity beneficiary of the series... A 
couple of weeks ago when I was picking up gor- 
geous, gigantic heads of organic romaine lettuce 
at Boggy Creek Farm (3414 Lyons), the folks 
from Lake Travis Lavender offered me a tin of 
their new Herbs de Tejas blend and asked me to 
try it out. This organic dried herb blend contains 
the basic herbes de Provence mixture of oregano, 
thyme, lavender, basil, sage, savory, and rosemary, 
plus garlic chives and a pinch of dried jalapeho. It 
comes in three sizes - 2 ounces ($6), 4 ounces 
($11), and 8 ounces ($20) - and is for sale at 
Boggy Creek. I started out sprinkling it on porto- 
bello mushroom strips marinated in balsamic vin- 
aigrette just before they went on the grill and also 
used a little on the garlic Parmesan croutons for 
the Caesar salad made from all that lovely 
romaine. Those items were very well-received. 
Another day, I used a little olive oil to rub a gener- 
ous amount of the mixture all over a whole chick- 
en just before putting lemon halves and some gar- 
lic cloves in the body cavity. The resulting roast 
chicken was both aromatic and very flavorful, with 
a crispy, herbaceous skin. The Herbs de Tejas 
blend is a definite keeper.

Restaurant REVIEWS 


All over southeastern South America, diners flock to grilled- 
meat emporiums where they can act out their inner gaucho. 
Argentineans and Uruguayans call them parrillas, while the 
Brazilians call them churrascarias. These restaurants are as ubiq- 
uitous there as steak houses are here. 

Each country has its own take on the formula, but, at their 
core, these are very tradition-bound places. You can count on 
finding huge servings of grilled meats and elaborate salad bars. 
The locals usually have a wide selection of these places to 
choose from, and since the restaurants all have similar formu- 
las, good raw ingredients and execution are everything. As Mies 
van der Rohe used to say, “God is in the details.” 

Fogo de Chao (pronounced fo-go dee shoun) started when 
brothers Jair and Am Coser and Jorge and Aleixo Ongaratto had to 
leave their small farming community in southern Brazil to get jobs 
in the city. They were all just teenagers, and the best work they 
could get were menial jobs in restaurants. Over a few years, the 
four squirreled away enough money to start their own restaurant 
in Porto Alegre in 1979. They decided to make it a churrascaria. 

Their first restaurant was a huge success, so they decided to 
go for the big leagues and opened two in the largest city in the 
Americas, Sao Paulo. Now Fogo de Chao is a chain with five 
restaurants in Brazil. In 1997, they came to the U.S., where they 
now have 10 restaurants. The most recently opened is ours, 
here in Austin, which opened last November. 

Stop and take a look at the open-flame rotisserie when you 
walk in. Note the massive ribs. They are there for show, but the 
little pans that catch the fat and keep it out of the flames are 
important. Unlike the way most of us and our barbecue places 
cook in Texas, churrascarias are very specific about keeping 
burnt fat aromas out of their meats, so they always grill in such 
a way that the fats are trapped and sent elsewhere. In Fogo de 
Chao’s kitchen, the juices drop into water, away from the flames. 
You end up with a sweet, meaty flavor. I love the difference. 

Fogo de Chao charges a flat $42.50 ($24.50 at lunch) for a 
meal. That may sound like a lot, but consider this: Just a rib eye 
steak at Ruth’s Chris costs $41. For the price at Fogo, you get 
all the beef, lamb, and chicken you care to eat and as many 
passes as you’d like at one of the best salad bars anywhere. 

The service is almost like Disney World - professional and 
well-orchestrated, if a little fantasylike. The meat servers weave 
their way through the tables with hunks of meat skewered with 
a saber and fresh off the grill. There seems to be a worker for 
every diner, and their eagerness to please borders on excessive. 

Everything on the salad bar is impeccably fresh: The vegeta- 


bles crunch, the salami satisfies, and the cheeses are high qual- 
ity, from the fresh mozzarella to the Parmesan. The bar is about 
30 feet long and filled with some surprisingly high-end prod- 
ucts, like big asparagus, red and yellow bell peppers, smoked 
salmon, artichoke hearts, and hearts of palm. Just the salad bar 
is worth the price of admission. 

Once you finish your salad, they’ll bring three delicious sides. 
The best is the warm cheese bread, with the crispy hot polenta 
running a close second. The fried bananas are also good, just 
not at the level of the other two. 

The parade of meats is endless. You can specify your favorite 
doneness, and the runners get it out hot. Linguica (spicy pork 
sausages) is a good place to start, very rich and tasty. The thin- 
sliced alcatra (top sirloin) is seasoned with just salt and the 
sweet smoke from the fires. Cordeiro (leg of lamb) has the light 
flavor of a genuine lamb instead of the mutton-flavored things 
we often get. And filet mignon fans will be patting themselves 
on the back for getting such good value for their money when 
they see the huge cut of meat on the saber. 

I have a hard time not ordering my two favorite items repeat- 
edly. The picanha (sirloin) with garlic has enough power to get 
a Sicilian excited. Best of all is costela , slices of tender meat from 
giant beef ribs. They don’t seem to bring it out very often - 
maybe it’s too heavy - so you might have to ask for it. It’s worth 
the trouble. Try to get a piece that’s had its back to the fire. 

Fogo de Chao’s wine list is heavy on the items that delight 
expense-account diners and help win Wine Spectator awards 
(expensive wines with prominent names), but dig a little deeper, 
and you’ll find some good South American wines. The best wines 
for these grilled parrillas and churrascarias are those from 
Argentina and Chile. We had two good Chilean wines. The first 
was Los Vascos Cabernet Sauvignon ($42), made by the same folks 
who bring you Chateau Lafite Rothschild. I actually liked it better 
than the more expensive Primus ($52), which is still a very good 
wine. Next time I go, I’ll be trying one of their Argentine Malbecs. 

We were so full, we felt like giving up, but this was a review, 
so we forced ourselves to try a dessert. Their signature dessert 
is the Papaya Cream ($7.75), which had a delicate aroma of 
papaya and a rich, creamy texture. To twist as many cultures as 
possible, I had a Jameson whiskey ($8) to finish the night off. 
Very happily, I might add. 

In a few months, Fogo de Chao will be raising its prices to get 
them a little more in line with the Dallas and Houston outposts, 
both of which charge $46.50 a person, so now is a good time to 
go feed your meat cravings. - Wes Marshall

Golden Wok comes to Austin with two suc- 
cessful locations under its belt in San Antonio. 
It’s located in the sprawling shopping center on 
the southeast comer of Parmer and 1-35, with 
its entrance facing the freeway. The interior is 
open and modem, faced with warm wood and 
stone, with an open kitchen, a bar in one cor- 
ner, and big windows looking out onto a koi 
pond. The main draw is dim sum, served seven 
days a week, with cart service on weekends 
(llam-2:30pm). Of the 35 dim sum offerings 
on the menu, 13 are only offered weekends. 

We’ve found all of the dim sum we’ve sam- 
pled to be fresh and enjoyable, with portions 
respectable and prices reasonable. Har Gau 
(four for $2.85) are sweet, chunky shrimp 
steamed in a refined tapioca-dough skin. Sin 
Jok Roll (two for $2.50) is two large, delicious 
chicken, pork, and shrimp logs wrapped in 
nutty, dried tofu skin; fried; and then steamed. 
Law Bark Go (two for $2.50), daikon paste and 
rice flour, with pork and dry shrimp, molded 
into rectangles, steamed, and then grilled, has 
great texture and flavor. 


Baked Char Siu Bau (three for $2.85) is 
golden-brown domes filled with sweet and 
savory pork and not dominated by dough. 
Spare rib ($2.50) is steamed with black-bean 
sauce and garlic, succulent with just the 
right amount of bite. Ginger chicken pot 
stickers (six for $5.50) are plump, chicken- 
stuffed, and delicate, with a golden-browned 
bottom, served with a nicely balanced gin- 
ger-soy dipping sauce. Their roasted chile 
sauce is incendiary, but we had to ask the 
server for red vinegar; a rookie oversight 
charged to inexperience. 

Hot and sour soup ($2.95) is chicken, 
crabmeat, bamboo shoots, black mushrooms, 
tofu, and egg prepared in a rich, spicy chicken 
broth. It was balanced in flavor but could 
have been more assertive. House Special 
wonton soup ($4.99) is a larger bowl loaded 
with crisp vegetables, large wontons, roasted 
pork, and chicken in a rich chicken stock; it 
is filling and nice. 

Golden Wok has a complete menu support- 
ing the dim sum. Garlic Black Bean Fish 
($11.99) is tilapia fillets sauteed with green 
onion and spicy garlic black-bean sauce. The 
fish was fresh and plentiful, but the flavor was 
one-dimensional and soy-dominated. We perked 


it up with a light sprinkling of sugar, red vine- 
gar, and chile paste. The Orange Peel Beef 
($9.79) was nicely done: tender beef slices 
tossed with an assertive citrus-chile sauce, 
scallions, and orange peel. This dish is often 
too sweet, but not here. 

Moo Shu Pork ($9.59) is four plump wrap- 
pers stuffed with tender shredded pork, cab- 
bage, bamboo shoots, scallion, mushrooms, 
and egg, served with hoisin; no complaints 
here at all. Ma Po Dofu ($9.79 with pork) was 
less exciting. The pork had been fried instead 
of braised with the dish, making it tough. The 
water chestnuts and bamboo shoots were 
minced too finely, and the flavor was domi- 
nated by thinly sliced garlic. This is a dish that 
should explode in layered flavors on the 
tongue; served here, a bland whimper. 

For the health crowd, Golden Wok offers a 
stir-fry bar ($7.50), where you fill your large 
bowl from a large selection of ingredients, 
choose between 10 different sauces, and decide 
if you want to add beef or chicken ($2.75 
extra) or squid, shrimp, scallop, or fish ($3.50 
extra). The chefs at the line throw it in a wok 
and cook it to order. 

With Golden Wok’s dim sum offerings, we 
are all smiles; with the standard menu offer- 



ings, there were hits and misses. Since the fish 
and tofu were ordered one day and the beef 
and pork another, maybe we just hit it on an off 
day. If you go on a weekend for the dim sum 
cart service, you’d better go early to get a table 
(and, of course, sit as close to the kitchen door 
as possible for first grabs). - Mick Vann

His Dark Materials 

David Gordon Green shines a Light 
on Love and Loss in 'Snow AngeLs'

David Gordon Green’s voice is low, with a soft Southern lilt, the 
product of years spent skipping between Arkansas and Texas, North 
Carolina and Louisiana. He doesn’t raise his voice much . . . which is 
a problem, because my tape recorder’s only picking up about half of 
what he says. Later - too late - I listen in playback to an impassioned 
monologue he gives about the themes of his new movie, Snow Angels: 

“Contrast [static] ... parallel stories [static] ... the young, hopeful, 
optimistic love story [high-pitched whining noise] . . . cautionary tale 
[tape wheels turning] . . . falling in love, which is just an indescribable 
feeling. And if you don’t have that . . . [silence].” 

Not a half-bad summation, actually. To fill in the blanks: Snow 
Angels , adapted from Stewart O’Nan’s 1994 novel of the same name, 
contrasts two parallel stories: the young, hopeful, optimistic love 
that blooms in stutter-steps between two halting teenagers named 
Arthur and Lila (played by Michael Angarano and Olivia Thirlby) 
and the devastating fallout of a newly divorced couple, Annie and 
Glenn (Kate Beckinsale and Sam Rockwell). Glenn is a recovering 
alcoholic who’s found God but not yet a way to hold down a job, 
show up for his custody dates on time, or accept the finality of their 
divorce. (Rockwell wears throughout the sort of stupefied look of 
someone who can’t understand why he can’t catch a break - in fact, 
that inability to get it is his defining trait.) There is very little light in 
Annie and Glenn’s sections of the film and a great deal of darkness. 
In a lesser - or perhaps a crueler - filmmaker, the shifts to young 
Arthur and Lila in love might have been wielded as an admonishment 
or treated as a delusion (“You think young love’s fun? Just wait until 
there’s a divorce lawyer and Daddy only gets to see you two days a 
week”). Instead, just as Green says, theirs is an optimistic love. They 
give the film levity, tenderness, and hope. They make bearable the 
adults’ heartbreak and brutality. 

Snow Angels marks a series of firsts for the 32-year-old filmmaker. 
He was hired initially solely as screenwriter - “The first time I was 
ever paid for something I didn’t have to try to hustle for.” When the 
attached director dropped out, Green took over the reins. When I ask 
him how the experience - that of writing for another director - was 
different, he laughs, “I was secretly imagining myself as the director.” 

Shot in snow-bound Nova Scotia, Canada, the film is Green’s first 
foray out of Southern climes, as well as his mostly tightly structured

work, featuring his biggest “name” cast yet. Green is becoming a name 
in his own right - at least, his is being bandied about in the blogosphere 
a lot these days. In the pop-culture parlance, Green is having a moment 
- an extended one, one that’s only going to get bigger. One wonders if 
his career is about to bisect into Before Pineapple Express and After. 

A couple more firsts: The stoner comedy, which will be released in 
late summer, is Green’s first overtly commercial film and also the first 
he hasn’t scripted (it was written by Seth Rogen and Evan Goldberg and 
produced by Judd Apatow). But Green - who sinks his experience, his 
emotions, even his wardrobe into whatever film he’s working on (cast 
members from his debut film, George Washington, wore his childhood 
T-shirts) - doesn’t really notice a difference. ‘A lot of people put more 
stock in scripts than I do. I just improvise and get great actors together. 
The script is a blueprint. ... If it’s enough to get good cast involved, 
then it’s fine with me. I don’t have to personally [write the script], I 
invest and identify with every process once I get involved.” ■

Director Bob Ray and executive producer 
Werner Campbell have opted out - for the 
moment, anyway - of the Ninth Circle of 
Indie Filmmaking Hell, aka “Waiting for Good 
Dough,” and are instead taking their Austin 
Roller Derby doc, Hell on Wheels, out on the 
road themselves, screening the spitfire-laden, 

. . . And You Will Know Us by the Trail of Dead- 
soundtracked, all-guts, all-glory, all-girl festival 
favorite as far as Birmingham, England, and Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, and as close as the Alamo Ritz. 

“We’re not actually four-walling as of yet, 
thankfully, because we’ve got a built-in audi- 
ence in cities that have their own Roller Derby 
leagues,” says Ray. “It’s the towns and theatres 


that aren’t aware of Derby where it’s been a 
tougher sell. We hit a little speed bump in 
Atlanta - which has a great Derby scene - but 
because that particular league hasn’t yet worked 
with a theatre, we have to educate them on 
what the film’s all about. Usually, though, it’s 
been a case of people and cities approaching us 
about doing a screening, which is very cool.” 

Ray’s adventure in road-tripping (or his 
potentially risky sea venture aboard an S.S. 
Minnow-esque dinghy and/or Song Dynasty- 
era Chinese junk, in the case of Birmingham) 
isn’t his first time taking it to the streets. 

“I self-distributed Rock Opera, I know Kat 
Candler’s done a ton of self-distro, and it’s 
pretty rare for a filmmaker to have people ask- 
ing for screenings, or at least as many as we 
have. Usually it’s the filmmaker’s job to do 
the begging and the pleading and the twisting 
of every arm you can get ahold of.

“We’ve had Roller Derby leagues from all over 
contact us, though. Montreal called us to screen 
during their upcoming Beast of the East tourna- 
ment.

SUMMER PALACE 

Palm Pictures, $24.99 

Writer/director Lou 
Ye is no stranger to 
controversy. His first 
film, 1995’s Weekend 
Lover, was banned 
by Chinese censors 
for two years, and 
his second, 2000’s 
Suzhou River, isn’t 
permitted to screen in 
the People's Republic 
to this day. So it was 
probably no shock for Ye to learn, on returning from 
the 2006 Cannes Film Festival, that the film he had 
gone there to premiere, Summer Palace, wouldn’t 
be showing in China anytime soon and that he was 
forbidden by the government from making movies 
for five years. On the contrary, he was probably sur- 
prised to find he hadn’t been banned from watching 
movies for five years, a punishment sure to result 
from the release of whatever movie he plans to 
start shooting in 2011. The government’s concerns 
over Summer Palace were understandable, if a thou- 
sand light years away from justifiable: The film’s plot 
tilts on the events leading up to and resulting from 
the Tiananmen Square protests of 1989 - arguably 
communist China’s darkest hour - which started 
out as peaceful demonstrations by a coalition of 
students, labor advocates, and academics call- 
ing for democratic reforms but resulted in a brutal 
military crackdown, heightened government sup- 
pression, and the deaths of nearly 1,000 citizens. 

Ye confronts the Tiananmen Square massacre, the 
world from which it sprang, and the world it made, 
obliquely, by blending historical news footage with 
the tragic story of a discontented small-town uni- 
versity student named Yu Hong and her lover, Zhou 
Wei, two lost souls caught up in the tide of history. 
It’s an affair full of hope, jealousy, betrayal, disillu- 
sion, madness, and explicit sex that spans nearly 
20 years and several countries, paralleling in all its 
fraught melodrama and passionate self-delusion 
the upheavals of the outside world, from the fall of 
the Berlin Wall in 1989 to the 1997 British hand- 
over of Hong Kong. Though the film gets bogged 
down in its own sense of political and cinematic 
importance (and is shot with all the visual subtlety 
of a European chewing-gum commercial), there’s no 
denying the emotional power of its subject matter. 

An accompanying documentary on the censoring of 
the film takes viewers inside Ye’s topsy-turvy world, 
a world where artists who take issue with the ban- 
ning of subversive art by repressive governments 
get banned by repressive governments for being 
subversive. Authoritarian regimes, apparently, have 
no taste for irony. - Josh Rosenblatt

The Secret 
Lives of Girls 

AFS Documentary Tour presents 'Flying: 
Confessions of a Free Woman'

Much to her surprise and consternation, filmmaker Jennifer Fox 
discovered that she’d run aground, at age 42, on the shoals of the 
very same modem female predicament she’d spent her entire life 
trying to paddle around. Growing up one of five siblings in a tradi- 
tional home where Dad, an amateur pilot, soared untethered and 
self-actualized, while Mom kept the hearth fires burning in tedious 
domesticity, Fox set her cap for the open-option life of the boys. For 
a girl, that meant steering clear of the conventional traps of marriage 
or kids. So there she was, seemingly the poster girl of the feminist 
ideal: an attractive, independent, successful doc-maker (1999’s An 
American Love Story, 1987’s Beirut: The Last Home Movie), living in 
her spacious Tribeca apartment with her large dog, breezily travers- 
ing the world and some of its most dangerous locales - solo - for 
work and pleasure. She had an enviable network of sman, caring 
girlfriends both at home and in far-flung places - and simultane- 
ously juggled relationships with a married South African lover (with 
whom she was crazy in love) and a persistent Swiss boyfriend, each 
of whom (the wife excepted) knew about and tolerated the other. 
In short, she was Carrie, Miranda, and Samantha rolled into one 

- and content as a hat-tossing Mary Tyler Moore. Except for this 
nagging feeling of invisibility, which became more insistent as she 
entered her 40s, making her wonder whether she really needed to 
be married and have a family - even if she didn’t want to. 

Alas, real life (and hints of mortality) moved things along 
when a close friend was diagnosed with a brain tumor. Then 
Fox accidentally became pregnant (the Swiss boyfriend) and, to 
her surprise, discovered her inner Charlotte. (No wonder Sex 
and the City creator Candace Bushnell loved this film.) While 
her first response to the possibility of motherhood was panic 

- “What about my work?” - she had a different reaction when 
she subsequently miscarried: “Suddenly it was over, the deci- 
sion taken out of my hands, and my life returned to what it was 
before. Except now I didn’t want it to. Now I thought I wanted a 
child - but with which man?” Fox resolved to get to the bottom 
of her ambivalence about how to be female in this life. 

She did this by turning on her small hand-held camera for the 
next four years, filming and narrating, in her innocent little-girl- 
ish voice and speaking-style, the soap opera of her life, in which 
she balanced two boyfriends and the inchoate, hovering cloud 
of the procreation option. To help her figure out how to balance 
sexual freedom, love, and motherhood, Fox packed her bags and 
traveled to 17 countries, inviting women friends, family, and 
acquaintances - from London and Soweto (in Johannesburg, 
South Africa) to Kolkata, India, and Phnom Penh, Cambodia 

- to engage with her in frank, unexpurgated “girl talk” about 
their lives. What she learned during the course of this six-part 
miniseries (which will screen over the course of three nights) is 
that women have, universally, been forced to accommodate, and 
often deny, their own needs and desires depending upon the 
unique constellation of personal, sexual, and cultural constraints 
that each faces. The Somali women fighting against their coun- 
try’s tradition of female genital mutilation; the Indian women 
who became prostitutes when they were rendered unfit for mar- 
riage because they had been raped or simply had premarital sex; 
Fox explaining what masturbation is to an incredulous, giggling 
group of clueless professional Indian women. 

Nothing new there, at least to the feminists in the viewing 
audience, and yet we’re riveted - perhaps by Fox’s mesmerizing 
guilelessness and transparency? - as we eavesdrop on these 
uninhibited conversations that Fox facilitates using a technique 
she calls “passing the camera,” in which, like a talking stick, the 
camera is passed back and forth between those conversing. 


Austin Chronicle: You’ve said that you’re not political and have 
never called yourself a feminist, and yet your film certainly seems 
to make a feminist point. What effect did making the film have 
on you? 

Jennifer Fox: I think the film politicized me - made me very 
political. It changed me, made me see that gender is such a big 
issue. When I started, I didn’t understand that - 1 was confused 
about my own gender identification, and so the journey was to 
try and make sense of who I was as a woman. Along the way, I 
saw that my experience was universal. 

AC: I’m fascinated by how you managed to film yourself without 
playing to the camera. 

JF: That was the biggest challenge - getting to the point where 
I could be real with the camera. 

AC: How did you do it? All those close-ups of you in taxis, on 
planes, walking down the street, and those decisive-moment scenes 


of you reacting to some really emotional, pivotal event - all the while 
holding the camera on yourself. 

JF: I had a set of rules. I knew if I started performing, there 
wouldn’t be a film. So I shot all the time to diminish the 
importance of the camera - you get to the point where you’re 
thinking, “I’ll never use this anyway, so what does it matter?” 
Also, I never used a tripod, so I didn’t think so much about the 
perfect frame - I just threw the camera around, got used to it 
being part of my life. Also, I used no radio mics, so again, not a 
lot of fiddle, only the camera mic. 

Another rule was no make-up for the camera, only if I was going 
to something I’d ordinarily make myself up for - no getting pre- 
pared for the camera - and then filming all the time at my worst 
moments, even if I looked shitty. So the whole effort was to get 
so used to the camera that if something difficult would happen, I 
would already be used to bringing the camera into every moment. 
Also, remember that I was in a crisis and with a very strong need 


to see myself. So that and the need for reflection were so great that 
they were stronger than any self-consciousness. And it worked. 

Another thing was that there was no one else observing me, 
so I didn’t have to think about how was I looking for that person 
today. It was just me and my little camera. 

AC: You come across in the film as someone of such impeccable 
integrity and honesty that you would never think of not disclosing, 
upfront, to your new Swiss boyfriend, Patrick, your existing rela- 
tionship with the married South African, Kye. But then you see no 
disconnect in going to great lengths to conceal your affair from Kye’s 
wife - until your friends pile up on you about the pain and hurt your 
affair will obviously cause his wife and kids. You seemed uncharac- 
teristically insmsitive to this. What was that all about? 

JF: You’re looking at a person who didn’t identify herself as 
a “woman,” and then somehow in the making of this film, 
something shifted for me. Here I had a married lover - without 


any thought of his wife or his kids! That’s the truth. It sounds 
horrible - it probably is horrible - but it’s true. But during the 
process of making the film and the relationship, I became aware 
that I was hurting his wife and kids, and my allegiance shifted 
from men to women in the film, and also from my father to my 
mother. So it was only in the third hour of the film, where I say 
to my friend, “Oh my God, what have I done?”; that was the 
beginning of the pivotal realization: “What were you thinking? 
That you could have this affair and not hurt anybody?” ■

It’s been a wonky media-watching ride this month. 

First there was presidential candidate Barack Obama's “race 
speech” and the resultant clatter about it on cable news and 
other talk shows. Then there was the series finale of Jericho 
(CBS). And finally, Tavis Smiley appeared as a roundtable guest 
on Real Time With Bill Maher (HBO) last week on March 28. 

Let me start with Jericho. The CBS series ended last week after 
an unprecedented return following a successful rally by fans when 
the show was first canceled. The episodes leading up to the finale 
focused on an inevitable civil war between the United States of 
America to the east and the rogue nation known as the Allied 
States of America to the west. True to form and history, Texas 
stood alone as the independent Republic of Texas. In the series 
finale, heroes Jake Green (Skeet Ulrich) and Robert fiawkins 
(Lennie James) surreptitiously transported a nuclear bomb to 
Texas to keep it from the corrupt hands of the Allied States. 

Now, I like me a postapocalyptic drama set in the Midwest 
as much as the next person. But I couldn’t help but be struck 
by the fact that Hawkins was a black man. New to Jericho (the 


town) just before the bomb hit, the archest eyebrow he raised 
was with his murky background. Hawkins being the lone 
black man in a small rural town was not an issue. I went along 
with it, just as I did in 24, where a black man was president 
of the United States (Dennis Haysbert as President David 
Palmer). Oh sure, he gets assassinated - but then his brother 
(another brotha) takes his place! Don’t misunderstand. I was 
touched by the idea that Hawkins’ race was a nonissue. I liked 
it even more when Esai Morales showed up late in the series, 
as a military leader who comes to realize he’s backing the 
wrong team (the Allied States) and 
that he’s regarded as just another 
ranking officer. I liked it, but it’s 
not the real world. In a doomsday 
scenario, I think those ugly, hid- 
den prejudices would have revealed 
themselves just as they did during 
Hurricane Katrina. Perhaps Jericho’s 
creators thought injecting race into 
the narrative would get in the way of 
telling the story they wanted to tell. 

But it’s one of those omissions that 
paradoxically ignores the reality of a 
large portion of people at the same 
time as it insists on looking beyond 
lingering, unhealed wounds. In other words, there might be 
an elephant in the room, but as people of color are continually 
reminded, we’re supposed to be over it already. 

When Obama made his speech in response to the angry remarks 
by the Rev. Jeremiah Wright, the talk-show chatter quickly 
became about whether Wright was racist, crazy, or both. And yet, 
no one in the mainstream media pillories Pat Buchanan for being 
crazy, divisive, or stupid when he says his perennially inflammatory 
remarks C‘[N]o people anywhere has done anything more to lift 
up blacks than white Americans. Untold trillions have been spent 


since the ’60s on welfare, food stamps, rent supplements, Section 8 
housing ...”). In fact, Buchanan is often invited to be a talking head 
on Sunday morning news programs (as well as on Real Time With 
Bill Maher). Somehow, I don’t think Wright will graduate to Sunday 
morning punditry in the same way Buchanan has. 

Tavis Smiley was a welcome guest on Real Time, participating 
in the spirited discussion of all topics, especially the Obama- 
Wright flap. I couldn’t help but notice his seriously furrowed 
expression when Maher, fellow roundtable guest Robert Klein, 
and, later, columnist Dan Savage were making glib remarks 
- rooting for laughs among the 
serious topics. Maybe Smiley was 
just absorbed in thought, but from 
my living room, that frown looked 
like a public expression of what 
many people of color are thinking 
when they find themselves the lone 
brown person in the room and race 
is discussed: Do they really think 
this is funny? How much do I hear 
before I have to say something? Can 
I say something that will be heard? 
Will I say the right thing? When 
should I say it? And finally, damn, 
this is exhausting! 

For those who only heard sound bites of Obama’s or Wright’s 
comments, I suggest reading or listening to them in their 
entirety. Personally, I thought Obama’s response was amazing. 
Measured, thoughtful, calm, and direct - a welcome departure 
from the “racial arsonists” (to use Smiley’s term) at one end 
and the pithy bon mot at the other. There is so much more to 
discuss when it comes to race in this country. The question in 
my mind is: Will the hard work be borne equally by all?

DEM OL' KOZMIC BLUES AGAIN 


For its grand reopening on March 14, the 
original Threadgill’s on North Lamar hosted a 
tribute to Walter Hyatt with David Ball of 
Uncle Walt’s Band and the Belleville 
Outfit. Two nights later, Roky Erickson 
joined Powell St. John, the only person to 
pen hits for both the 13th Floor Elevators 
and Janis Joplin, for a brief acoustic set. No 
two occasions could better encapsulate the 
historical significance of the renowned restau- 
rant/venue, which was originally opened by 
Kenneth Threadgill in 1933 as a gas station 
before becoming a haven for beatniks like 
Joplin during the 1960s. Since last November, 
Threadgill’s "Old No. 1” has been undergoing 


a nearly $1 million renovation, receiving, 
among other things, state-of-the-art sound- 
proofing and sliding doors to close off the 
main room. Hank Alrich, of Armadillo World 
Headquarters fame, was even brought in to 
help further refine the acoustics. "We want 
this to be the best listening room you can 
possibly have in eyeshot of a kitchen," says 
proprietor Eddie Wilson, who acquired the 
property in 1980, following a six-year period of 
inactivity, and transformed it into what it is 
today. “It sounds like a birthday cake with 
headphones on, just marvelous.” While the 
“New Old No. 1" offers the same menu as its 
Riverside World Headquarters, established

be serving up the same talent. “We’re open to 
anything that’s well done and has a bit of that 
Austin spirit,” says booker Odom Chumbley. 
The venue doesn’t have any shows lined up 
but is planning a weeklong homage to 


Mississippi for the end of April and will soon 
program music on the weekends, along with a 
biuegrass brunch on Sundays. "I’d like to see 
this become a destination again,” Wilson 
says. “This is a direct link to the past and 
the sound of the present.” 



GUIT WITH IT 

Junior Brown likes his television the same way he does his 
Americana: honest, simple, and clean. The guit-steel inventor and 
Continental Club staple shot three pilot episodes for the Junior Brown 
Show last Tuesday at Tequila Mockingbird studios. The show is modeled 
after the country music programs from the early 1960s like The Porter 
Wagoner Show, featuring duets with the lovely Miss Tanya Rae Brown 
in place of Dolly Parton. "It’s something that the whole family could 
watch,” says studio owner Danny Levin, who also performs in Brown’s 
house band. Along with selections from Brown’s catalog, each episode 
also spotlights a different special guest, thus far including the Quebe 
Sisters Band, Johnny Gimble, and gospel singer Mike Farris, whom 
Brown has dubbed “the Wheel.” While negotiations with possible outlets 
are just beginning, Levin has high hopes for the program. “There’s nothing 
like this on TV,” he says. “This isn’t a reality show. This is entertainment.” 


HEART OF GOLD 

Dallas’ Undermain Theatre presented the world 
premiere of Neil Young’s Greendale on Saturday. The 
confounding song cycle, originally released in 2003 
and subsequently adapted for a DVD and graphic 
novel, chronicles the struggle and scandal surrounding 
one family in rural America. Or at least that’s the idea. 
When brought to life through a nine-member cast and 
a stacked house band, led by Deep Ellum figurehead 
Kenny Withrow of New Bohemians, the cracks in 
the narrative instead highlighted Young’s disjointed 
songwriting and heavy-handed paranoia. Of the album 
Young once said, “You have to listen to the instrumen- 
tals to get this.” It wouldn't hurt to smoke some 
“greendale” either. The play runs through May 3.

Is there a difference between a 
single and an EP anymore? On 
Tuesday, Merge Records drops 
Spoon's Don’t You Evah ER boast- 
ing a B-side (“All I Got Is Me”), the 
title track and its original version 
by New York’s the Natural History, plus five equally 
unessential remixes by the likes of Diplo and Ted Leo 
(contributing the “I Want It Hotter” remix).

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Don't Look Back 

The Lonesome Heroes rewrite the rules 
of alt.country, Wednesday nights at the 
Hole in the Wall

Wednesday night, and the Hole in the Wall is packed to 
the back. Again. The crowd presses against the jukebox and 
cigarette machine, allowing a feeble path to the bar. Onstage, 
Friends of Dean Martinez sweep the room with its atmospheric, 
dusty Southwestern instrumentals, almost in defiance of what a 
country bar-band should be. 

This is alt.country night, and Rich Russell and Landry 
McMeans are its consummate hosts. Russell’s shoulder-length 
blond hair bobs and winds through the audience as he greets 
other artists and Wednesday regulars around the room and 
kneels in front of the stage to check the sound. McMeans also 
weaves her way among the chairs and bodies in her familiar 
denim jacket and skirt, silver tip-bucket hoisted above her short 
braids. In between sets, the pair plays emcee, announcing each 
band with a manager’s promotional vigor before closing out the 
night onstage as the Lonesome Heroes. 

Since taking up residency at the Hole in the Wall last 
September, the Lonesome Heroes’ alt.country nights have 
become one of the most popular weekly events in Austin. As 
a genre, alt.country hardly begins to characterize the eclec- 
tic lineups that Russell and McMeans put together, where 
the experimental textures of Friends of Dean Martinez fit in 
as easily as the insurgent attitude of American Graveyard, 
hellbent bluegrass of the Electric Mountain Rotten Apple 
Gang, or the honky-tonk swing of Doug Warriner. All musical 
directions ultimately converge in the Lonesome Heroes’ easy 
psychedelic twang. 

The Wednesday bills draw crowds mixing Mohawk punks 
and country kickers, as well as some of the town’s top musi- 
cians and producers. Behind Russell and McMeans’ infectious 
energy and their intent on building a collaborative environment, 
it’s a scene that recalls the days of Doug Sahm holding court at 
the Soap Creek Saloon. 

“Something about it feels like old Austin,” attests Li’l Cap’n 
Travis’ Gary Newcomb, a regular at the showcases even when 
he’s not playing with his own trio. “There’s a certain coziness, 
especially at the Hole in the Wall, that hasn’t been around in 
a long time. We all see how Austin has changed so much, and 
you can’t really go back or anything, but man, they have really 
made it old and new at the same time.” 

As local artists and venues struggle to survive in the face 
of Downtown development and local musical saturation, the 
Lonesome Heroes have taken an alternative route to the usual 
new acts scrounging for bookings in the increasingly coagulat- 
ing circuit of opening slots. Culling talent with a similarly broad 
country aesthetic and ambition for a different approach, Russell 
created his own lineups and shopped the entire bill to venues 
rather than trying to place only his own band. 

“Musicians need to take a more active role,” offers Russell. 
“That’s why I did this, because all of us together know the 
problem: Clubs and bookers are trying to get us to bring as 
many people as we can every time we play so that they can 
take all the business and then say, ‘Don’t play a week before or 
a week after.’ 

“I’ve seen so many bands get the cool slot at the big club and 
then not play for like a month. They end up only playing eight 
shows a year or something.” 

The popularity of the Lonesome Heroes’ showcases has 
Russell already booking shows three months in advance, rotat- 
ing regular bands while ensuring that new ones have an oppor- 
tunity as well. Yet even as these Wednesday nights maintain 
their informal impetus, they’ve helped spur a new generation of 
artists already making a musical impact. 



Austin, and her family moved throughout Texas during her youth. 
Mother taught her to play guitar and sing, and music became 
both her connection to others and her consolation upon frequent 
relocations. Music soon lured McMeans to Austin, after spending 
time at Texas State University in San Marcos. 

Representative of the pair’s desire to foster a supportive musi- 
cal community, Russell and McMeans met through the fledging 
experiment of the Austin Music Co-op. The renovated retire- 
ment home on Guadalupe and Nelray provided musicians with 
affordable, communal housing while also fostering a creative 
atmosphere. The project imploded after little more than a year. 

“Twenty-five musicians living together sounds like a great 
idea, but it’s not!” exclaims McMeans, while Russell adds: “This 
wasn’t like a college hippie co-op. This was all older people who 
were not used to cooperating, all anarchist punk rockers not 
really into having some kind of consensus-based voting.” 

As the two songwriters combined their talents into the 
Lonesome Heroes, they brought together their favorite local

The Lonesome Heroes has always been a loose affiliation 
around the core of Russell and McMeans, though the duo has 
slowly solidified into a steady sextet, with bass traded between 
American Graveyard’s Jim DeGregorio and Li’l Cap’n Travis’ Jeff 
Johnston. Sarah Millenary cuts the tunes with country fiddle, 
while ubiquitous multi-instrumentalist Kullen Fuchs expands 
the Heroes’ sound with more experimental textures. Ultimately, 
though, it’s the harmonies between Russell and McMeans that 
define the band, the latter’s ethereal Texas twang lilting against 
the former’s more clipped, driving style as they swap lead vocal

duties, both drawn over steel and acoustic arrangements that 
bend expansively behind their restless highway ballads. 

McMeans and Russell are an excitable couple. They laugh 
back and forth in the same laid-back but enthusiastic style that 
they display onstage, joking and talking over each other as they 
pick up the threads of a story. 

“I think it comes from my own stupidity of not really under- 
standing what alt.country was,” laughs Russell at dubbing his 
shows with the often maligned genre. “I grew up in Brooklyn 
and moved here because I wanted to play country music, but 
my conception of country music was all messed up. I like Beck 
and the Flaming Lips and thought they sounded country!” 

After graduating from UC-Santa Cruz in 2002, Russell trav- 
eled the country in his Volkswagen bus, which now boasts well 
over 400,000 miles. He spent time in Colorado and Mexico but, 
looking for a more musical community, eventually wandered to 
Austin, summer 2004. 

What Russell may have lacked in his aspiring country music 
background, McMeans more than made up for. She was bom in 


bands into a more cooperative network, as much out of desire 
to play with them as to create complementary lineups. Fall 
2006 found Red River hole in the wall Headhunters agreeing to 
let Russell start booking Wednesday shows, the hardcore hang- 
out becoming an improbable setting for alt.country nights. 

As the shows gathered a regular following, Russell convinced 
the Hole in the Wall to provide a venue more open to the local 
music traditions that it drew from. Even as the iconic Drag- 
bound dive bar has changed management and ownership over 
the past years, the overwhelming success of the Lonesome 
Heroes showcases has secured the weekly setup. 

“Going to college in Santa Cruz, there was such a great indie 
rock, DIY house concert scene that didn’t play clubs,” says 
Russell. “I thought that’s what we need here, getting bands 
to coordinate. And it’s definitely feeling like there’s a different 
consciousness toward the music around here these days, just 
like the Mohawk is definitely creating their own community 
and scene.”

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The New Breed 

“I really believe two things: that Texas music and indie rock 
both have to die.” 

At a table on the back patio of the Hole in the Wall, Randy 
“Leatherbag” Reynolds lights another cigarette with nervous 
intensity. His lanky frame and thick, black-rimmed glasses mark 
a resemblance to a young Elvis Costello, a comparison that fits 
Leatherbag’s continually shifting musical style equally well. 

“How is Texas music going to change?” he continues rhetori- 
cally. “It’s going to take a bunch of young people like ourselves 
to move it. Doug Sahm is the perfect example of someone who 
moved Texas music to a wildly different place. Then there’s 
the young dude that just comes and kicks the door down, like 
Stevie Earle back in the day: ‘Fucky’all, I’m going to make some 
rock & roll music and do this right!”’ 

“My big thing is somebody’s gotta take down Robert Earle 
Keen, and I’m gonna do it. Fuck the backwards cap bullshit.” 

Reynolds’ invective is as calculated as it is sincere. As an 
alumnus of the Lonesome Heroes’ first alt. country shows at 
Headhunters, Reynolds encapsulates both the diversity of the 
lineups and cull of genre-crossing musical traditions. His sense of 
urgency and insistence that contemporary music needs to explore 
new territory is also indicative of the spirit of both possibility and 
responsibility that the scene has inspired among younger artists. 

“I feel like this is becoming a culture; this is becoming a 
scene similar to the folk scene in the early Sixties,” offers Chris 
Brecht, another member of the showcases’ original bill. “If 
Austin was New York, 1960, this is probably the Gaslight. It 


hasn’t quite broken, but it’s on the brink of a scene, of an alt. 
country culture going on. The same people are showing up, 
the same groups of musicians, and those that aren’t playing are 
coming back to watch what’s going on the next Wednesday.” 
“Having watched what they’ve done over the years, this is 
really an under the radar scene,” agrees singer-songwriter Aimee 
Bobruk, another alt.country alum. “Instead of worrying about 
how to get a good slot at the Saxon Pub on Friday night, they’re 
creating this night here where you put [this type of talent] all 
together and people are going to show up.” 

Veteran musicians and longtime local insiders are also taking 
notice. Russell and McMeans’ genuineness and charisma nur- 
ture the community alongside the music. 

“It really seems like the next generation,” says Lucky Stripes 
frontman Craig Marshall. “The more you have all these people 
in one place working together, that’s where the creativity starts 
becoming contagious. You’re building a growing creative envi- 
ronment, and who knows what might spring from that.” 

In that curiosity of what might emerge and willingness to experi- 
ment lies a somewhat inadvertent reclamation and rejuvenation of 
the original alt.country ethos of the early 1990s. While the genre 
has generally stagnated into rehashed country rock, Wednesday 
nights at the Hole in the Wall distill the sound of alt.country pro- 
genitors while pushing boundaries that draw from new influences. 

“It’s American music,” declares Reynolds of the showcases. 
“It’s a perfect example of how the music has grown, how it’s 
changed, and how it’s going to continue to move. This is a great 
testament to that. Some of the people that walk through here 
are the next solution.” ■

If That Ain't Country ••• 

The wide-ranging acts that the Lonesome Heroes have drawn 
under their new alt.country banner hold little more in common 
than the Wednesday night Hole in the Wall slot and a touch of 
twang. Here’s a representative culture sample. - D.F. 

The Electric Mountain Rotten Apple Gang 

Fronted by the harmonies of banjo-picker Adam Kobetich 
and the accordion/rhythm guitar stomp of Amanda Kitchens 
(also of Manny & the Brokeback Boys), Austin’s EMRAG is 
hardly your typical bluegrass band. Kobetich’s unlikely path to 
strings springs from the metal group Conniptionfit but belies 
the authentic stamp of their blazing, raucous sets. 

Leo Rondeau 

Rondeau pulls his languid drawl across country ballads 
braced by banjo and steel, the caustic crack of his voice cut 
with an ornery attitude. With his debut, Bangs, Bullets and the 
Turtle Mountains, the North Dakota native’s impressive song- 
writing drifts through easy honky-tonk anthems and supple, 
aching, country waltzes. 

Shotgun Party 

Melding swinging, sultry jazz with dancehall sensibility, 

Shotgun Party falls somewhere between the White Ghost Shivers 
and Hot Club of Cowtown. fenny Parrott’s distinctively pitched 
whine kicks against the thudding upright rhythm of Christopher 
Crepps and the versatile fiddle fireworks of Katy Rose Cox. 

Charles Potts Magic Windmill Band 

Famously self-described as “New York City-style experimental 
country,” the Windmill Band unloads irreverent narratives of 
moonshiners, misfits, and mendicants with dexterous harmo- 
nies. Formed by Business Deal Records partners Travis Catsull 
and Cavedweller’s Dirk Michener, the group’s sophomore album, 
The Golden Calves, is expected this summer. 

Frank Smith 

Having reassembled this sextet piecemeal after transplanting 
from Boston, Frank Smith rolls banjo and pedal steel in the ser- 
vice of folk-pop melodies laced with clever lyrical turns. Last year’s 
Heavy Handed Peace and Love accompanied a collaborative EP 
with Juliana Hatfield and a tour with the Handsome Family.

From Presley to Parsons, James Burton played it all

James Burton is a god among guitar players. Born in Dubberly, La., in 1939, he grew up in 
Shreveport and by his early teens had already appeared on seminal Southern radio broadcast the 
Louisiana Hayride. At 15, he wrote the guitar lick for and recorded “Susie-Q” with Dale Hawkins 
and became a regular with Ricky Nelson’s band on television not long after that. 

In a career that stretches over more than a half-century, Burton’s licks have marched through 
popular music, gracing the work of everyone from Elvis Presley (most famously) to Elvis Costello, 
Gram Parsons to Jim Lauderdale, Frank Sinatra to John Denver, the Monkees to Merle Haggard. 
His influence and the innovations he’s brought to the art of the guitar are undeniable and incred- 
ibly far-reaching. When inducting Burton into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame in 2001, Keith 
Richards claimed, “I never bought a Ricky Nelson album; I bought a James Burton album.” 
Burton makes a rare Austin appearance this weekend at the Lonestar Rod & Kustom Round 
Up with shows on Saturday at the Travis County Expo Center and the Continental Club, where 
he’ll be joined by locals who Casper Rawls has rounded up. We caught up with the guitarist by 
phone in his home base of Shreveport to talk about the past, present, and future. 


Austin Chronicle: What first prompted you to 
pick up the guitar ? 

James Burton: My mother tells me that ever 
since I was a little, itty-bitty kid, I loved music. 
I loved to listen to the radio and play the pho- 
nograph. She would catch me going around 
the house beating on a broomstick like it was 
a guitar and singing. She said she knew I had 
the music in me. I actually started playing on 
an acoustic guitar when I was 11 or 12. When 
I was 13, I got an electric, and that’s when I 
really jumped into playing licks and stuff. 

AC: How many guitars do you own? 

JB: I haven’t counted them. I know it’s prob- 
ably in the hundreds. I can’t keep up with it. 
I’ve been with Fender for so long. I’ve been 
involved with their signature series. It’s worked 
out great. I was able to give Brad Paisley, Eric 
Johnson, and everyone that came to play my 
show one of my guitars. It was just wonderful. 
AC: It wasn’t long after you began playing that 
you got involved in the Louisiana Hayride, which 
broadcast out of Shreveport. 

JB: Yeah, I went professional when I was 14. 
That’s when I played on the Hayride with 
George Jones and the staff band with Floyd 
Cramer, the piano player, and Jimmy Day, the 
steel guitarist. It was around that time that I 
came up with the guitar lick for “Susie-Q.” 
AC: Do you get tired of being asked about Elvis 
Presley? 

JB: No, not really. That was a beautiful part of 
my career. 

AC: Do you remember the first time you met Elvis? 
JB: The first time, he called me, and we talked 
on the phone for about 3Vi hours. He called 
me in ’68 to be on his Comeback Special, but 
I didn’t actually speak to him because I wasn’t 
available. I was doing an album with Frank 
Sinatra. In 1969, he called me, and we talked 
on the phone. That’s when he asked me if I’d 
be interested in putting a band together for him 
for the opening of the International Hotel in Las 
Vegas. That turned into nine years of working 
together. He named us the TCB Band. 

AC: He gave you lots of leeway, didn’t he? 

JB: Absolutely. He’d say: “Let’s do this song. 
Kick it off.” [Chuckles.] Basically, it was a real 
fun gig. No problems musically. Of course, he 
was such a great singer, and he loved the power 
and energy of the band. 


AC: His musical range was amazing. 

JB: When he came out of the Army, he wanted 
to change. There was a change he was looking 
for when he called me. When we had our first 
rehearsal, I could tell where he was going. He 
didn’t feel limited with what he could do. He 
wanted to sing “My Way” and all these Beatles 
tunes, and he wanted that kind of band. So 
when we went to Vegas, with a full orchestra, 
it was incredible - the excitement. The energy 
was there. 

AC: After Elvis died, you played with John 
Denver. 

JB: I did a TV show with John a couple of 
months before Elvis passed away. John had 
asked me when we did that show if I would be 
interested in doing some live shows with him 
and cutting an album with him. I said sure, but 
it all depends on Elvis’ schedule. When I came 
back home after Elvis’ funeral in Memphis, 
I had about 25 calls from John and all the 
people that worked for him asking me to come 
to the studio and record with him. 

AC: Was it culture shock to go from working with 
Elvis Presley to John Denver? 

JB: Not really, because my career is working 
with a lot of different artists. Elvis was one of a 
kind, and so was John Denver, and so was Jerry 
Lee Lewis and Roy Orbison and Johnny Rivers, 
all those people. Everybody is so different, and 
I guess that’s what makes our music world so 
good. We have such a good variety. It’s so inter- 
esting to go from a Nat King Cole session to a 
Frank Sinatra session to a Beach Boys session, 
then to Buck Owens, Merle Haggard, Wanda 
Jackson. You know, it’s just amazing. It’s won- 
derful to be able to say that. 

AC: In 1969, you recorded with Townes Van 
Zandt on his Our Mother the Mountain album. 
How did that come about? 

JB: The producer at the time - I can’t recall 
who it was - wanted my style, and I just hap- 
pened to be there. I was doing all kinds of 
studio work at the time. 

AC: What keeps you busy these days? 

JB: I travel a lot. I still do a bit of studio work 
in Nashville and Los Angeles. There’s still lots 
of amazing things going on. I’m working with 
a lot of great artists. 

AC: I saw you on The Tonight Show with Jim 
Lauderdale a week or so ago.

JB: I’ve done a couple of albums with Jim. 
He’s a good friend of mine. We also did Conan 
O’Brien about a month ago. I get to play with 
A1 Perkins on steel guitar, and Jim calls us the 
Dream Players. It’s amazing. I got a phone 
call from Elvis Costello awhile ago. He’s got 
a bunch of stuff he’s asked me to do, and he 
flipped out. He said: “Man, I was watchingjay 
Leno the other night, and who comes on but 
you and Jim Lauderdale. That blew me away.” 
AC: One of your big projects this year is the 
James Burton International Guitar Festival in 
Shreveport. What will that be like? 

JB: I don’t have my list laid out yet, but I’m doing 
a trade show as well. My son Jeff is working on it 
with me and my wife. I’ve been out of town quite a 
bit lately, so they’ve been doing most of the work. 
I’ve always wanted to do my own show, so I put 
a show together in 2005. That’s when I formed 
my foundation. I wanted to give something back 
to the kids, so it benefits the kids. It raises money 
to buy guitars. We were very fortunate to get 


music back in schools, teaching guitar. We also 
went to St. Jude [Children’s Research Hospital] 
in Memphis and gave 25 guitars to the kids there 
and started a music program. We work with the 
Shriners here in Shreveport. It’s just amazing. The 
kids go nuts. They love it so much, and they all 
want to play guitar. It’s just a blessing from God. 
Some of the kids were out-of-hand; they couldn’t 
control them, and now that we’re doing the music 
program, they can’t wait to get to school and are 
making straight A’s. The festival this year is three 
days in August, around my birthday, and we have 
a lot of people coming from Memphis, because 
it’s around the Elvis memorial [of his death] .

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NICK CAVE & THE BAD SEEDS 

Dig, Lazarus, Dig!!! (Anti-) 

Took Lazarus himself to raise the best 
Bad Seeds disc since 1994 ’s Let Love In. 
Retrospect proves 1996’s Murder Ballads 
the Aussie/English marauders’ peak kill, 
after which Nick Cave came to rest at the 
penitent piano bench of The Boatman’s 
Call. 2001’s No More Shall We Part and 
2003’s Nocturama wrestled piety and 
profanity until 2004 two-album teaming 
Abattoir Blues/The Lyre of Orpheus found 
the spirit willing even if the fleshing out 
was predominantly weak. Cave-scripted 
Western The Proposition changed all that, 
its author’s appetite seemingly whetted by 
the 2005 film’s blood sport, such that last 
year’s G rinderman broke the frontman and 
a trio of Bad Seeds off the octet’s tree 
for a four-way assault on “Depth Charge 
Ethel." Now, Lazarus bumps Cave from 
piano to organ for a characteristically glee- 
ful sermon from the bully pulpit preacher 
that once penned “People Ain’t No Good." 
Give Cave a post-punk vamp, and let the 
former Catholic-school culprit kick the 
temple to smithereens with Byron-esque 
fervor while forever mooning over some 
femme fatale. The title track’s opening 
and inebriating pool-hall anthem raises 
a fist heavenward like Cave’s own “Red 
Right Hand." (“Larry grew increasingly 
neurotic and obscene. He never asked 
to be raised from the tomb!”) Acoustic 
upstrum thickens Cave’s organ lick only 
to have Mick Harvey come back as an 
electric serpent on “Today’s Lesson," 
which brings to a boil murderous male 
lust at the expense of Lolita’s little cotton 
tail. Harvey’s multidimensional axe work 
throughout is gargoylian. “Night of the 
Lotus Eaters” throbs opium disorientation 
with an absinthe chaser, Harvey’s machin- 
ist bass/guitar summoning Hephaestus 
himself. Jungland percussion grooves to 
a grind-house riff and barroom chorus on 
“Albert Goes West." Larry pole dance No. 
2, “We Call Upon the Author,” unleashes 
another trademark “knees-up screed,” 
according to Cave, while darkly strummed 
antidote “Hold On to Yourself” glares 
3am motel neon and hormones, before 
“Lie Down Here (and Be My Girl)” again 
loosens Harvey and a scrum of Bad Seeds 
upon Cave's nightmare picnic. "Midnight 
Man” flickers blinding fun-house lights 
on Macheath’s pimpdom just prior to 
the third and final consummation of Dig, 
Lazarus, Dig!!!, eight minutes of Nick Cave 
verse casually shrugging off the fear and 
loathing of “More News From Nowhere.” 
Jangling Jack's back.

THE RACONTEURS 

Consolers of the Lonely 
(Third Man/Warner Bros.) 

Written in only 10 
days, the Raconteurs' 

2006 debut, Broken Boy 
Soldiers, was a snapshot 
of the quartet’s potential. 

With follow-up Consolers 
of the Lonely, recorded in Nashville and rushed 
into stores following its completion in the first 
week of March, everything coalesces, beginning 
with the caterwauling one-two crunch of the open- 
ing title track and single “Salute Your Solution,” 
which find frontmen Jack White and balladeer 
Brendan Benson ricocheting leads with sweltering 
fervor. As the Greenhornes rhythm section holds 
down the back line, White explores his eccentrici- 
ties, resulting in a grab bag of Zeppelin folk ("Old 
Enough”), Icky Thump (“Five on the Five”), and dust 
bowl blues (“Top Yourself”), while Benson-led epic 
“The Switch and the Spur” melds Morricone with 
the Moody Blues. A cover of Terry Reid’s “Rich Kid 
Blues” captures both leaders at their best before 
a storybook ending, the Dylan-esque “Carolina 
Drama.” There are blunders ("Attention,” "You 
Don’t Understand Me”), but Lonely consoles with 
the strongest and most diverse album from any of 
these raconteurs in years. (The Raconteurs level 
Stubb’s over two nights, Friday and Saturday, 
May 2-3.)

THE BREEDERS 

Mountain Battles (4AD) 

Not that Kim Deal 
sounds tired on 
Mountain Battles, but 
the title of chiming 
opener “Overglazed” 
probably isn’t a coinci- 
dence. Deal; her sister, 

Kelley, on guitar; drummer Jose Medeles; and 
bassist Mando Lopez return from 2002’s Title 
TK in a mellow tone. On the cascading “We’re 
Gonna Rise,” she purrs, “I’ll tell the story, or 
not,” with her usual milky nonchalance, the 
album riding that more personal wave. Kim’s 
in a reflective mood, hazily pondering travel 
through awkward cheer (“Istanbul”), invoking 
old demons on the hypnotic title track (“I ride 
shotgun from the facility”), and summing up her 
career on the glorious, thumping “Walk It Off.” 
Elsewhere, Battles is all over the place: 1970s 
chug (“No Way”), Last Splash-era pop (“It’s the 
Love”), songs in Spanish and German. That’s 
Kim Deal’s deal, and after nearly 20 years, 
she sounds comfortable with it. (Catch the 
Breeders at Emo’s, Monday, May 5.)

TONY TRISCHKA 

Territory 

(Smithsonian Folkways) 

For more than 40 
years, Tony Trischka has 
explored all possibilities 
of the banjo. On Territory, 
he brings his search full circle with 21 tracks that 
not only showcase his mastery of the instrument 
but also the variety that banjo’s capable of, includ- 
ing (obviously) old-time folk and bluegrass, as 
well as Celtic reels, West African kora music, and 
Hawaiian slide. Trischka’s joined by a cavalcade 
of like-minded travelers including Pete and Mike 
Seeger, Bill Evans, Bill Keith, and Bruce Molsky, but 
his own band of relative newcomers also impress- 
es on tunes like the sprite “Fox Chase” and stormy 
fiddle tune “Salt River.” A banjo-lovers’ delight, this 
collection features extensive liner notes, including 
a short history of the instrument, that make it illu- 
minating beyond its often-lighthearted sounds.

LIONEL LOUEKE 

Karibu (Blue Note) 

Artfully marrying 
American jazz with an 
African pop sensibil- 
ity, Benin-born guitar- 
ist Lionel Loueke’s 
Blue Note debut is a 
delight. Karibu means 
“welcome” in Loueke’s native Swahili, and he 
opens the door to his unique musical world 
on the sunny opening title track. The trio of 
guitar, bass, and drums is enhanced through- 
out the album by Loueke’s vocal instrument, 
as the 34-year-old sings and scats while add- 
ing percussive clicks and pops of the tongue. 
Legendary jazz tandem Herbie Hancock and 
Wayne Shorter, two of Loueke’s mentors, 
makes guest appearances on the album join- 
ing forces on the dissonance-filled standout 
“Light Dark,” while Shorter’s sublime saxo- 
phone carries a stunning interpretation of John 
Coltrane’s “Naima.” Karibu closes on a playful 
note, with the funky guitar and bass riffs of 
“Agbannon Blues” and “Nonvignon,” a Nigerian 
juju-infused groove.

WILLIE NELSON 

One Hell of a Ride 
(Columbia/Legacy) 

That this 4-CD box 
set is the first to survey 
Willie Nelson’s entire 
career is surprising 
but also testament 
to the Austin legend’s 
prolific songwriting, 
as his 75th birthday 



approaches. Even with One Hell of a Ride’s 
100 selections, Nelson’s catalog is so thick 
with hits that there are few surprises, nearly 
all tracks culled from previously released 
albums, including requisite live staples 
“Whiskey River” and "Stay a Little Longer.” 

Yet bookended by “When I’ve Sung My Last 
Hillbilly Song,” a scratchy mid-1950s demo 
of Nelson’s first recording, and a new version 
of the tune produced at his own Pedernales 
Recording Studio last year, Ride arcs the 
songwriter’s development while revealing the 
constancy of his eclectic, maverick vision. 

Disc one mines gold, recovering the self- 
released 1957 single “No Place for Me” 
and Nelson’s versions of earliest hits like 
“Hello Walls,” “Crazy,” and an exquisitely 
jazzy “Nite Life.” His voice, young and rich, 
blooms into his distinctively sweet tenor even 
as Nashville’s saccharine 1960s production 
grapples with the songs’ versatilities. Disc 
two rides the progressive-country boom of 
Shotgun Willie, The Troublemaker, and Red 
Headed Stranger to the lush pop turn of 
1978’s Stardust, while unearthing gems like 
dark fugitive ballad “Blackjack County Chain” 
and a sparse live take of Leon Russell’s “A 
Song for You.” Mickey Raphael's chugging 
harmonica saves the cover of “Midnight 
Rider,” sister Bobbie’s piano sparkles on soft 
instrumental “Nuages,” and Hank Snow duet 
“I’m Movin’ On” proves the best of usual 
suspects pairings. Recent representation is 
predictably spotty (though thankfully forgoing 
chart-topping Toby Keith duet "Beer for My 
Horses"), but as constant Nelson chronicler 
Joe Nick Patoski notes in his impressively 
extensive notes, Nelson admits to several 
thousand more unreleased songs recorded at 
Pedernales, so this Ride is far from over.

METALLURGY 

Two Tee Pees and a Hydra Head add up to an indie label three-way 
from last month’s South by Southwest. First notes cut the deepest: 
introductory toms, Tony lommi tones, and a crying “hole in my soul.” 
These aren’t Santana’s “Evil Ways,” rather Graveyard’s beheading in 
the forest for the trees of Gothenburg, Sweden. The four lanky first- 
timers offset a Glenn Danzig vocal summons ("Satan’s Finest”) with 
Blue Cheer bass and a deep forest timbre from parallel axes tolling 
noir. Graveyard’s metal Merry Widow (“Thin Line”), moaning unravel 
(“Blue Soul”), and "As the Years Pass by, the Hours Bend” unearth 
early 1970s metal without needless bile. Superdelegate 2008. 

Witch’s 2006 debut cast an eponymous stoning, J Mascis’ drum bash 
beating the Vermont quartet’s concrete stingers “Rip Van Winkle” 
and “Isadora.” Paralyzed stink “Eye” skitters a ripper Iron Maiden 
K///ers-style, Kyle Thomas’ nasally Buscemi drone huffing a trebly, lo-fi, 
gas-can basement mix of unsettling Blair Witch metal. “1000 MPH” 
floors its broomstick down the autobahn; sinner "Sweet Sue” does 
the zombie lurch in time to the screaming meemies build and burst 
of "Psychotic Rock” and lobotomy scram of "Mutated.” There’s nary 



a single uncursed track on this Salem's Lot. Miami arsonists Torche 
their first for Isis growth Hydra Head and second overall, the brilliantly 
identified Meanderthal. Besting a self-titled predecessor by breaking 
the half-hour mark alone, the 2005 debut’s psychedelic “doom pop” 
burns heavier here: locust swarming "Speed of the Nail” and clean 
pummeled hook-n-ladder “Healer.” The midsection crosses into Poster 
Children territory ("Across the Shields”), vocals too hard candy shell 
(“Sundown”) and mall monarchy ("Little Champion”). Yet beginning 
and end raise stainless-steel walls of Secret Machines beat, super- 
nova guitars (“Fat Waves”), epic repetition (“Amnesian”), and the pre- 
historic title track, instrumental earth-quaking to wake the dinosaurs.

A team of researchers from the University of Calgary and the Tokyo Institute of Technology 
proudly announced in February that they had successfully stored "nothing" inside a puff 
of gas and then had managed to retrieve that same "nothing."

LEAD STORY 

While March Madness dominates intercolle- 
giate athletics, another group of collegians works 
out amidst coaches’ whistles; endures bloody, 
12-hour practices; and cheers on teammates pre- 
paring for the national championship in meat- 
judging, in which about 40 colleges compete, 
according to a March Wall Street Journal report. 
Coaches at powerhouses like Colorado State and 
South Dakota State say skills such as evaluating 
T-bone-cutting and spotting whether a pig has 
too much back fat come with determination and 
concentration (and, of course, practice; as one 
coach said it all comes down to time spent in the 
meat locker, at 38 degrees). (And pro scouts are 
watching from the stands, representatives of U.S. 
meat companies seeking talent.) 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) Italy’s highest appeals court ruled in 
March that it is not illegal for a woman to lie in 
a police investigation if the reason is to cover up 
her adulterous affair. Court of Cassation judges 
said that her honor is more important than pro- 
viding intimate information about her lover. 2) 
The North Carolina Court of Appeals voted 2-1 
in February to approve a worker compensation 
claim for only one of a woman’s breast-implant 
replacements, ruling that the other implant rup- 
tured (in a job-related accident) only because it 
had been improperly installed. The dissenting 
judge said, even so, the compensation fund 
should pay for the second replacement, too, 
because to achieve their purpose, both breasts 
must be aligned properly on the chest. 


THE ENTREPRENEURIAL 
SPIRIT! 

• When Johnny Diablo ’s year-old vegan restau- 
rant failed to catch on in Portland, Ore., last 
year, he converted the space into Casa Diablo’s 
Gentlemen’s Club, which is what he believes is 
the world’s only vegan strip club. He has no rule 
against meat-eating dancers, he told Willamette 
Week newspaper in February, but won’t permit 
leather, fur, silk, or wool outfits on stage (no 
“murder victims” in the club, he said). 

• Cosmetics from the American company Blue 
Q, under the “Lookin’ Good for Jesus” brand 
urging users to “Get Tight with Christ,” were 
pulled from stores in Singapore in February 
due to complaints, but Blue Q said it’s not 
abandoning that line of hand and body creams, 
lip balm, breath spray, and bubble bath. (Of 
course, Blue Q also markets similar cosmetics 
under such brands as “Dirty Girl,” “Cute as 
Hell,” “Total Bitch,” and “Virgin/Slut,” as well 
as a car air-freshener by its brand “Cat Butt.”) 

SCIENCE ON 
THE CUTTING EDGE 

• In February, the South Korean cell phone 
company KTF announced a new voice-analysis 
program for its customers to enable them to 
evaluate their sincerity when calling a lover. The 
caller can point the phone’s camera at himself 
and see a meter on the screen measuring his 
own passion, then receive a text message after- 
ward noting voice expressions by the person 
receiving the call (surprise, honesty, etc.). 


LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

• To feed the fast-growing women’s hair- 
extension business, brokers in India scour the 
countryside for Hindu temples that encour- 
age female worshippers to shear themselves 
as good-luck offerings to the temples’ gods, 
according to a February dispatch in Germany’s 
Der Spiegel. Historically, the hair was used to 
make mattresses, but because the celebrity- 
driven extension business is so large, salons 
around the world pay from $123 to $250 per 
pound for strands of never-chemically-treated 
hair of desirable hues. Shaving is a Hindu tradi- 
tion, and one donor told Spiegel she had long 
prayed for her husband to stop drinking and 
that when that “miracle” happened, she felt 
compelled to offer her hair. 

• In the worst slums of Port-au-Prince, Haiti 
(where 80% of the people live on less than $2 
a day), rice now sells for 30 cents a cup (double 
the price of a year ago), according to a January 
Associated Press dispatch, leaving the poorest 
of the poor to subsist mainly on “cookies” 
made with dirt. Choice clay from the central 
plateau is at least a source of calcium and can 
be baked with salt and vegetable shortening. 
However, recently in the La Saline slum, the 
reporter noted, the price of dirt, too, has risen 
about 40%. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

At a February casting call in Pittsburgh for 
the movie Shelter (to star Julianne Moore), 
producers announced they were seeking extras 
to play West Virginia mountain people from 
the hollers (Pittsburgh is about 40 miles from 
the state line), specifically an albino woman, 
extraordinarily tall or short people, those with 
unusual body shapes and faces (especially 
eyes), and “a 9- to- 12-year-old Caucasian girl 
with an other-worldly look. ‘Regular-looking’ 
children should not attend.” 

TIRELESS OBSESSIVES 

Takahiro Fujinuma, 37, was arrested in 
Tokyo, in January and charged with making at 
least 2,600 calls (perhaps more than 10,000) 
to directory assistance (“I would go into ecsta- 
sy when a lady [operator] scolded me,” he told 
a reporter). Ms. Lee Amor, 23, pleaded guilty to 
calling or texting her jilting ex-boyfriend more 
than 10,000 times over a 65-day period (South 
Devon, England; February). John Triplette was 
arrested, suspected as the one who made more 
than 27,000 calls to 911, consisting mostly 
of mumbling and making bodily noises, since 
May 2007 (Hayward, Calif.; February). Paul 
Kavanagh, 40, was sentenced to 30 months in 
jail for making about 15,000 calls in 12 years 
to women, asking them about their underwear 
(West London, England; November). 

CLARIFICATION: Three weeks ago, “News of 
the Weird” reported that David Henton, 72, 
was on trial in Swansea, Wales, accused of mur- 
dering his longtime girlfriend, based on secret 
recordings police had made in Henton’s home, 
in which he seemingly “confessed” the murder 
to his only companions, his cats, to whom he 
spoke frequently. On March 14, a jury found 
Henton not guilty, probably because the tapes 
were not as intelligible to the jury as the police 
claimed they were.

Robb Kendrick sat down with me recently to talk about pho- 
tography, lavender, and day-tripping. 

For those of you who don’t recognize the name, Kendrick is 
the Texas-born photographer who has done a series of tintype 
photographs of working cowboys that appeared in advertise- 
ments for a Texas bank, in museum exhibits, and two books, 
with a third collection of his tintypes coming out this spring. 

Tintype photography is a photographic process that was pop- 
ular between 1861 and 1870. Prior to tintypes, images were 
exposed onto a sheet of glass. Metal plates proved to be more 
durable and cheaper. Although tintypes were replaced by nega- 
tives and paper, the images had a unique quality. 

“I started shooting tintypes about eight or nine years ago,” 
says Kendrick, who also works for National Geographic maga- 
zine. “At first it was mostly just personal projects." Although he 
still shoots photographs with a digital camera, tintype photogra- 
phy has turned into a new passion. “Because you’re hand-mak- 
ing every plate, each image is unique,” he says. 

Frost Bank had been a client of Kendrick's for about 11 years, 
when he showed his tintypes of some Nevada cowboys to a vice 
president of the bank, who was also a good friend. “It just 
seemed like a good fit for an advertising campaign,” he says. 

Out of the series of ads came Revealing Character: Texas 
Tintypes, a book of portraits of Texas cowboys and cowgirls. As 
the subjects stare into the camera, the lines on their faces 
trace a lifetime of hard work, the depth of their eyes shows a 
human softness, and the tintype format gives them a timeless- 
ness. “Each one has his own style. They are very much individ- 
uals,” Kendrick says of his subjects. 

His new book of tintypes, Stili: Cowboys at the Start of the 
Twenty-First Century, was published by the University of Texas 
Press and features cowboys and cowgirls from Texas and 13 
Western states. It is a documentary of the modern American 
cowboy from Oregon to the Rio Grande. “I told UT Press that 
they couldn't edit the interviews at all,” he says. The result is 
12 stories as honest and straightforward as the photographs. 
One cowboy said of work on the range: “You can't have a prob- 


lem out there. All your worries are gone and it sure makes you 
thankful for life.” 

Photography may be Kendrick's first career, but up until a 
couple of years ago, lavender farming outside of Blanco was a 
second avocation. After photographing the lavender fields of 
Provence, France, for National Geographic, he noticed the simi- 
larities of weather and geography between southern France and 
the Texas Hill Country. After experimenting with different variet- 
ies, he and his wife, Jeannie Ralston, opened their field to visi- 
tors to pick their own fragrant blooms. 

It was a lot of work, but it was a part-time project that start- 
ed a new agricultural industry in Blanco County. There are now 
nearly a dozen lavender farms sponsoring an annual lavender 
festival in June. Robb and Jeannie started the farm in 1999 
and sold it six years later. “We got to a point where one of us 
was going to have to give up our career because business was 
so good," Kendrick says. 

“At first it was like having a party every weekend during har- 
vest season,” Ralston says. “But then it got to feeling like we 
were having Woodstock every weekend.” The couple recently 
moved to Mexico with their two young sons. “It was a great 
experiment that was profitable and successful, but in the end, 
Jeannie still wanted to write, and I still wanted to shoot pic- 
tures,” Kendrick says. 

The couple looks fondly on their years as lavender farmers and 
traveling around Texas. Mason is one of their favorite towns to 
visit, because of the great antique shops, Ralston says. “The 
best steak I’ve ever had was at the Beehive Restaurant in Albany 
[Texas],” Kendrick says. “It's owned by two Iranian brothers who 
were stuck in West Texas after the Shah of Iran was overthrown.” 

“One of my favorite places is the Welfare Cafe in Welfare," 
Ralston adds. “I haven’t been there in a while, but it's still in 
my heart. I just love it.”

THROUGH

It’s a tale of two center midfielders. 

Both are smart and versatile. Either would be a corner- 
stone of the Austin Aztex’s Premier Development League 
team, a squad starting up from scratch a few weeks 
before the 2008 season opener on May 3 (home opener 
May 10 vs. Houston Leones, 7:30pm, at Dragon Stadium 
in Round Rock). 

Midfielder No. 1 is Marcelino Uriarte, an All-American 
from St. Edward’s University, who played a preseason with 
the Kansas City Wizards of Major League Soccer before get- 
ting sidelined with a knee injury. Ask the guys on the side- 
lines at the Aztex’s recent tryouts if there’s one guy on the 
pitch better than anyone else, and they point to Uriarte. 

“A big-time player, a serious talent with professional 
experience," says assistant coach Bobby Murphy. 

Midfielder No. 2 is Wes Allen, a baby-faced junior at 
the University of Texas. A two-sport star at Anderson High, 
Allen had a soccer scholarship at Oakland University in 
Michigan. As a freshman, he started every game. But he 
was homesick, and in transferring to UT - which doesn’t 
have a men’s team - it seemed he was giving up his soc- 
cer dreams. “It was a huge part of my life,” he says, "but I 
guess there are other things that matter, too.” 

The development team will be directly affiliated with the 
Aztex professional squad, which is why more than 300 
players turned out for the tryouts. One guy took a bus 
down from Toronto; four Venezuelans crammed into a 
Honda Civic for the 20-hour drive from Miami. But league 
rules stipulate that the team can only offer six spots to 
foreign players and six spots to players older than 23, and 
that creates some problems. 

Uriarte, for instance, is a United States citizen, but 
he’s 28. 

"Our mission is to take guys who are young and make 
them better, to prepare guys for the pro team,” says 
Murphy. “Given that we’re limited in our overage spots, 
we’re going to err on the side of younger, local players.” 
Murphy tells everyone this at the end of the tryouts. And 
then he asks to speak with Allen. 

Nobody needs to be told what that means, least of all 
Uriarte. It means that Allen had made the team, and Uriarte 
hadn’t. Not yet, anyway. The roster hasn't been finalized. But 
unlacing his cleats, Uriarte knows not to get his hopes up. 

“When I heard about the Aztex starting up, it kind of 
tickled my soccer ego,” he says. “So to not get picked, 
yeah, it’s a serious bummer.” 

Allen is singing a different tune, of course. A self-effac- 
ing kid who has spent the tryouts tamping down his expec- 
tations, he is suddenly ecstatic. “When I moved back to 
Texas, I didn’t know if soccer was going to be part of my 
future,” he says. “Now it’s looking like it is. This is my 
chance, and I’m going to run with it.” 

Uriarte will be waiting for the phone to ring, hoping that 
28 isn’t too old to make his soccer dreams come true.

Arts on Real, through May 10 Running time: 1 hr, 50 min 



In the halcyon days of 1996, chock-full 
of TLC hits and flannel shirts, two aspiring 
artists on the south side of Boston struggle 
to finish their screenplay adaptation of The 
Catcher in the Rye. Affable Ben finds diffi- 
culty with spelling words as tricky as “lousy,” 
while perfectionist Matt can’t see any suc- 
cess coming from their 
feeble adaptation. 

Amidst the duo’s question- 
ing of their own ambition, 
talent, and achievements, 
the potential answer to all 
their problems drops from 
heaven. Or at least the ceil- 
ing. It’s none other than a 
completed screenplay, titled 
none other than Good Will Hunting, written 
by none other than Matt Damon and Ben 
Affleck. Fancy that. 

The rest of Naughty Austin’s production 
of Matt & Ben revolves around the two 
would-be stars debating what they should 
do with this celestial offering: seize upon a 
success that they did not themselves cre- 
ate or destroy the spooky script originating 
from their ceiling. And if this sounds like 
a strange conceit, perhaps it should be 
noted that the magical manuscript is never 
explained. This is just part of Matt & Ben’s 
absurd environment, where Gwyneth Paltrow 
can randomly show up, munch on a cupcake, 
then disappear into Ben Affleck's bedroom, 
never to be seen again. 

More than the plot, though, it’s the odd 
and intimate relationship between Matt and 
Ben that fuels the play. Now, the show does 
feature two women who do not bear any 
immediate resemblance 
to the celebrities they 
portray, which pulls 
away from the reality 
that these figures 
are actually Matt 
Damon and Ben 
Affleck. But the 
script, written by 
Mindy Kaling and 
Brenda Withers, 
does rely on the 
audience’s 
knowledge of 


Damon and Affleck, the drama of Bennifer, 
and the Bourne movies. Comedic referenc- 
es to the likes of Paltrow, David Schwimmer, 
and John Woo are evidence of this 21st 
century Hollywood environment. 

But if these two are Matt Damon and Ben 
Affleck, they are caricatured permutations, 
the duo you might expect to see zinging 
it to each other on a sitcom. Matt & Ben 
exists through the specific characterizations 
of the very funny Kelley Estes and Breanna 
Stogner. Estes plays Matt as a holier-than- 
thou workaholic, intensely committed to 
getting ahead in life despite being a bit of 
a pip-squeak. Stogner’s Ben is a beer-shirt- 
wearing, chip-snarfing dude’s dude who fails 
to see anything wrong with the fact that he’s 
coasted through life on his charisma. Estes’ 
Matt relies on quips, extreme intensity, and 
irrational fear to produce laughs; Stogner’s 
Ben relishes in chugging a can of soda, over- 
the-top imitations, and schoolboy pranks for 
his humor. 

They’re an offshoot of The Odd Couple, 
they work off each other well, and they’re 
both legitimately funny: Stogner’s cameo as 
the maniacally ditzy Gwyneth Paltrow and 
Estes’ sourpuss of a J.D. Salinger are two 
of the more hilarious moments. But they’re 
also capable of a sweetness not normally 
associated with Damon and Affleck, and 
whether that's a product of the actresses 
or the script, I’m not entirely sure. The two 
celebrities could have been portrayed in 
many different ways: Naughty Austin’s 
creation is a nice blend of sweet, silly, 
and slapstick. 

Matt & Ben isn’t going to bowl you 
over with its insight into friendships, 
ambition, or Hollywood. It isn’t going to 
add to your knowledge of Matt Damon 
and Ben Affleck (whether you want 
that or not is up to you). But it cer- 
tainly has more than its share of funny 
moments and some darn fine acting, 
too. And if you’re anything like me, it 
might make you want to see another 
show at Arts on Real (as well as Good

Bodies, it’s often said, are biological machines. Flip the logic, and 
machines are inorganic bodies. The Austin Figurative Gallery concerns itself 
with living, human bodies. The visual artists who frequent this Eastside 
space run by the seemingly sleepless David Ohlerking concern themselves 
with capturing the images of such bodies in the fluid techniques of paint, in 
charcoal, in the varied media of nonphotographic representation. 

Unframed examples of these portraits crowd the long walls of the AFG, 
providing a background against which, upon the floor’s bare concrete 
smoothness, a trio of women performs permutations of the Japanese 
style of movement called Butoh. Ellen Bartel, Mari Akita, and Caroline 
Sutton Clark of Spank Dance Company: These are the women moving 
within the gallery’s illustrated borders, performing a stark kinesis for 
themselves and for the tiny sprawl of people seated or squatting along 
the south wall. 

One of the goals with anthroform robots is to bring the machines to 
a level where they can operate as easily as people in the human-scaled 
world, the better for them to perform more of the countless complex 

tasks that we accomplish so carelessly just a few years 
beyond the womb. Millions and millions of dollars spent; 
the industrial and scientific muscles of the Defense 
Advanced Research Projects Agency and Sony and Flonda 
flexed toward fulfillment of this quest for smoothness 
and fluid precision of motion. And yet here, in the Austin 
Figurative Gallery, we have a performance where three 
human bodies are moving in a negative iteration of that 
quest, where these dancers evoke nothing so much as 
some machinelike armatures slowly, intermittently, gor- 
geously going haywire, becoming less and less recognizably human within 
their dysfunctionally costumed and partially disrobed bodies. 

The Butoh performances of Spank Dance Company, which are irregular 
but not infrequent occurrences at AFG, last approximately 15 minutes 
from beginning to end. They are accompanied by a soundtrack of music 
mixed especially for Butoh, thumping and droning from a giant boom box 
high in one corner of the room. They are intriguing and memorable spec- 
tacles, requiring much solo concentration and, at times, intense and full- 
contact collaboration for the dancers. All they require from the audience 
is the willingness to be entertained by what’s startling, interested in 
what possibilities of dance remain to be explored by humans in a world 
where more and finer motion is afforded to the ghost in each machine.

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The work of British artist Ewan Gibbs reminds us that 
every drawing is essentially an accumulation of individual 
marks. Gibbs makes identical hash marks of varying 
weight, one in each box on a gridded sheet of paper. Add 
the graphite slashes up, and an image becomes legible. 
For his first exhibition at Lora Reynolds in 2005, Gibbs 
presented scenes of New York City as seen from the 
Empire State Building’s observation deck. Similar work 
is included in his current show in the form of seductive 
urban nocturnes that translate his draw- 
ing practice into linocut prints. But the 
main attraction of “Pictures 
of Pitchers" is the eight 
drawings of baseball 
pitchers - each 
named for the 
city in which his 
team originates 
- that ring the 

front room at Lora Reynolds. 

Gibbs’ work is based on 
photographs that he selects 
for their engagement of spe- 
cific qualities inherent to the 
medium, including the way 
that photographs can capture 
an instant imperceptible to 
the naked eye. His pitchers are 
frozen in the moment just after 
each one has released the ball. They 
end up looking oddly like flamingos, 
balanced precariously on one leg while the 
other extends gracefully into the air. 

The pitchers' extreme, almost balletic contortion is 
surprising; yet odder still is the fact that each pitcher 
assumes the same strange pose, rather than this 
being the idiosyncratic posture it would seem to be. 
Therefore, Gibbs also takes advantage of the photo- 


graph's ubiquity, which allows him to select images 
of different players at discrete places and times that 
nevertheless all appear strikingly similar. In addition, 
the parallel poses mirror Gibbs’ artistic process, which 
involves the repetition of similar marks over and over 
and over again. From the micro level of each gridded 
mark to the macro level of a glance around the room, 
this exhibition may be more about seriality, among other 
things, than it is about baseball. 

This observation prompts the question: Why base- 
ball players? Does it matter what Gibbs is drawing? 

The answer, it seems, is both yes and no. 

By titling each work in this series with 
the team’s home city rather than the 
player’s name, Gibbs draws viewers' 
attention away from the player’s 
identity to focus on the image. 
Gibbs’ interest in perception 
leads him to select source 
images that highlight the photo- 
graph’s ability to stop time and 
arrest a fleeting moment. By 
translating these images into 
painstaking drawings, he fur- 
ther slows time, taking weeks 
to finish each one. The viewer, 
in turn, is invited to take in the 
whole room or even each image 
at a glance, but one must come 
closer to see how Gibbs has made 
the drawings. At that point, the eye gets 
lost in the image as pure pattern and lingers 
over each mark, first scanning the drawing, then tak- 
ing it apart, and finally putting it back together again. 
“Pictures of Pitchers” presents a paradox: The show 
may appear pretty bare and of minimal visual interest 
at first, but like so much minimal art, it is, in fact, all 
about the pleasure of looking. - Amanda Douberley

Shine a Light 


D: Martin Scorsese. (PG-13, 122 min.) 

Long after Jean-Luc Godard (One Plus One/Sympathy for 
the Devil) and Albert Maysles (Gimme Shelter), one of the 
great American neorealists of the 1970s Hal Ashby took 
his shot at the Rolling Stones in Let's Spend the Night 
Together, a concert film from the group’s 1981 U.S. tour. 

With the infamous UK outfit's front line 
pushing 40 and its rhythm section older, the 
media pulled the “Last Time" angle, then 
shrugged off Ashby’s stadium aftermath. 

The previous decade’s theatrical parallel, 
Ladies and Gentleman, the Rolling Stones, 
a peak-era 1972 arena show in Fort Worth, 
also played to yawns. Martin Scorsese’s 
Shine a Light will prompt myriad reactions - 
shock, awe, glee - but dismissal will be in 
the minority. Shock comes courtesy of the 
front line's Grand Canyon character lines, disbelief from the 
soon-to-be 65-year-old frontman’s sheer physical specimen, 
and roller-coaster thrills via a 17-song set that starts with 
“Jumping Jack Flash” and concludes on “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction.” Like his late street-wise peer Ashby, “Marty” 
opens backstage, cuts in primo archival footage of the band 
- hilariously so with the 1966 in-drag video for “Have You 
Seen Your Mother, Baby?” - then lets a full concert leave its 
brand. Now well into their 60s, Mick Jagger, Keith Richards, 
and Charlie Watts still emit that which has beckoned genera- 
tions of filmmaking fanatics, so Scorsese uses New York’s 
intimate Beacon Theatre to get into everyone’s craggy face 
except Charlie Is My Darling Watts, whose “Sympathy for the 
Devil” never creased his impassivity. And yet, when Jagger 


sidles up to Richards for 
nose-to-nose harmonies 
on their beloved country 
original “Far Away Eyes,” 
rock & roll’s self-proclaimed 
Glimmer Twins engender 
the same trademark chem- 
istry as the young outlaws 
in Cocksucker Blues, more 
cinematic Stones bare-all. 

Close up, the guitarist’s 
mascara-burned brown 
eyes reveal Richards as 
both teddy bear and Bengal 
tiger. (Five will get you 
10 that’s documentarian 
emeritus Maysles, credited 
with "handheld camera,” 
crouching behind Keef for 
a kick-drum view of Watts’ 
beats per minute.) Grinding 
on both Jagger and “Live 
With Me,” Christina Aguilera 
reflects the marquee's 
legend not by the heart so 

obviously in her throat but through the determination lining 
her brow. Scorsese, cameraman on Woodstock and The Last 
Waltz’s Band leader, shoots up into Jagger’s dental hardware 
almost to the exclusion of everything else, but the singer’s 
gritty “Some Girls," Richards and Ronnie Wood’s steel- 
string serenade “You Got the Silver,” and Mr. Buddy Guy 
staring down “Champagne and Reefer" forgive all. As with 
1992’s Rolling Stones Live at the MAX, upsizing Shine a Light

for IMAX screens (it also plays in conventional theatres) 
transforms concert film into concert. The film dedicated to 
Atlantic Records fountainhead Ahmet Ertegun, whose com- 
plications from injuries sustained in a tumble backstage at 
the Beacon resulted in his death, let the record show that 
a lifetime of musical innovation concluded with dying not at 
but from a Rolling Stones concert. - Raoul Hernandez

CHICAGO 10 

D: Brett Morgen; with the voices of Hank Azaria, 
Dylan Baker, Nick Nolte, Mark Ruffalo, Roy 
Scheider, Liev Schreiber, Jeffrey Wright. 

(R, 110 min.) 

Chicago in late August 1968 was a 
madhouse. You could make the argument 
that any town hosting a political conven- 
tion in America is bound to turn a bit odd, 
but the Democratic Convention of 1968 
was a special case, with Mayor Richard J. 
Daley holding court inside the International 
Amphitheatre, tens of thousands of 
Vietnam War protesters assembling out- 
side, and an enormous phalanx of police- 
men and National Guardsmen standing 
between them, nightsticks and tear gas in 
hand. Add to this already volatile mix the 
anarchic absurdity and comic indignation 
of the revolutionary Yippies, led by clown 
princes Abbie Hoffman and Jerry Rubin, 
and it’s a wonder the city’s still standing. 
With the events of that summer coming up 
on their 40th anniversary, writer/director 
Morgen ( The Kid Stays in the Picture ) has 
made a documentary that somehow man- 
ages to capture the anarchic spirit of those 
topsy-turvy times without devolving into 
anarchy itself. Chicago 10 is equal parts 
tragedy and comedy, high drama and low 
farce. On the one hand, you have the foot- 
age of that week’s street confrontations, 
which started out as peaceful protests and 
hippie “celebrations of life” and grew over 
the course of the convention’s four days 


into full-blown riots, either as a result of 
the lawlessness of the protesters or the 
overzealousness of the cops, depending on 
whom you choose to believe. On the other, 
you’ve got the film’s beautifully animated 
re-enactments of the criminal trials of the 
so-called Chicago 7 (or 8, to be exact, 
or 10, if you embrace Morgen’s logic of 
including the two defense attorneys in the 
count). Facing criminal conspiracy charges, 
Hoffman and his merry band of long-haired, 
anti-imperialist jesters turned Judge Julius 
Hoffman’s courtroom into their own Marx 
Brothers movie, thumbing their noses at 
the prosecutor, dressing in judges’ robes, 
blowing kisses at straitlaced jury members 
(all of whom, Hoffman says, must have

been shipped in from the “back pages of 
the Ladies' Home Journal"), and laughing 
at the threat of lengthy prison sentences. 
With an exceptional cast giving voice to the 
Yippies (including Azaria and Ruffalo), their 
lawyer William Kunstler (Schreiber), and 
the trial's eighth defendant, Black Panther 
Bobby Seale (Wright), who was bound and 
gagged during the proceedings, Morgen 
boldly brings to life the manic, misunder- 
stood, laugh-to-keep-from-crying energy of 
that period and in the process humanizes 
a moment of real revolutionary fervor that 
grows more and more improbable with 
each passing year.

There’s a lot of truly hilarious material in 
The Grand, a semiscripted, semi-improvised 
movie about a bunch of characters who are 
competing in a Las Vegas championship 
poker tournament. A 20-minute package 
of those funny bits would be priceless, but 
at an hour and 45 minutes, The Grand is 
stuffed with too many unproductive improvs 
and actual poker-playing to be of sustained 
interest. Spoofing the recent phenomenon 
of televised poker tournaments (of both the 
professional and celebrity varieties), The 
Grand aims to do for poker what Best in 
Show did for canine competitions, but direc- 
tor Penn’s film unfortunately takes home no 
blue ribbons. Consisting mainly of character 
quirks and backstories, The Grand has very 
little plot to speak of but enough characters 
to populate at least three separate movies.

in to do its heavy dramatic lifting). Romano 
plays Lainie’s fantasy-football-loving husband 
who’s been struck by lightning; Parnell is a 
socially maladapted math whiz who's the No. 
2 seed, while Parsons (George Costanza’s 
mom) plays his mother; Farina is one of the 
old-timers who muses about things like the 
way culottes killed poker; and Kind plays 
the rube who stumbled into Internet poker 
playing while doing a Google search for fire- 
place pokers. The character who makes The 
Grand a must-see for film lovers is Flerzog, 
whose character enters the hotel with sev- 
eral caged small animals and is only known 
as the “German.” (Not since the Nihilists in 
The Big Lebowski has a movie German been 
quite this unsettling.) Director Penn previ- 
ously worked with Flerzog on the mock doc 
Incident at Loch Ness, and this duo definitely 
seems to connect on some sort of shared 
wavelength. Penn is best known for his 
screenplay work on big superhero movies 
such as Fantastic Four and the last couple of 
X-Men movies, so this desire for a cinematic 
change of pace is understandable. The riffs 
of comic actors often yield miraculous bits, 
but the director needs to know when to 
throw out the bath water and just hang on to 
the babies. - Marjorie Baumgarten

You can’t read one of Clooney’s endless 
People profiles without hearing the Cary 
Grant comparison, but here, he’s all Gable 

- same rakishness and stubble and tanned- 
leather basso profundo. Nearing 50, he’s 
still almost improbably puckish, but the pic- 
ture - his third directorial effort - isn’t quite 
as fleet. Set in the 1920s, when the nation 
was still recovering from the Great War, 
Leatherheads charts, with what I presume is 
very little actual historical accuracy, the awk- 
ward birth of professional football. Clooney’s 
Dodge Connelly leads the rough-and-tumble 
Duluth Bulldogs, who break all the rules, 
but no bother - the limping-along pro league 
never had any rules to begin with. When the 
Bulldogs turn cash-poor and fan-deficient, 
Connelly cooks up a plan to save the team: 
enlist the services of war hero and Princeton 
star quarterback Carter “the Bullet” 

Rutherford (The Office’s Krasinski). Connelly’ll 
have to get in line, though - Chicago Tribune 
reporter Lexie Littleton (Zellweger, in a regret- 
table weave) is in hot pursuit of the Bullet, 
too, on a tip that the boy wonder maybe 
fibbed some on his war record. And there you 
have the makings of a crackerjack love trian- 
gle, with each leg entirely game - and faith- 
ful, too, to the period charms of lipsticked 
cigarettes and speakeasy brawls. (Krasinski, 
especially, with his wide, eager face and 
sweet, dumb-lug grin, feels like the happy 
accident of some tear in the time-space 
continuum.) Leatherheads comes practically 
gift-wrapped in goodwill - it’s a celebration 

of an American pastime (if not the American 
pastime) and a loving nod to the screwballs 
of yore. The film is appropriately scored, well- 
acted, and possessing of a handful of truly 
transportive moments. It’s awfully agreeable 

- so why doesn’t it entirely work? I think it’s 

a question of comic timing. This kind of back- 
ward-glancing, even ga-ga-ing, material begs 
for barmy, and barmy begs for no brakes, but 
Leatherheads takes a full half-hour of stops 
and starts to find its footing. Even then, it

NIM'S ISLAND

Boys adventure stories are a dime (store 
novel) a dozen, but girls adventure tales 
are rare things indeed. The new film Nim’s 
Island, which is adapted from Wendy Orr’s 
young-adult novel, comes to the rescue with 
its South Seas setting and message to 
girls of all ages about the need to become 
the heroes of their own life stories. The 
film details the parallel adventures of Nim 
Rusoe (Breslin), a motherless girl who lives 
on an otherwise deserted South Pacific 
atoll with her scientist father (Butler), and 
Alexandra Rover (Foster), a San Francisco 
agoraphobe who writes adventure novels 
about the escapades of her imaginary alter 
ego, Alex Rover (an Indiana Jones-type 
fellow who is also incarnated by Butler). 
Contemporary in nature, Nim’s Island 
incorporates e-mail, satellite telephones, 
Expedia, and agoraphobia into the sto- 
ryline, and it’s best not to pause too long 
to wonder how deserted islands and Wi-Fi 
go together in the same story. Though the 
plot hinges on Nim’s cry for outside help 
once her father is presumed lost at sea in 
a storm and she becomes rattled by a gash 
in her leg and the invasion of her island 
by opportunistic sailors, the real character 
growth belongs to Alexandra, who must 
brave the world beyond her front door and 
summon the courage she ordinarily diverts 
to her fictional surrogate in order to help 
young Nim. It’s lovely to watch Foster in this 
role, taking a comedic breather from all the 
high-tension thrillers she’s been appearing 
in of late. Alexandra hearkens back to her 
days as a Disney TV heroine, fresh-faced 
and Coppertone-tanned instead of pursed 
lips and buff efficiency. Breslin tones down 
the perky effusiveness of her Little Miss 
Sunshine character to create a believable 
child who has never known any life but the 
one she’s living. Her friends are a lizard, 
a pelican, and a sea lion with whom she 
dances and plays soccer. Cast in dual roles, 
Butler probably has the most fun of all, and 
the presence of the ruggedly handsome 
300 star will likely prove a sop to the moth- 
ers who’ll be accompanying their daughters 
to the movie. Nim’s Island bogs down a 
bit in the midsection with a subplot that 
seems to be more about the "do” than the 
derring-do, but the oft-cited phrase about 
becoming the hero of one’s own story is a 
mantra that bears repetition. It’s time for 
girls involved in South Seas adventures 
to do more than dress up in a sarong like 
Dorothy Lamour. - Marjorie Baumgarten

PLANET B-BOY

If, like me, your mad skillz on the dance 
floor are limited to the (very) occasional 
footwork foul-up and rock (un-)steady 
exercise in abject Caucasionality, coerced 
entirely by DJ Mel’s (very real) mad skillz 
on the decks, then Planet B-Boy will 
almost certainly make you want to take a 
Shindaiwa chain saw to your foolish ankles 
and be done with it once and for all. Better 
to have a suckass tag like “Stumpy” or 
“Footloosed" than to bear the shame of 
being unable to funkify anything other 
than your torso at any given moment. My 
tachycardial echodeck still hits the beat 
every time on the rhyme, to be sure, but 
my bass-def appendages were stolen off 
a golem and unwrit (emet to met, flesh 
to clay, unwound, Technic zero, hip-hop 
Harvey style). It’s cool: I was in in New 
York 1980-84, and I saw MTV double-team 
Rapture up on CBGB’s hardcore gunners 
Kraut's All Twisted, and it was wicked. 

Still, the urge to spin cranial 360s - as 
opposed to the Zorlac type - runs deep, 
and not just for Jamie Kennedy and your 
dad. As Lee’s far-flung doc Planet B-Boy 
makes abundantly clear, breakdancing 
long ago went competitively global. Today, 
American crews have to battle alongside 
international rivals such as Japan’s Angel 
Dust Breakers, French-based the Family 
(whose youngest associate, Lil Kev, looks 
to be all of 10 years old), and South 
Korea’s legendary Last for One. What they 
all have in common, as Quik, a member of 
Japan’s Ichigeki Crew, explains, is a pas- 
sion for the border-busting power dance, 
movement as a movement, freedom of 
expression, wild-style: “After I started 
breakdancing, I became more aware of my 
identity and open to other ways of think- 
ing.” This from a post-teen, premillennial 
product of perpetually regimental Japanese 
society. Quik speaks worlds verbally, cho- 
reographically, and culturally. Which, nicely 
dovetailing, is what Planet B-Boy does as 
well, without getting bogged down in the 
South Bronx. It turns out globalization has 
its good points after all, and they’re sport- 
ing Chucks, Kangols, and post-Gomi DIY 
gear. Spin again. - Marc Savlov

Midway through writer/director Green’s 
adaptation of Stewart O’Nan’s debut novel, 
high school freshman Arthur Parkinson 
(Angarano) - floppy-haired and affable, 
trombonist in the school marching band, 
the type of boy beloved by girls who wear 
horn-rimmed glasses and study photogra- 
phy - takes his father (Dunne) to task for 
leaving his mother one minute and then 
begging to be allowed back into her life the 
next. Why, he demands - with all the moral 
implacability of youth - can’t he just pick 
one emotional position and stick with it? 

It's a perfectly valid question, of course, 
but one that will probably ring hollow in 
the ears of anyone over the age of 18. 
“Sometimes,” the old man responds for 
all of us, “we do things we can’t explain.” 
Amen to that. And amen to Green ( George 
Washington, Alt the Real Girls) for letting 
that adage guide him through O’Nan's story 
of imperfect humanity lashing out blindly 
against bitter circumstance, because it 
gives his stars - particularly the brilliantly 
off-kilter Rockwell as Glenn Marchand 
and Beckinsale as his estranged wife, 

Annie - the freedom to sound the depths 
of their characters without drowning in 
typical actors’ concerns about motivation 
and meaning. Call it Method Acting in a 
Universe Without Method. The Parkinsons 
and the Marchands live in a small, snow- 
covered town in Pennsylvania, a static 
world of nursed grudges and blown oppor- 
tunities, long histories and emotional 
paralysis: A world in which everyone knows 
everyone else and everyone, it seems, is 
one small step away from total collapse. 

In such a close-knit community, where ties 
and memory run deep, a collapse for one 


means catastrophe for all. Which is where 
Snow Angels runs into trouble. Few film- 
makers these days are as capable and 
assured with the fumbling ambivalence 
of human conversation as Green is; his 
ear for the half-truths, misapprehensions, 
and long-simmering defensiveness of 
everyday dialogue is a wonder to behold. 
But when those conversations turn into 
actions - when those thousand perceived 
slights and remembered dissatisfactions 
explode into physical confrontation - his 
Snow Angels slips, if only for a few minutes 
here and there, into melodrama and cliche, 
marring an otherwise singular experience. 
Hopefully, one of these days, Green will be 
bold enough to make a movie where noth- 
ing happens, where conversation is both 
his means and his end. I say give him the 
sequel to My Dinner With Andre, and see 
what he can do. I, for one, bet he could 
work miracles around a brunch table. (See 
“His Dark Materials," p. 55, for an interview 
with Green.)

SUPERHERO MOVIE

Superhero Movie brings to mind a lot of 
questions. Why wasn’t this green-lit and 
out in theatres a month after Sam Raimi’s 
Spider-Man ? Did all the fart jokes exist in 
director-writer Mazin’s original script, or 
were they forced on him by certain produc- 
ers who, having several Scary Movies and 
SNL film credits on their resumes (I’m 
talking to you, Robert K. Weiss), know the 
true box-office value of crap? Did anyone 
other than me see Mazin’s feature debut, 
The Specials? That superhero satire, which 
had the lousy release timing to head more 
or less straight to video less than a year 
after Kinka Usher’s thematically similar 
Mystery Men, is a semismart, affectionate 
wink-and-nod toward the whole concept 
of superheroes and what, if anything, 
they did on their days off. After Brad 
Bird’s untoppable The tncredibles, this 
vein of humorous pathos has been bled 
dry, but it’s worth bearing in mind that 
Mazin tackled superheroics (working from 
a script by James Gunn, no less), with a 
degree of affection, right out of the gate. 
That said, Superhero Movie blows harder 
than Storm from X-Men. It’s a tonally con- 
fused comedy, which, for once, doesn’t 
go far enough comedically. Featuring an 
earnest performance from Bell - whose 
riff on Peter Parker/Spider-Man is very 
nearly note-perfect - and an appropriately 
scenery-devouring McDonald (voice of 
The Iron Giant's G-man, Kent Mansley) 
as the supervillian Hourglass, Superhero 
Movie plays like a real (albeit really cheap) 
Marvel Universe knockoff that was shang- 
haied by the Wayans gang and then mini- 
malized by Reducto from Harvey Birdman, 
Attorney at Law. Even cameos from 
Airplanel-er Robert Hays and Forbidden 
P/aneteer-cum-comedy-stalwart Nielson 
can’t supersize the yuks on what turns out 
to be a mere annoyance of a spoof.

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THE YEAR MY PARENTS 
WENT ON VACATION 

D: Cao Hamburger; with Michel Joelsas, 

Germano Haiut, Daniela Piepszyk, Caio Blat, 
Simone Spoladore, Eduardo Moreira. 

(PG, 105 min., subtitled) 

This Brazilian film is set in Sao Paulo 
against the twinned, opposing backdrops 
of the explosive 1970 World Cup and, to 
a lesser but no less important extent, the 
brutal military dictatorship that defined not 
only the politics of the day but also the most 
mundane aspects of daily life. The Year My 
Parents Went on Vacation is a curiously unaf- 
fecting amalgam of the archetypal coming-of- 
age tale, here twinned to “outsider” religious 
overtones (in this case Sao Paulo’s Orthodox 
Jewish community) and a small but deadly 
dose of uneasy political melodrama. Younger 
audiences’ knowledge of Brazil 1970 may 
be limited to vague memories of some 
footballer name Pele. But then Hamburger 
isn’t seeking to educate the yanquis any 
more than he’s giving us a crash course 
in childhood-abandonment issues; Brazil’s 
ever-present, ever-populous Jewry; or the fine 
line between innocence and soccer as meta- 
phor for the sublimely unreal realpolitik of 
1970 - both in Brazil and wherever two kids 
might kick a leaky futebol around a pitted 
and dusty patch of pitch. When his parents 
are forced to flee the city as subversives, 
exiting beneath the doublespeak of “going 
on vacation” (subbing for extermination), 
12-year-old Mauro (Joelsas) is unceremoni- 
ously packed off to stay the duration with his 
Orthodox Jewish grandfather - who, much to 
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everyone’s dismay, has died the day before. 
Maura’s initial bored bewilderment - he 
spends the first day of his new life dribbling 
up and down a dingy apartment hallway - is 
met and matched by his late grandfather’s 
neighbor Shlomo (Haiut), an unsmiling, stoic 
rabbi’s assistant at the local synagogue. 
Joelsas and Haiut make the initial wariness 
between bearded, elderly Jew and tow- 
headed, homesick soccer kid unfathomably 
real, and it’s this interplay between the two 
characters that fuels the film’s very large 
heart. Think Lies My Father Told Me meets 
Costa-Gavras by way of Lasse Hallstrom, 
and you’re getting warm. Still, despite young 
Maura’s sexual awakening (of course), his 
status as a goy within his adoptive family 
(no bris!), and the persistent question of 
whether his parents are, indeed, ever going 
to return, this Year is oddly staid, emotion- 
ally. It touches your heart at a distance, and 
while you may recognize the tickle, you come 
out of the theatre wishing for more than just 
a spray-painted “Libertad!” on a wall or a 
battered soccer ball filling in for blood, kin, 
or both. - Marc Saviov

THE BANK JOB

The Bank Job blends together the daring of the 
bank-heist genre with the looming dread of the 
political-paranoia genre and, in the process, creates 
its own particular world: Call it the “Pandora’s box” 
genre. When Terry Leather (Statham) and his motley 
gang of thieves pop open the bank’s safe-deposit 
boxes, they don't just blow the lid off a criminal 
extortion ring; they stumble into a whole universe 
of police corruption, financial malfeasance, sexual 
degeneracy, political conspiracy, murder, torture, 
and upper-class salaciousness. In other words: a 
moviemaker’s dream. Unfortunately for our heroes, 
there are consequences to actions that upset rich 
and powerful people, and where The Bank Job really 
thrives is in its depiction of the cold, hard realities 
of a life spent dipping your hands in other people’s 
pockets.

Emmerich comes to the prehistoric party con- 
siderably late in the Hollywood timeline, and he 
arrives bearing neither the spark of creativity nor 
anything resembling even the flimsiest glimmer of 
originality.

“I don’t really like listening to my own voice, and I’m kind of burnt on our music - or at least I can 
be," laughs Colin Meloy, head of Portland, Ore.’s literary balladeers the Decemberists. “I spent a lot 
of time last summer just sitting and listening to shows over and over to pick out the best moments. 

It was like office work." 

Stepping outside the studio where the band’s laying down new demos, Meloy recalls the process of 
combing through hours of live footage from his winter 2006 solo tour, which culminated in Colin Meloy 
Sings Live!, released Tuesday on Kill Rock Stars. The 14 cuts span the songwriter’s career, from early 
project Tarkio to the Decemberists' acclaimed major label debut, The Crane Wife (Capitol). 

“It gives you a pretty healthy perspective on your playing and everything away from the rush of the 
stage,” reflects Meloy. “I learned a lot about my approach, seeing it from that angle. It can be sober- 
ing seeing how you react onstage.” 

Whereas Decemberists shows have become known as theatrical spectacles, Meloy’s solo outings 
are consciously more subdued. “It’s just me with a guitar playing the songs as they were initially writ- 
ten and just trying to create some sort of intimate campfirelike environment,” he says. “The songs 
definitely become their own things with the band, so I guess this is an opportunity for me to, like, 
have the kids back on the weekends, remember how it once was.” - Doug Freeman

TAX RETURN - 
CAN I GET AN EXTENSION? 

Can I ask the IRS for an extension to file my tax 
return if I can’t submit it by the April 15 deadline ? 
How does the extension work? 

Need more time to put together all the paper- 
work necessary to submit your federal 2007 tax 
return? If so, you may still be in luck. The IRS 
allows individuals to request an extension of time 
in order to file their tax return. 

Someone interested in an extension may con- 
sider submitting Form 4868, which is called the 
Application for Automatic Extension of Time to File 
U.S. Individual Income Tax Return. By submitting 
Form 4868, the person may be able to obtain an 
automatic six-month extension. The extension is 
generally four months for someone considered to 
be “out of the country.” 

It is important to know that obtaining an exten- 
sion of time to file a tax return is not an extension 
of time to pay. Someone who requests the extension 
must still make an accurate estimate of their tax for 
2007 and send any necessary payment with Form 
4868. Someone who cannot pay the full amount due 
with Form 4868 may still get the extension, although 
they will owe interest on the unpaid amount. 

Form 4868 must be filed before the normal filing 
deadline (April 15). Once Form 4868 is filed, the 
person can file the completed tax return any time 
during the extension period. 

Keep in mind that whether an extension is advis- 
able is an individual decision that is unique to each 
person. While it’s good to know that the option 
exists, you should talk with an attorney or accoun- 
tant to determine how the extension may affect your 
situation. Anyone interested in learning more about 
obtaining an extension to file your tax return or 
about payment options should go to www.irs.gov.

HOW TO SKID SAFELY 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I just read an article on winter driving, 
and I want to make sure I understand what is 
meant when they say, “Turn mto the direction 
of the skid. ’’ If the front of our car is veering 
right, it means the rear is going left, so which 
direction are you skidding in - right or left? 
I want to make sure I understand where I’m 
supposed to turn my steering wheel. It seems 
that if my front is veering right, and I turn 
my steering wheel to the right, I’d just end up 
making a circle. Please clarify. - Sylvia 

TOM: If the car starts to slide and the front 
of the car is pointing to the right of where it’s 
supposed to be pointing and the back end of 
the vehicle is moving to the left, that’s usually 
referred to as skidding to the left. In that case, 
Sylvia, you would turn the steering wheel to 
the left to try to straighten out. 

RAY: Think about it this way. Let’s say you 
plopped your car down on the face of a clock. 
The front of the car is pointing at the 12, and 
the back of the car is pointing to the 6. You’re 
going straight down the road, and all is right 
with the world. 

TOM: Now, suppose, all of a sudden, the 
front of your car is pointing to the 2. How 
would you get the car pointed straight again? 
You’d turn left, wouldn’t you? You’re pointing 
at the 2, and you want to point to the 12, so 
you turn left. That’s turning into the skid. 

RAY: If the car was suddenly pointing to 
the 10, and you wanted to be pointing toward 
the 12, you’d turn the wheel to the right, 
right? Right. 

TOM: But even if you understand the 
theory, it’s best to practice the technique 
before you have to use it. So if there’s a snow- 
storm and you can find a big, empty parking 
lot (note: light poles don’t count as empty), 
go out, and, at a reasonably slow speed, cut 
the wheel sharply and put the car into a skid, 
then try to steer out of it. 

RAY: If you’re like most people, you’ll 
“overcorrect” at first and steer too far into the 
skid, causing you to skid the other way. So, 
you want to make quick, small corrections, 
bringing the steering wheel right back toward 
the center after each correction to see where 
you are and if you need to correct more. 

TOM: Or better yet, Sylvia, make sure your 
next car has electronic stability control. Then 
the computer does all that stuff, and you just 
point the wheel where you want to go and 
don’t have to worry about reading any more 
confusing articles about skidding.
